Minor  Experiences. 

THE  following  description  refers  to  the  Minor  examination 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  held 
in  London,  and  is  by  "  Fairfax  "  (171/6),  who  paeeed  : 

The  Practical  Chemistry  proved  quite  straightforward,  but 
there  was  too  much  to  do  in  the  timo  available.

With  the  given  solution  of  sulphuric  acid  ascertain  whether 
tho  solution  is  of  this  standard.  The  sulphuric-acid  solution 
rnust  be  standardised  bv  means  of  the  pure  sodium  carbonate- 
provided.  I  found  tho  substance  to  bo  bismuth  salicylate, 
and  the  determination  of  the  calcium  oxide  gave  1.6  per  cent., 
but  the  gravity  found  was  1.05. 
In  Dispensing,  Mr.  Wyatt  gave  me  the  following  paper  :

Why  does  the  mercury  stand 
at  about  30  in.  ?  Explain  the  use  of  the  syphon.  What 
B.P.  iron  salts  do  you  know?  What  is  ferri  carb.  sacch. 
composed  of,  and  how  is  it  made?  What  is  the  use  of  tho 
sugar  ?  How  would  you  prepare  ozone  ?  Describe  the  appara- 
tus. Is  all  the  oxygen  converted  into  ozone?  How  would  you 
distinguish  between  ozone  and  oxygen?  What  do  ozone  papers 
contain?  What  is  the  equation  for  the  action,  of  ozone  on 
potassium  iodide?  Define  "atomic  weight"  and  "equiva- 
lent weight."  How  could  you  determine  the  strength  of  hydro- 
gen peroxide  in  a  solution?  Write  down  the  equation  for  the 
action  of  potassium  permanganate  on  hydrogen  peroxide. 
Does  the  peroxide  lose  oxygen  as  well  as  the  permanganate? 
What  are  the  oxidation-products  of  ethyl  alcohol?  Give 
formulae.  What,  would  be  formed  by  the  action  of  potassium 
bichromate  and  sulphuric  acid  on  ethyl  alcohol  ?

senna;  made  '.'  What  is  the  diUY-reneo  between  mac  rat  ion  and 
digestion?  I  was  then  handed  a  liquid  for  recognition  which 
I  thought  it  was  terebeno.  How  is  terebene  prepared  What 
form  of  apparatus  would  you  use  (photographs  provided)  for 
the  process  of  distillation  ?  What  is  a  reflux  condenser  J  How 
are  reduced  iron  and  hydrogen  peroxide  prepared?  How  w 
emp.  amrroniaci  c.  hydrargyro  mad"?  What  are  the  likely 
impurities  in  terebeno?  What  is  Canada  balsam?  Is  it  a 
balsam  ? 

BOTANY,  with  Dr.  Fritsch,  was  the  last  subject.  The  slides 
shown  were  :  (1)  A  transverse  section  of  a  dicotyledonous  stem.

An  Afternoon  at  the  Apothecaries* 
Hall.

preparation.  What  is  tho  action  of  sulphuric  acid  on  copper  ? 
A  short  period  of  rest  was  followed  by 

Materia  Medica.— The  following  drugs  were  shown  and 
questions  asked  upon  their  preparations,  with  tho  doses  of 
each:  Chloral  hydrate.,  iodine,  colocynth-pulp,  ipecacuanha- 
root,  jaborandi-lcaves,  kino,  opium,  and  Calabar  beans.  Then 
cam©  questions  on  the  percentage  of  morphine  in  pulv.  kino 
co.  and  pulv.  ipecac,  co..  also  tho  descs.  and  the  strength  of 
morphine  in  troch.  morph.  et  ipecac,  also  dose  and  strength 
of  ac.  hydrocyan.  dil.  Two  or  three-  prescriptions  for  reading 
ended  this  portion  of  the  examination. 

The  Practical  Paper  contained  nothing  dreadful  for  the 
forty-five  minutes  allowed  to  disperse  the  following:

The  examiner  came  round  as  the  emulsion  was  progressing 
and  asked  kindly  after  it.  remarking  that  it  was  evidently 
not  my  first  one."

A  Pharmacist  of  the  Old  Swiss  Guard. 

(By  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 

M.  Allah*  Le  Cand,  of 'Paris,  sends  me  an  interesting  littlo 
biographical  sketch  (by  Jean  Ambrosine)  of  his  ancestor  J.  L. 
Toussaint  Le  Canu.  Born  in  1760  at  Periers,  a  little  Norman 
town,  cf  a  well-to-do  bourgeois  family,  Toussaint  was  appren- 
ticed to  M.  Regnault,  a  local  apothecary.  In  1784  his  employer 
advised  his  parents  to  send  him  to  Paris,  where  he  worked  in 
M.  Cozette's  pharmacy  in  the  rue  St.  Jacques,  and  studied 
at  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  hard  by,  with  intelligence  and 
assiduity,  as  several  certificates  from  Fourcroy  and  Berthollet 
(reproduced  in  facsimile  in  the  pamphlet)  attest.  In  April 
1785  he  ivas  appointed  apothecary  at  the  Pitie  (the  ancient 
hospita!  near  the  Jardin  des  Plantes),  and  in  1788  was  pro- 
moted Apothecary-in-Chief  of  the  "  General  Hospital,"  which 
then  included  the  hospitals  of  Bicetre,  la  Salpetriere,  and  the 
Pitie.  In  the  meantime  Parmentier  had  obtained  for  Le 
Canu  the  much-envied  appointment  of  Pharmacist-Major  of 
the  Swiss  Guard  at  the  Tuileries.  But  the  great  revolution 
was  at  hand.  On  August  10,  1792,  when  the  people  of  Paris 
stormed  the  Tuileries,  the  Swiss  Guard  was  massacred.  Le 
Canu  was  at  his  post,  attending  to  the  wounded  Swiss  until 
he  was  himself  injured,  and  only  escaped  with  his  life  by  a 
lucky  accident.  In  1821  the  Swi^s  Government  conferred  on 
"  the  brave  and  faithful  J.  L.  T.  Le  Canu  "  the  iron  medal  of 
"Fidelity  and  Honour,"  issued  to  the  survivors  of  this  com- 
bat. He  was,  of  course,  denounced  during  the  reign  of  terror 
as  a  friend  of  the  Monarchy,  disdained  to  fly  from  his  post 
as  pharmacist  of  the  *' Maison  Nationale  des  Femmes  "  (ci- 
devant  la  Salpetriere).  He  was  haled  before  the  Revolu- 
tionary Tribunal.  His  defence  was  brief :  "  I  know  my 
accuser,"  he  remarked  simply  ;  "  I  dismissed  him  a  few  days 
ago  for  robbing  the  Administration.  It  is  he,  not  I,  who 
should  be  here  in  the  dock."  His  frank  courage  was  success- 
ful ;  he  retained  his  post,  and  was  not  further  molested.  A 
facsimile  of  one  of  the  famous  "saltpetre"  letters  is  given, 
signed  by  Pache,  Mayor  of  Paris,  and  dated  the  "  26  Pluviose, 
Year  II.,  of  the  One  and  Indivisible  Republic."  "I  shall  be 
obliged,  Citizen,"  it  runs,  "  if  thou  will  let  me  know  as 
promptly  as  possible  how  you  are  getting  on  with  the  salt- 
petre operation  at  the  Salpetriere."  It  was  in  the  fabrica- 
tion of  this  "villainous  saltpetre"  that  Le  Canu  contracted 
the  rheumatic  affection  which  obliged  him  to  retire  from  the 
hospital  service  in_1799.  He  opened  a  pharmacy  in  the  rue 
du  Marehe-aux-Poirees  (near  the  Halles),  and  married  Mile. 
Delondre.  His  son  Rene  was  born  in  1800,  his  daughter  Elisa 
in  1808.  Four  years  later  Toussaint  Le  Canu  was  a  widower. 
His  son  entered  Vauquelin's  loboratorv,  became  the  pre- 
parator  of  Baron  Thenard,  and  married  (in  1828)  Mile. 
Labarraque  (daughter  of  the  discoverer  of  chlorinated 
sodium).  Toussaint  Le  Canu  gave  his  pharmacy  to  his  son 
as  a  wedding  present,  and  died  in  1833.  Rene  Le  Canu  did 
not  long  carry  on  his  father's  business,  selling  it  a  few  years 
later  to  take  up  his  appointment  as  Professor  of  the  Paris 
School  of  Pharmacy.

Summary  ol  the  Week. 


Agri-horticultural  Poisons. 

The  principal  centres  of  interest  this  week  are  Barnstaple, 
Cambridge,  Dunfermline,  and  Torquay,  in  each  of  which  tho 
action  of  chemists  has  led  to  more  careful  deliberation  on 
applications  for  licences  (p.  122).  See  also  the  special  notes 
by  chemists  recording  their  own  experiences  (p.  123). 

Colonial  News. 

The  800  poisons  prosecutions  against  Montreal  chemists 
have  not  come  off.  Two  more  tailed  and  the  rest  were 
withdrawn  (p.  106). 

Mr.  John  E.  Tremble  is  the  new  President  of  the  Quebec 
Pharmaceutical  Association.  A  complete  list  of  the  Associa- 
tion's officers  for  1909-10  is  given  on  p.  106. 

Threo  Scots  hold  tho  principal  offices  in  the  Transvaal 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  whoso  annual  meeting  was  held  on 
June  24,  and  is  reported  on  p.  107. 

The  Cape  Medicine-Stamp  tax  is  having  no  rest,  and  at  last 
the  Government  has  promised  to  remedy  some  of  the  anomalies 
w  hich  attend  its  imposition  (p.  106). 

Law. 

Three  men  have  been  condemned  by  a  High  Court  jury  to 
pay  694/.  for  smuggling  saccharin  (p.  108). 

Tho  late  M.  J.  R.  Young,  of  Edinburgh,  left  estate  valued 
at  32.46U-  A  dispute  among  his  family  in  regard  to  it  has 
been  before  the  Court  of  Session  (p.  108). 

"  Specially  qualified "  under  Section  3  of  the  Dentists 
Act  was  further  narrowed  down  by  Mr.  Garrett  in  the  cases 
decided  last  week.  We  quote  from  the  remarks  he  made  in 
giving  judgment  (p.  119). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  prosecuted  a  limited 
company  in  Bradford  for  selling  laudanum.  It  was  stated 
that  the  company  does  not  use  Pharmacy  Act  titles,  and  tho 
defence  was  that  laudanum  was  not  sold  by  the  company, 
who,  owing  to  lapse  of  time  after  the  alleged  date  of  sale, 
had  no  means  of  checking  the  prosecutors'  statements.  The 
Magistrate  reserved  judgment  (p.  108). 

The  Society  has  also  prosecuted  and  secured  the  conviction 
at  Brentford  of  a  seedsman  who  sold  nicotine  insecticide 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Section  17  of  the  1868  Act.  The 
seedsman  was  not  licensed,  and  he  did  not  enter  the  sale  nor 
label  the  poison  with  his  name  and  address.  The  Magistrate 
was  svmpathetic  lo  the  defendant,  and  supported  a  suggestion 
that  the  Society  should  warn  such  offenders  before  prose- 
cuting (p.  109).  "  We  comment  upon  these  cases  (p.  118). 

Parliamentary. 

The  House  of  Commons  is  deeply  immersod  in  considera- 
tion of  the  Finance  Bill,  but  the  points  which  directly  interest 
chemists  are  still  far  off.  On  Thursday,  however,  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  received  a  deputation  in  regard  to 
grocers'  licence  duties,  with  the  result,  that  an  amicable  basis 
of  settlement  was  arrived  at.  A  medicated  wine-licence  for 
chemists  is  drawing  towards  the  region  of  practical  politics 
(p.  114).

Seven  books  which  arc  of  interest  to  chemists  and  druggists- 
arc  reviewed  on  p.  124. 

Notes  on  grey  oil,  pyrolodone.  sublimate  ampoules,  and  in- 
compatibles  of  some  new  remedies  are  printed  on  p.  121. 

A  chemist-optician  communicates  notes  on  squint  and  cor- 
relative subjects,  and  a  pharmaceutical  camerist  deals  with 
photographic  problems  and  practice  (p.  125). 

H.  Martindale's  work  on 
organic  arsenic  compounds  deals  chiefly  with  the  aromatic 
series,  such  as  phenyl  arsenites.    It  begins  on  p.  120.

Brevities. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Oxford  Chemists'  Association, 
Alderman  C.  Clayton  and  Mr.  J.  Dolbear  were  appointed 
delegates  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

Mr.  A.  Mortimer,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Woodlands 
Pharmacy,  won  a  challenge  cup,  in  connection  with  the 
Ilford  Carnival,  for  the  best  decorated  shop  in  the  Loxford 
ward. 

The  off-licence  attached  to  the  business  carried  on  at 
Warminster  Road,  Westbury,  Wilts,  by  Mr.  Joseph  H.  B. 
Green,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  been  transferred  to  Mr. 
Frank  Ford. 

Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  are  showing  nursing 
requisites  at  the  exhibition  which  is  being  held  in  connection 
with  the  International  Congress  of  Nurses  at  Caxton  Hall. 
Westminster,  S.W. 

Mr.  P.  F.  Bowsell.  Exeter,  invited  the  Exeter  Chamber 
of  Commerce  to  a  drive  to  Haldon  House  last  week,  where 
the  party  were  entertained  and  shown  over  the  mansion  by 
Mr.  J.  F.  Bannatyne. 

The  Hampstead  Borough  Council  has  resolved  to  in- 
struct the  Borough  Engineer  to  have  notices  posted  warn- 
ing employes  that  the  soliciting  or  accepting  of  gratuities 
is  prohibited  under  any  circumstances.  The  matter  came 
up  in  connection  with  employes  soliciting  subscriptions 
towards  beanfeasts  from  contractors. 

An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  in  the  early  morning  of 
July  21  on  the  premises  of  the  Anglo-American  Pharma- 
ceutical Co.,  Ltd.,  at  3  and  5  Frith  Road,  Croydon.  A 
timber  and  corrugated-iron  building  in  the  rear,  which  was 
stored  with  drugs  and  chemicals  and  contained  valuable 
machinery,  was  totally  destroyed,  while  the  shop  and  ware- 
house froriting  the  road  was  also  gutted.  The  total  damage 
is  estimated  at  1,500/. 

The  Education  Committee  of  the  London  County  Council 
at  the  meeting  on  July  14  received  a  report  from  the 
Special  Schools  Sub-Committee  in  regard  to  the  treatment 
of  children  by  x  rays  for  favus.  ringworm,  etc.,  at  White- 
chapel  Elementary  School.  Only  two  or  three  of  those 
dealt  with  during  the  past  twelve  months  remained  un- 
cured.  This  fact  was  mentioned  to  counteract  the 
"  unjustifiable  scare  raised  recently  as  to  a  possible  danger 
to  the  brain  from  the  use  of  x  rays." 

The  West  Ham  Education  Committee  report  that  the 
Board  of  Education  have  sanctioned  an  expenditure  of 
50/.  for  supplying  spectacles  to  school-children,  on  the 
understanding  that  the  arrangements  shall  be  entirely  under 
the  supervision  of  the  school  medical  officer,  and  that  the 
glasses  be  prescribed  by  a  medical  practitioner.  The 
original  request  was  for  an  expenditure  of  516/.,  and  the 
Board's  sanction  of  the  smaller  amount  wan  obtained  after 
a  conference  between  medical  officers  and  the  Board's 
inspectors. 

The  Dukinfield  health  authorities,  says  the  "  Manchester 
Evening  News,"  have  adopted  a  novel  system  for  the  treat- 
ment of  scarlet  fever  patients.  Hitherto  a  large  annual 
•expenditure  has  been  involved  in  isolating  such  patients  at 
the  Hyde  Hospital.  The  new  treatment  which  is  to  be 
applied  by  the  parents  of  children  afflicted  consists  in  the 
use  of  eucalyptus  oil.  with  which  the  patient  is  anointed 
from  head  to  foot.  The  oil.  it  is  contended,  prevents  all 
infection,  and  thus  enables  other  members  of  the  family  to 
continue  their  vocations.

— J.  C.  Fuller  &  Sons,  for  the  supply 
of  chromic  acid. 

— Mr.  G.  G.  Jeffery.  chemist  and 
druggist,  Tring,  for  the  supply  of  chemicals. 

Rotherham  Town  Council. — The  executors  of  W.  Davy, 
Rotherham,  for  six  months'  supply  of  drugs  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Lowestoft  Town  Council. — Mr.  R.  Bush,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Lowestoft,  for  the  half-yearly  supply  of  chemists' 
goods  to  the  Sanitorium. 


Metropolitan  Ayslums  Board. — Townson  &  Mercer,  for 
the  supply  of  bacteriological  test-tubes  to  the  Belmont 
Laboratories,  at  the  estimated  value  of  100/. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  West  Suffolk  analyst  reports  that  the  samples  of 
ground  ginger,  borax,  quinine- wine,  and  seidlitz  powder 
taken  during  the  last  quarter  were  all  genuine. 

The  Hertfordshire  analyst  examined  one  sample  each  of 
pepper,  cream  of  tartar,  ground  ginger,  and  compound 
liquorice  powder  during  the  last  quarter.  None  was 
reported  against. 

The  City  of  London  analyst  reports  that  the  following 
examples  examined  during  the  three  weeks  ended  July  3 
were  all  genuine  :  Milk  of  sulphur,  2;  Gregory's  powder,  4; 
tincture  of  iodine,  4;  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine,  3; 
saffron,  3  ;  sal  volatile,  2 ;  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  1. 

The  Kensington  analyst,  in  reporting  upon  three 
samples  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  states  that  one  was 
genuine,  another  inferior,  and  the  third  31.6  per  cent, 
deficit  in  nitrous  ether.  Six  samples  of  tartaric  acid  were 
all  found  to  be  inferior,  although  actual  adulteration 
could  not  be  certified  ;  while  three  samples  of  fluid  mag- 
nesia proved  to  be  genuine. 

The  Accrington  inspector  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  has  been  visiting  local  pharmacies  and  drug- 
stores in  quest  of  "  sulphur  lozenges."  In  a  few  instances 
the  B.P.  variety  was  supplied,  while  other  chemists  were 
sufficiently  wideawake  to  decline  business  as  they  had  not 
the  official  lozenge  in  stock.  Several  vendors  who  supplied 
the  ordinary  sulphur  tablet  are  awaiting  events  with  mixed 
feelings.

One 
candidate  presented  himself  for  a  General  examination  for 
the  Associateshin.  and  passed  :  Mr.  L.  Knight,  A.R.S.M. 
For  the  Final  Associateship  examination,  of  the  six  candi- 
dates in  mineral  chemistry  the  following  four  passed  : 
Messrs.  H.  L.  Allen,  B.Sc,  R.  H.  Findlater,  R.  Gawler. 
B.Sc.  and  G.  A.  Smiley.  B.Sc.  ;  and  three  out  of  five  passed

A.  R.C.Sc,  and  A.  W."  Schultz,  A. C.G.I.  In  organic 
chemistry  seven  entered  and  three  passed — Messrs.  R. 
Boyd,  B.Sc,  C.  S.  Garland,  B.Sc,  A.R.C.Sc,  and  J. 
Young  In  the  chemistry  of  food  and  drugs,  and  of  water, 
out  of  nine  candidates  five  passed — Messrs.  F.  S.  Aumonier. 
W.  G.  Carey,  R.  D.  Carty.  A.R.C.Sc.L,  T.  R.  Greenough, 

B.  A.,  and  C.  E.  Sage.  Mr.  C.  E.  Sage  was  examined  for 
the  Fellowship. 

Health  Congress  Notes. 
At  the  Leeds  Health  Congress  on  July  19,  Mr.  J.  Quinton, 
of  Liverpool  (Chairman  of  the  Council  of  the  Incorporated 
Sanitary  Inspectors'  Association),  in  addressing  the  Con- 
ference of  Sanitary  Inspectors,  submitted  that  (1)  the 
exemption  clause  in  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  relating  to 
patent  and  proprietary  articles  requires  repealing,  especially 
in  the  interests  of  infants  and  young  children ;  (2)  power 
is  wanted  to  deal  with  all  articles  of  food  and  drugs  at  the 
place  of  delivery  ;  (3)  patents  and  designs  covering  food  that 
are  calculated  to  mislead  the  public  should  be  prohibited  ; 
(4)  all  persons  preparing  proprietary  goods  ought  to  be 
registered  ;  and  (5)  the  alcoholic  strength  of  all  medicated 
wines  should  be  stated  on  the  bottle. — In  the  course  of 
a  paper  read  by  Miss  Hitching,  a  schoolmistress,  on 
"  Present  School  Methods  in  Relation  to  Home  Life," 
it  was  stated  that  "camphorated  chalk  is  sold  to  the 
children  in  halfpennyworths  "  as  a  dentifrice. — Messrs. 
W.  McD.  Mackey  and  J.  Miller,  in  a  paper  on  the 
"  Cost  of  Chemicals  Used  in  Treating  Trade  Effluents," 
mentioned  that  in  practice  a  very  short  list  of  chemicals  is 
available  for  treating  effluents  cheaply — viz.,  lime,  soda 
ash.  ahrmino- ferric,  and  copperas.    The  comparative  cost 
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of  the  chemicals  were  (per  ton)  :  Limo.  16s.  ;.  alumino- 
i'erric,  21.  15*.  ;  copperas,  21.  lbs.  ;  soda  ash,  5/.  10s.  ; 
sodium  hydrate,  10/.  15s.  ;  barium  hydrate.  10/.  ;  barium 
carbonate,  5/.  10?.  ;  while  the  neutralising  effect  (given 
in  parentheses)  and  cost,  in  comparison  with  lime  as  stand- 
ard, were:  Lime  (1.0),  0.09c/.;  soda  ash  (1.89).  l.lld.  j 
sodium  hydrate  (1.43),  1.64c/.  ;  barium  hydrate  (5.62), 
6.01c7. ;  barium  carbonate  (3.51),  2.07c/. 

The  Wave  of  Warmth. 

According  to  the  "Evening  News"  of  July  16,  a  "  London 
chemist"  has  been  confiding  to  one  of  its  representatives 
that  chemists  are  complaining  of  business  depression,  con- 
sequent upon  the  unseasonable  weather.  The  expected 
little  "boom"  in  summer  preparations  has  failed  to  arrive, 
which  "means  that  chemists  have  laid  in  considerable 
stocks  of  effervescing  salines,  blood  purifying  and  cooling 
preparations  peculiar  to  the  hot  weather,  all  of  which  are 
left  on  their  hands." — The  "Manchester  Evening  News "  of 
the  same  date  also  refers  to  the  depressed  sale  of  summer 
specialities  by  "  the  leading  West-end  chemi?ts.  .  .

Spirit-duty  and  Contracts. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Wenford 
County  Infirmary  a  letter  was  read  from  the  drug  con- 
tractor stating  that  owing  to  the  introduction  of  the  Budget 
the  cost  of  medicines  would  be  increased  by  one  shilling 
per  lb.  weight.

All 
the  windows  were  smashed  with  stones  and  the  contents 
scattered  about  the  street.  Mr.  Wm.  Shaw,  of  the  West- 
end  Drug-stores,  216  Grosvenor  Street,  had  a  large  plate- 
glass  window  broken  during  the  stonethrowing  in  that  part 
of  the  city.

Aberdeen  and  the  North. 

Monday  was  the  midsummer  holiday  in  Aberdeen,  and 
it  was  ideal  weather.  The  city  looked  quite  deserted.  A 
number  of  the  chemists  were  closed  for  the  day,  while  the 
majority  closed  for  the  afternoon. 

An  attempt  was  made  last  week  through  the  corre- 
spondence column  of  the  "  Free  Press  "  to  raise  a  discussion 
on  the  question  of  poison-licences  for  the  county.  If  the 
interest  in  the  question  is  to  be  gauged  by  the  amount  of 
correspondence  it  was  very  meagre. 

Dunfermline. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Dun- 
fermline Co-operative  Society,  on  July  12,  the  Chairman 
said  that 

In  connection  with  the  drug  department,  notwithstanding 
the  opposition  and  the  attempt  made  by  chemists  by  getting 
a  Bill  passed  through  Parliament  preventing  Co-operative 
Societies  carrying  on  a  drug  business  without  having  a 
qualified  chemist  as  a  member  of  the  committee,  there  was 
no  effect  on  the  Society's  sales  in  that  department.  The  sales 
had  increased  during  the  past  thirteen  weeks,  and  that  fact 
showed  that  the  members  were  very  anxious  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  facilities  given  in  the  drug  department  and 
to  purchase  there  all  they  possibly  could.  He  hoped  the 
sales  would  increase,  and  that  as  the  result  they  would  bo 
able  to  extend  their  influence  in  that  way,  and  do  a  better 
business  than  in  the  past. 

Later  on,  when  the  question  of  salaries  came  before  the 
meeting,  considerable  discussion  took  place  in  regard  to  the 
salary  of  Mr.  A.  Macdonald,  the  manager  of  the  drug 
department,  in  respect  to  his  duties  as  a  member  of  com- 
mittee. Some  members  thought  that  the  Society  could  not 
do  otherwise  than  give  him  the  same  fees  as  the  other 
members  of  the  committee — 21.  a  quarter.  Eventually  it 
was  decided  not  to  pay  Mr.  Macdonald  any  fees.  This 
was  arrived  at  notwithstanding  Rule  XXVI.,  which  states 
that  he  shall  be  entitled  to  remuneration  for  his  services 
both  as  superintendent  of  the  drug  department  and  a 
member  of  committee. 

Edinburgh. 

In  a  collecting-box  for  the  Royal  Infirmary  Samaritan 
Society,  placed  near  a  weighing-machine  (personal)  in  Mr. 
Lunan's  pharmacy,  were  found  when  opened  last  week, 
among  other  coins  of  the  realm,  two  sovereigns.  These  had 
been  put  in  by  customers. 

An  action  has  been  raised  before  Lord  Mackenzie  in  the 
Court  of  Session  by  David  Blake,  dairyman,  Backsidelea, 
Liberton,  Midlothian,  against  J.  &  A.  Lawson,  grain- 
millers,  117  Leith  Walk,  Leith,  for  payment  of  700/.  Blake 
states  that  twenty-five  cows  died  or  had  to  be  slaughtered, 
while  three  others  depreciated  greatly  in  value,  through 
being  fed  by  Soya  bean-meal  supplied  by  the  defenders, 
which  he  alleges  contained  a  cyanogenetic  glucoside  and 
created  symptoms  of  prussic-acid  poisoning  in  all  the  cow6. 
The  defenders  6ay  that  the  pure  Soya  bean-meal  supplied 
caused  no  evil  results  when  supplied  to  other  buyers.  Lord 
Mackenzie  allowed  a  proof  in  the  case.

Alleged  Abuses  in  Leith  Hospital  Dispensnry. 
A  report  has  been  drawn  up  by  the  Dispensing  Work 
Committee  of  Leith  Hospital,  and  submitted  to  a  meeting 
•of  the  directors  of  that  institution,  in  regard  to  people  who 
are  able  to  pay  getting  medical  attendance  and  medicines. 
The  committee  recommend  the  Board  to  adopt  a  more 
•stringent  method  of  ascertaining  whether  eases  are  really 
.necessitous  or  not,  and  said  a  series  of  questions  might  be 
framed  to  bring  out  the  real  facts  regarding  the  position 
■of  applicants.  Personal  inquiry  might  be  made  into  every 
fifth  or  every  tenth  case,  and  the  facts  obtained  might 
■enable  them  to  see  how  far  they  could  rely  on  such  a  system. 
The  committee's  recommendation  has  been  adopted. 
Glasgow. 

Mr.  John  Boyd  Michie,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  passed 
the  third  professional  examination  of  the  Edinburgh  Royal 
Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

A  beauty  competition  has  been  inaugurated  by  the 
""Geisha  Boys  "  of  Dunoon,  and  the  resultant  demand  for 
rouge  is  extraordinary  just  now-  according  to  the  local 
Press. 

Mr.  James  Cairncross  (of  Messrs.  Lorimer  &  Moyes, 
Ltd.),  who  met  with  a  tramcar  accident  about  two  months 
ago,  is  now  almost  recovered  from  its  effects,  which  con- 
fined him  to  his  house  for  six  weeks.

French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


M.  Eugene  Henri  Herissey,  the  new  assistant-pro- 
fessor at  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  is  of 
Norman  origin,  having  been  born  at  Evreux  in  1873.  He 
first  distinguished  himself  by  taking  the  gold  medal  of 
the  "  internat "  (hospital  house-pharmacist)  competitive 
■examination  in  1899,  and  took  the  Paris  Society  of  Phar- 
macy's medal  in  the  same  year.  He  had  then  some  years 
■collaborated  with  Professor  Bourquelot  in  scientific  work, 
■and  since  1897  had  held  the  position  of  preparator  at  the 
Paris  School.  In  1904  he  was  appointed  head-pharmacist 
at  the  Bretonneau  Hospital,  and,  since  1907,  occupied  a 
similar  position  at  the  Hospital  Broussais.  In  1903  he 
was  one  of  the  "  laureates  "  or  winners  of  the  Gobley  Prize, 
and  in  1906  the  Academy  of  Medicine  awarded  him  the 
Nativelle  Prize  for  his  study  of  "  Prulaurasine."  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy,  of  the  Society 
of  Biology,  and  the  Myeological  and  Chemical  Societies  of 
France.  His  principal  scientific  work  bears  on  soluble  fer- 
ments, hydrates,  carbons,  glucosides.  and  various  im- 
mediate vegetable  principles.  His  thesis  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Pharmacy  (1899)  was  on  emulsine.  his  Sc.D.  thesis 
(1903)  on  "  chemical  and  physiological  researches  on  the 
digestion  of  mannanes  and  galactones  by  plants."  At  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  International  Congress  of  Applied 
Chemistry  in  London  M.  Herissey  acted  as  French 
Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Section,  and  earned  the 
appreciation  and  esteem  of  all  who  came  into  contact  with 
Uiim. 

Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. — At  the  July  meeting  of 
the  Society  a  letter  from  the  Prefect  of  the  Seine,  formally 
authorising  the  Society  to  accept  the  legacy  of  Madame 
Vigier,  was  read.  This  sum,  representing  an  annual  in- 
come of  201.,  is  in  memory  of  the  late  M.  Pierre  Vigier, 
member  of  the  new  Codex  Revision  Committee,  who  was 
in  business  in  the  Rue  du  Bac  for  nearly  half  a  century, 
and  represented  the  best  traditions  of  scientific  eminence 


behind  the  retail  counter. — The  Secretary  reported  the 
result  of  a  recent  discussion  at  the  Paris  Society  of  Thera- 
peutics on  the  question  of  crystallised  apiol,  which  figures 
in  the  1908  Codex,  but  which  at  present  is  not  obtainable 
either  in  France  or  Germany.  The  Society  in  question 
had  appointed  a  committee  of  three  members  to  study  the 
matter,  and  requested  the  opinion  of  the  Paris  Society  of 
Pharmacy. — M.  Bourquelot  once  more  reminded  his 
auditors  of  the  course  adopted  in  the  United  Slates  when 
the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Ail  came  into  force.  He 
thought  that,  though  the  Society  had  no  right  to  correct 
the  t'odex.  it  might,  by  representing  the  facts  to  the 
Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  secure  the  nomination  of 
an  official  committee  having  full  power  to  receive  and 
deal  with  such  complaints.  His  proposal  was  adopted, 
and  it  was  decided  to  nominate  a  committee  to  draw  up 
the  petition  to  the  Minister,  MM.  Patein  (President  of 
the  Society).  Paul  E.  Thibault.  Bourquelot,  Grimbert, 
Moureu,  Breteau,  Poulenc,  and  Henri  Martin  were  ap- 
pointed.— The  new  report  of  M.  Dumesnil  on  poisons  was 
read  and  voted. — M.  Grimbert  presented  a  Daper  on  in- 
testinal pseudo-calculi,  which  were  formed  of  benzonaph- 
thol  impregnated  with  urobiline  and  traces  of  indol. 
M.  Guillaumin's  report  on  the  ten  candidates  for  the 
resident  membership  of  the  Society  was  reach  It  was  in 
favour  of  the  election  of  M.  Tiffeneau. 

Artificial  Diamonds  Again. — Some  sensation  was 
caused  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  by 
the  opening  of  two  sealed  envelopes  placed  in  charge  of 
the  Academy,  one  at  the  end  of  1908  and  the  other  early 
in  1909.  These  proved  to  contain  a  description  of  a. 
method  of  manufacture  of  diamonds,  with  some  small 
samples.  A  committee  was  nominated  on  the  spot  to 
examine  the  matter,  and  retired  to  a  neighbouring  room. 
The  result  of  its  deliberation  was  not  announced  at  the 
hour  of  closure  of  the  public  meeting.  It  has  transpired, 
however,  that  the  depositor  of  the  two  envelopes  was 
the  Vicomte  de  Boismenu,  who  lias  a  factory  at  Levallois- 
Perret.  just  outside  the  north-western  gates  of  the  city 
of  Paris.  He  was,  of  course,  duly  interviewed,  and  his 
declarations  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : 

His  first  discovery  dated  from  April  13,  1908.  The  Lemoino 
case  was  then  before  the  public,  and  a  declaration  would 
probably  have  met  with  ridicule.  Vicomte  do  Boismenu  pre- 
ferred to  wait,  and  it  was  only  on  December  23  that  he  handed 
the  first  sealed  envelope  to  the  Academy.  From  the  electric 
furnace  at.  his  factory  he  had  produced  177  stones  of  more  than 
a  millimetre  and  a  half  in  diameter.  He  took  the  largest  to  a 
jeweller  and  asked  him  to  cut  it.  He  said  it  could  not  be 
split,  but  sent  it  to  Amsterdam  to  be  cut.  M.  <le  Boismenu 
has  no  pretensions  to  be  a  scientist,  lie  is  a  simple  manu- 
facturer. "  a  gentleman  who  understands  the  electric  fur- 
nace." Contrary  to  Moissan's  theory,  the  Vicomte  remarked 
that  these  diamonds  were  not  formed  in  the  centre  of  heat. 
Moissan  had  set  seekers  on  a  false  track.  The  point,  is  not 
intense  heat,  but  long  patience.  The  longer  the  experiment, 
the  larger  the  diamonds.  Vicomte  de  Boismenu  made  tests 
of  nine,  ten,  and  twelve  hours,  which  proved  this.  He  pro- 
duced diamonds  2.7  millimetres  in  diameter.  Unfortunately, 
he  could  not  prolong  this  stage;  twelve  hours  was  his  maxi- 
mum. 

Incredulity  is  still  expressed  in  some  quarters  as  to 
whether  the  diamonds  presented  by  Vicomte  de  Boismenu 
to  the  Academy  were  really  produced  in  his  electric 
furnace.  One  diamond-cutter  declared  that  in  October 
1908  Vicomte  de  Boismenu  told  him  of  his  discovery 
(without  giving  details  of  the  process),  but  that  he  was 
not  in  any  way  impressed  by  the  declaration  :  he  believed 
the  Vicomte  had  previously  approached  some  large  London 
merchants,  but  had  not  met  with  any  encouragement. 

American  Notes. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Alcoholic  Medicines. — The  Inland  Revenue  Commission 
has  issued  a  new  schedule  of  medicinal  preparations  for  the 
sale  of  which  special  tax-stamps  are  needed.  The  list  differs 
from  previous  schedules  in  that  some  medicines  are  omitted 
because  the  manufacturers  by  altering  their  formulas  have 
brought  the  percentage  of  alcohol  below  the  dutiable  amount. 
The  preparations  in  the  schedule  are  mostly  of  the  bitters, 
elixir,  and  wine  classes,  but  6ome  of  the  names  do  not  give 
any  indication  that  the  articles  are  largely  alcoholic. 
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Pharmaceutical  Chemistry. — Some  of  the  more  chemi- 
cally inclined  pharmacists  have  recently  proposed  that  a 
division  of  pharmaceutical  chemistry  be  organised  in  the 
American  Chemical  Society.  This  has  stirred  up  the 
members  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  who 
fear  that  it  will  have  a  tendency  to  draw  away  a  certain 
group  of  scientists  from  that  organisation,  and  who  argue 
that  all  pharmaceutical  chemists  should  work  together  in 
order  to  produce  the  best  results.  What  will  become  of  the 
suggestion  remains  to  be  seen.  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Chemical  Society  was  held  in  Detroit  recently,  but 
definite  action  was  postponed. 

Medicine  and  Pharmacy  Co-operate. — During  recent 
years  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the 
American  Medical  Association  have  co-operated  with  ex- 
cellent results  to  both  professions.  At  the  Atlantic  City 
meeting  of  the  A.M. A.,  attended  by  eight  or  ten  thousand 
physicians,  many  of  the  most  prominent  pharmacists  of 
the  country  were  also  present,  and  several  of  them  read 
papers  on  pharmacopoeial  topics.  Among  these  contribu- 
tions was  one  by  Professor  J.  P.  Remington,  who  is  well 
known  to  British  chemists,  and  who  sent  a  paper  to  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  International  Congress  of  Applied 
Chemistry.  The  Philadelphia  branch  of  the  A. Ph. A.  also 
held  a  meeting  in  connection  with  the  Atlantic  City  Con- 
vention. Many  of  the  members  of  the  A.M. A.  were  in 
attendance,  and  the  joint  discussion  augured  well  for  future 
harmony  between  pharmacy  and  medicine  in  America. 

Sanitol  Affairs. — The  latest  sensation  in  the  American 
drug-trade  has  reference  to  the  Sanitol  Chemical  Laboratory 
Co.,  a  sort  of  co-operative  organisation  which  has  sold  shares 
to  pharmacists  and  dentists,  and  which  manufactures  a  line 
of  toilet-preparations.  A  "  stockholders'  protective  com- 
mittee" has  asked  the  Court  to  remove  the  present  officers 
and  to  appoint  a  receiver.  The  charges  against  the  officers 
are  many.  It  is  alleged  that  the  president  arbitrarily  in- 
creased his  salary  from  $6,000  a  year  to  $25,000,  then  to 
$50,000,  and  finally  to  $75,000  ;  that  when  his  action  was 
protested  against  he  caused  the  ledger  to  be  destroyed  and 
a.  new  one  written  :  tint  he  paid  himself  $200,000  for  four 
formulae,  which  were  afterwards  abandoned ;  that  as  a 
member  of  a  real  estate  company  he  sold  the  Sanitol  Co. 
a.  building  at  an  extortionate  price;  and  that  he  falsified 
the  annual  statement  of  the  company's  assets  by  a 
million  dollars.  These  charges  are,  of  course,  denied  by  the 
officers  in  question,  and  the  decision  of  the  Court  is  awaited 
with  much  interest. 


Canadian  News.

The  New  Brunswick  Pharmaceutical  Society  is 
twenty-five  years  old  tins  year,  and  the  members  are 
making  preparations  to  celebrate  the  occasion  in  a  fitting 
manner. 

Sale  of  Poisons.— The  action  against  Mr.  W.  H. 
Chapman,  Montreal,  for  selling  calomel  illegally  has  been 
dismissed  by  Judge  Leet.  Mr.  Chapman  stated  that  this 
action  and  others  of  a  like  nature  had  been  taken  by 
Messrs.  Handfield  &  Handfield  against  members  of  the 
Executive  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation in  revenge  for  the  action  of  that  Association 
in  respect  to  the  illegal  sale  of  cocaine.  A  care  against 
Mr.  Scarff  for  the  sale  of  carbolic  acid  was  also  dis- 
missed. The  prosecutors  have  now  abandoned  the  rest 
of  the  charges  instituted  against  eleven  other  prominent 
druggists  for  similar  alleged  offences,  and  it  is  quite  prob- 
able that  no  more  will  be  heard  of  the  800  charges  which 
these  doctors  had  brought  against  other  druggists  of 
Montreal.

Cutting  Prices. — An  important  judgment  has  been- 
given  by  Mr.  Justice  Davidson  in  the  case  of  Silberstein. 
v.  the  National  Drug  Co.  The  plaintiff  is  the  manufac- 
turer in  U.S.A.,  of  a  patented  razor.  The  defendant 
company  bought  300  dozen  subject  to  agreement  not  to 
sell  at  less  than  a  certain  price.  The  plaintiff  secured, 
an  interim  injunction  restraining  the  National  Drug  Co. 
from  selling  at  less  than  contract  price.  The  defendant 
company  denied  the  charge,  and  opposed  the  application- 
to  make  the  injunction  permanent.  The  Judge  held  that 
the  contract  was  good  and  binding  on  the  defendants, 
but  there  was  no  evidence  to  support  the  injunction.  He- 
therefore  dismissed  the  application.  The  learned  Judge- 
took  occasion  to  compliment  the  good  faith  of  the  execu- 
tive officers  of  the  National  Drug  Co.,  but  said  in  effect 
that  while  the  plaintiff  bound  the  defendant  company  to 
a  certain  price  he  sold  to  the  retail  trade  at  a  less  price. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  contract,  said  the  Judge,  to  pre- 
vent the  plaintiff  doing  this,  but  such  conduct  creates 
a  painful  impression.

Cape  Colony. 

Medicine-stamp  Duties. — In  the  Cape  Legislative- 
Assembly  on  June  8  Mr.  Alexander  moved  for  a  return 
showing  the  amount  of  revenue  obtained  from  the  sale  of 
patent-medicine  stamps  for  each  month  for  the  period  com- 
mencing October  1.  1908,  and  ending  May  31.  1909.— Mr. 
Currey  said  the  return  would  be  prepared.  The  Govern- 
ment is  not  quite  satisfied  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  figures. 
it  had  received,  as  postage-stamps  were  very  often  used 
in  the  early  days  after  the  passing  of  the  Act. — At  the  same- 
sitting  the  Hon.  Mr.  Michau  asked  whether  the  Govern 
ment  intend  repealing  the  Patent-medicine  Stamp  Duty 
Act,  and,  if  not,  whether  immediate  steps  will  be  taken  to 
remove  the  anomaly  contained  in  the  Act  by  inserting  a 
penalty  clause. — The  Hon.  D.  P.  Graaff  replied  that  the- 
Government  had  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and 
is  aware  that  it  has  caused  a  great  deal  of  inconvenience. 
However,  the  Government  hoped  to  rectify  the  matter  when/ 
Parliament  re-assembles  next  September.  The  "  South 
African  Review,"  referring  to  this  reply,  curtly  asks  : 
"  Where  is  Mr.  Walsh?  "

In  reply  to  a  request 
from  the  Society,  the  Attorney-General  had  given  a  reply  that 
the  sale  of  rectified  spirits  by  chemists  is  not  in  conflict  with 
the  liquor  law,  providing  such  sales  were  to  doctors,  labora- 
tories, and  hospitals,  to  be  used  for  pathological  and  scientific 
purposes  and  for  the  manufacture  of  medicinal  tinctures,  etc. 
'Other  matters  referred  to  in  tho  report  were  the  efforts  that 
have  been  made  to  secure  greater  facilities  for  the  education 
and  training  of  apprentices  and  assistants  and  the  endeavours 
to  prevent  extreme  cutting  of  prices.  The  cash  statement 
shows  the  total  receipts  (including  a  cash  balance  brought 
forward  of  85.'.  8s.  IQd.)  to  be  200/.  lis.  4<Z.  Tho  ex- 
penditure was  76/.  6s..  leaving  the  sum  of  124/.  5s.  Ad.  to  the 
•credit  of  the  Society  in  tho  Bank  of  Africa.  The  sum  of  100/. 
as  also  on  deposit  with  the  bank.  The  report  and  balance- 
sheet  were  adopted.

Japanese  Jottings. 

Japanese  Toilet-soap. — The  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal " 
for  July  15  contains  a  report  by  Mr.  Vice-Consul  W.  B. 
Cunningham  in  reference  to  the  toilet-soap  industry  of 
Japan.  Osaka,  the  chief  centre,  possesses  as  many  factories 
as  Tokio,  Kioto,  and  Kobe  combined.  The  value  of  the 
toilet-soap  manufactured  in  1907  was  101.738/.,  compared 
with  121,000/.  in  1906,  and  63,200/.  in  1904.  The  increase 
after  1904  was  due  to  the  boom  in  business  following  upon 
the  war  in  the  East,  while  the  decrease  in  1907  is  attributed 
to  general  trade  depression.  Approximately  two-fifths  of 
the  total  production  (about  1.270,000  dozen  tablets)  were 
exported  in  1908,  chiefly  to  China,  Corea,  'Hong-Kong. 
British  India,  the  Straits  Settlements,  and  Asiatic  Russia. 
The  exports  from  Osaka  during  the  first  three  months  of 
1909  amounted  to  ^81.613  dozen  tablets  (19,788/.),  an  increase 
of  97,290  dozen  (3.997/.)  over  the  corresponding  period  of 
1908. 

Origin  of  Pp.oprietaries. — The  "  Keimin- Wazai- 
Kyokuho,"  or  "Charitable  Dispensing  Pharmacopoeia," 
r.  reproduction  of  the  original  Chinese  publication,  dating 
come  500  years  ago,  was  the  first  Pharmacopoeia  found  in 
this  country.  Only  one  copy  is  known  to  exist,  and  it  is 
kept  at  the  sacred  library  at  Nikko  Shrine.  Since  this 
book  was  issued,  a  Pharmacopoeia,  entitled  "  Haido 
Ruishuho,"  was  edited  by  the  imperial  order,  and  is  the 
first  Pharmacopoeia  edited  and  published  by  the  Japanese. 
There  are  some  very  strange  medicaments  in  these  books. 
For  instance,  gold  boiled  for  some  hours  is  stated  to  cure 
all  diseases.  The  Chinese  Government  not  only  published 
"  Keimin-Wnzai-Kyokuho,"  but  established  a  dispensary 
and  sold  medicinal  preparations  to  the  people  at  very  low 
prices  which  did  not  cover  tho  cost  of  the  materials. 
The  Japanese  Government  in  the  old  days  imitated  this 
method,  and  this  custom  is  the  origin  of  proprietary 
medicine.  At  first  the  Government  sold  the  medicines, 
and  then  granted  licences  to  prepare  and  sell  medicine  to 
medical  practitioners.  The  sons  of  medical  men  who 
were  not  physicians  then  prepared  the  medicines  as  their 
fathers  did,  and  became  medicine-sellers.  This  is  said 
to  be  the  origin  of  Japanese  patent  medicines.

Trade  Law. 

Railway-rates  for  Soap. -The  case  of  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd., 
fi.  the  Midland  Railway  Co.  came  before  the  Court  of  Appeal 
on  July  20,  on  appeal  by  Lever  Bros,  from  the  decision  of  the 
Railway  and  Canal  Commission,  as  reported  in  the  C.  <fe 
April  10,  p.  552.  The  applicants  said  they  were  not  so  well 
treated  in  the  carriage  of  sunlight  soap  as  Watson's  "  Match- 
less Cleanser  "  was.  This  Commission  held  that  the  evidence 
was  insufficient,  and  the  Court  of  Appeal  by  a  majority  upheld 
the  Commission's  decision.  Lords  Justices  Vaughan- 
Williams  and  Buckley  were  the  majority,  and  Lord  Justice 
Fletcher  Moulton  the  minority.  In  his  judgment  the  latter 
said  ho  thought  that  when  once  the  goods  of  one  trader  are 
carried  at  a  fictitious  weight,  which  is  less  than  the  actual 
weight,  and  the  goods  of  another  trader  at  the  actual  weight, 
a  primd-facie  case  of  preference  has  been  made  out,  which 
the  railway  company  are  called  upon  to  answer. 

A  Chemist's  Responsibility  tor  Vehicle  Hired  Out.— 
At  the  Burslem  County  Court  last  week,  W.  J.  Maohin,  insur- 
ance agent,  Burslem,  sued  Messrs.  F.  Tidswell  &  Co.,  dis- 
pensing chemists,  Kenton,  and  Mr.  O.  Manley,  Fenton,  to 
recover  16/.  12s.  bd.  for  damages  sustained  as  the  result  of  a 
collision  between  plaintiff's  vehicle,  belonging  to  Messrs. 
Tidswell.  Plaintiff  alleged  that  the  vehicle  was  being  driven 
furiously  down  a  dangerous  declivity.  The  defence,  so  far  as 
Messrs.  Tidswell  were  concerned,  was  that  on  this  particular 
day  they  had  hired  out  the  vehicle  to  Mr.  Manley.  The  young 
man  who  was  driving  the  horse  was  in  Messrs.  Tidswell's 
employ,  but,  he  was  learning  a  round  for  Mr.  Manley  in  order 
i  hat  he  might  take  it  in  Mr.  Man  ley's  absence.  Judge  Ruegg, 
K.C.,  said  he  was  satisfied  that  there  had  been  negligent  driv- 
ing on  the  part,  of  the  person  in  charge  of  the  vehicle,  but,  held 
that  Mr.  Manley  had  made  the  driver  his  servant  for  the  time 
being,  and  for  the  servant's  act  Mr.  Manley  was  responsible. 
He  gave  judgment  against,  Mr.  Manley  only,  for  15/.  and  costs. 

High  Court  Cases. 

Mr.  James  R.  Young's  Will. 
A  Decision  was  given  by  Lord  Skerrington  in  the  Court 
of  Session,  Edinburgh,  on  July  17,  in  a  question  raised  with 
reference  to  the  will  of  the  late  James  Robertson  Young, 
pharmaceutical  chemist.  Edinburgh.  Mr.  Young  died  in 
February,  leaving  a  trust  disposition  and  settlement,  with 
instructions  to  the  trustees  whom  he  appointed  regarding 
the  distribution  of  his  estate.  The  present  action  has  been 
brought  by  his  eldest  son,  Robert  Young,  107  Joppa  Road, 
Portobello,  and  Mrs.  Georgina  Orrock  Young,  or  Stoddart, 
widow,  3  Kilmaurs  Road.  Edinburgh,  the  second  daughter! 
Robert  Young  sought  to  have  it  declared  that  in  the  event 
of  his  electing  to  claim  legitim  from  his  father's  estate,  he 
was  not  bound  to  account  to  the  trustees  for  any  sums  which 
were  paid  to  him  by  his  father  in  ascertaining  the  amount 
of  legitim,  and  in  particular  a  sum  of  3,900/.  referred  to 
in  an  acknowledgment  which  he  granted  to  his  father  on 
December  20,  1897;  that  the  trustees  were  not  entitled 
to  set  off  these  sums  against  his  claim  for  legitim,  but  that 
the  sums  only  fell  to  be  collected  by  him  in  a  question 
with  his  sister,  Mrs.  Stoddart,  or  with  the  defenders,  the 
widow  and  daughter  of  the  testator's  second  son  (James 
Robertson  Young,  jun.).  in  the  event  of  their  electing  to 
claim  legitim,  and  on  condition  of  their  collating  the  sums 
which  they  or  their  authors  received  from  the  testator  to 
account  of  legitim.  The  pursuers,  Robert  Young  and  Mrs. 
Stoddart,  also  asked  for  an  accounting  and  pnvment,  the 
former  of  2,000/.  and  the  latter  of  6,000/.  Mr.  Young  left 
ostato  amounting  to  32.461/.,  and  the  Icr/itim  fund  amounted 
to  16,230/.,  which,  if  equally  divided  among  the  testator's 
five  children,  would  yield  3.246/.  to  each  child.  The  trustees 
contended  that  Robert  Young  was  barred  from  suing  this 
action  on  the  ground  that  he  had  homologated  his  father's 
trust  disposition  and  settlement.  They  also  asked  the  Court 
to  dismiss  the  conclusions  for  accounting  and  payment,  they 
having  always  been  willing  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions 
of  the  trust  disposition  and  settlement,  and  to  pay  legitim 
to  any  child  who  repudiated  the  provisions  made  for  him  or 
her,  and  no  claim  for  legitim  had  been  made.  The  pursuers, 
on  the  other  hand,  made  reply  that  they  were  not  bound  to 
elect  until  they  were  in  a  position  to  do  so  between  a  known 
testamentary  provision  and  a  known  amount  of  legitim, 
and  that  could  not  be  done  until  the  present  action  was 
decided.     Lord  Skerrington  granted  decree  in  terms  of 


the  declaratory  conclusions  of  the  summons,  continued  tho 
case,  and  reserved  all  questions  of  expenses.  His  Lordship 
also  granted  the  defenders  leave  to  reclaim. 

Alleged  Saccharin  Smuggling. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  July  20,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Phillimore,  the  Attorney-General,  on  behalf  of  the  Crown, 
moved  to  recover  from  Alfred  Moser,  Oscar  Schmidt,  and 
Albert  Hausmann,  the  sum  of  694/.,  being  treble  the  duty 
and  value  of  385  lb.  of  saccharin,  which  it  was  alleged  the 
defendants  had  smuggled  into  this  country  from  Rotterdam 
in  March  last.  The  defendants  pleaded  not  guilty.  The 
charge  had  been  heard  previously  in  the  Marlborough  Street 
Police  Court  (C.  .£•  D.,  April' 17.  p.  584).  Moser  and 
Schmidt  had  not  been  admitted  to  bail. 

The  Solicitor-General  said  that  on  March  20  last  a  con- 
signment of  twenty  casks,  described  as  containing  pickles, 
arrived  at  Scott's  Wharf  from  Rotterdam.  Three  specimen 
casks  were  examined  and  not  found  to  contain  products 
subject  to  Customs  duty.  Seventeen  of  the  twenty  casks 
contained  cauliflower  mixed  with  brine  in  a  successful 
attempt  to  elude  the  Customs  officials. 

The  rest  of  the  day  and  the  whole  of  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  were  occupied  by  the  examination  of  witnesses. 
On  Thursday  afternoon  the  jury  found  the  prisoners  guilty, 
and  condemned  them  in  the  amount  claimed.  When  the 
verdict  was  announced  the  defendant  Hausmann  jumped 
from  his  seat  and  drank  something  from  a  bottle — supposed 
to  be  poison.  All  the  defendants  are  to  remain  in  custody 
until  the  money  is  paid. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 
Cream  of  Tartar. 
At  Halifax  on  July  16  a  summons  against  Chas.  Wade, 
1  Shroges  Read,  Halifax,  for  telling  impure  cream  of  tartar 
was  withdrawn,  as  he  produced  a  warranty.  As  this  was 
given  more  than  six  months  ago  proceedings  cannot  be  taken 
against  the  wholesalers. 

What  is  Mace  ? 
At  the  West  London  Police  Court  on  July  16,  Wills  & 
Sons,  grocers,  New  King's  Road,  Fulham,  were  summoned 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  by  Mr.  Bristowe  for  selling 
Bombay  mace  as  mace.  Mr.  C.  H.  Cribb,  F.I.C.,  the  public 
analyst,  was  the  principal  witness  for  the  prosecution,  and 
in  the  course  of  his  evidence  he  was  cross-examined  as  to 
the  identity  or  otherwise  of  the  two  articles.  He  confessed 
that  he  had  never  seen  the  plant  grow.  Mr.  Hanson,  who 
appeared  for  the  defence,  suggested  that  two  or  three  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  cinnamon  are  sold  as  cinnamon,  whereupon 
Mr.  Cribb  said,  "  Oh,  no.  There  are  plenty  of  cases  where 
there  is  more  than  one  species  of  one  genus  plant,  but  only 
one  is  recognised  as  the  real  article."  The  Magistrate,  after 
hearing  further  evidence,  suggested  that  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  call  expert  witnesses  to  prove  the  custom  in  the 
trade.  A  consultation  thereupon  took  place  between  Mr. 
Humphrey  (for  the  prosecution)  and  Mr.  Hanson,  and 
afterwards  Mr.  Humphrey  intimated  that  they  had  arranged 
terms,  and  he  asked  leave  to  withdraw  the  summons. 

Spirit  of  Sal  Volatile. 
At  the  Bradford  City  Police  Court  on  July  20,  Jacob  H. 
Mitchell,  chemist  and  druggist,  Manchester  Road,  Brad- 
ford, was  summoned  for  selling  spirit  of  sal  volatile  which 
the  public  analyst  had  certified  to  be  deficient  to  the  extent 
of  11  per  cent,  in  ammonium  carbonate  and  64  per  cent, 
in  strong  solution  of  ammonia.  The  defendant  explained 
that  this  was  the  first  charge  against  him  since  he  com- 
menced businees  in  1868,  and  that  he  sold  the  preparation 
just  as  he  had  had  it  from  a  well-known  wholesale  house 
in  the  city.    He  was  fined  20.?.  and  7s.  costs. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 
A  Company  Sued  under  Section  15. 
At  the  Bradford  County  Court  on  July  15,  T.  H.  Walton  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  103  Westga'te,  Cleckheaton,  were  sued,  at  the 
instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  5/.,  being 
a  penalty  alleged  to  have  been  incurred  by  the  defendants 
for  keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  and 
compounding  of  poisons — namely,  morphine  contained  in 
a  cough-mixture.  Mr.  Beldon  appeared  for  the  Society, 
and  Mr.  Clifford  Dunn  for  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Beldon.  in  opening  the  case,  quoted  Section  15  of  the 
1868  Act  and  Section  3,  Sub-section  4.  of  the  Poisons  and 
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Pha.rir.acy  Act,  1908,  and  said  that  the  defendant  company 
had  neither  a  registered  principal  nor  a  registered  assistant: 
Further,  that  they  carried  on  business  in  such  a  way  as  to 
evade  the  effect  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  They  called  them- 
selves wholesale  druggists,  druggists'  sundrymen,  and 
chemists'  packers — anything  and  everything  but  "  chemists 
and  druggists,"  the  use  of  which  title  would  have  consti- 
tuted an  offence.  He  proceeded  to  state  that  on  April  10 
an  inspector  of  the  Society  called  and  purchased  at  defen- 
dants' premises  a  mixture  which  contained  one-eighteenth 
of  a  grain  of  morphine  in  about  three-fifths  of  an  ounce, 
the  dose  contained  being  sufficient  to  be  fatal  to  a  child. 
The  complainants  had  examined  the  register  of  share- 
holders of  the  company,  and  found  that  they  consisted  of 
one  person  who  had  500  shares  (being  Mr.  Walton)  and  a 
solicitor  who  had  one  share.  The  actual  position,  there- 
fore, was  that  one  person,  not  being  a  registered  person, 
and  not  having  the  qualifications,  was,  in  effect,  acting  as 
■chemist  and  druggist. 
Evidence  was  then  called. 

Mr.  Harry  Moon,  clerk  to  the  Society,  proved  the 
authority  for  the  prosecution. 

Mr.  Arthur  Foulds,  Manchester,  deposed  that  on 
April  10  last  he  went  to  defendants'  shop,  saw  Mr. 
T.  H.  Walton,  and  purchased  from  him  personally  an  ounce 
of  sweet  nitre  in  one  bottle,  and  in  another  bottle  a  mix- 
ture consisting  of  a  pennyworth  each  of  aniseed,  paregoric, 
peppermint,  and  laudanum.  He  sent  the  bottle  containing 
the  mixture  to  the  Society's  analyst  by  registered  post. 
Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Dunn,  witness  admitted  that  he 
kept  the  bottle  in  his  possession  for  fourteen  days  before 
he  posted  it  to  Mr.  Tickle.  In  so  doing  he  acted  on  the 
Society's  instructions.  He  bad  beard  the  criticism  by 
Judge  Moss,  of  Grimsby,  of  the  method  of  the  Society  in 
not  handing  anv  portion  of  the  purchased  article  to  the 
accused  person  '(C.  <£•  D.,  June  12,  1909,  p.  903),  but  he 
•did  not  report  these  observations  to  his  superiors  because 
it  was  not  part  of  his  dutv  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Thomas  Tickle,  F.I.C.,  Exeter,  proved  that  the 
bottle  received  from  Mr.  Foulds  contained  0.55  grain  of 
morphine. 

Mr.  T.  H.  Walton  was  then  called.  He  said  T.  H. 
Walton  &  Co..  Ltd.,  were  drug-store  proprietors,  and  not 
chemists  and  druggists  in  any  sense  of  the  word,  and  did 
not  practise  as  such.  They  had  a  wholesale  place  in  Cleck- 
heaton  and  a  retail  shop.  He  had  no  recollection  of  seeing 
Mr.  Foulds  in  his  shop,  and  .knew  nothing  of  the  matter 
until  he  received  a  printed  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  Then  he  wrote  at  once  denying  the  offence  and 
asked  for  further  information,  and  there  had  been  no  reply 
until  he  received  intimation  in  June  of  these  proceedings. 
There  was  no  registered  chemist  in  the  shop,  and  never  had 
been.  He  sold  proprietary  medicines  which  did  not  con- 
tain poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  he  did  not 
keep  in  the  shop  any  scheduled  poisons.  His  paregoric  was 
a  paregoric  substitute,  not  containing  any  morphine.  He 
manufactured  it  himself  personally.  He  could  not  account 
at  all  for  there  being  laudanum  in  the  sample  analysed  by 
Mr.  Tickle,  but  he  would  take  his  solemn  oath  that  it  was 
impossible  for  the  laudanum  to  have  got  into  the  mixture 
sold  in  his  shop.  If  Mr.  Foulds  had  been  in  the  shop  and 
asked  for  laudanum  he  would  have  sent  him  to  some 
chemist  in  the  town,  as  he  had  done  in  other  cases.  In 
cross-examination  by  Mr.  Belton  witness  said  he  had  had 
proceedings  against  him  previously,  and  he  paid  the 
penalty  because  he  had  scheduled  poisons  in  his  place  at 
the  time,  when  he  traded  as  "  Walton's  Drug-stores."  Last 
November  the  company  was  registered,  and  in  the  return 
which  he  sent  he  stated  that  the  only  shareholders  were 
T.  H.  Walton,  500  shares,  and  R.  H.' Foster,  solicitor,  of 
Bradford,  one  share,  the  only  debenture-holder  being 
Joseph  Stringer.  He  admitted  that  it  was  practically  a 
one-man  company  who  carried  on  business  under  the  name 
of  a  limited  company.  The  other  proceedings  to  which  he 
had  referred  were  taken  in  1903.  and  the  penalty  was  10/. 
Since  then  he  had  been  especially  careful  not  to  give  any 
reason  for  proceedings  again. 

Mr.  Dunn  then  addressed  the  Court  on  behalf  of  defen- 
dants. He  said  it  was  for  the  plaintiffs  to  prove  their  case 
fully.  The  question  was  whether  the  evidence  was  suffi- 
cient to  justify  his  Honour  in  finding  that  the  defendants 


did  sell  laudanum,  and,  although  he  did  not  wish  to  cast 
any  reflection  upon  Mr.  Foulds,  lie  felt  that  he  was  justified 
in  commenting  that  during  the  fourteen  days  that  the 
bottle  remained  in  his  possession  he  would  be  away  on  his 
excursions,  and  other  members  of  his  family  would  have 
access  to  the  bottle.  He  contended  that  his  Honour  ought 
to  take  into  account  the  possibility  of  some  mischievous 
person  putting  laudanum  into  that  bottle  after  it  left  the 
defendants'  shop.  But  it  was  not  for  him  to  prove  that, 
but  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  He  argued  that  they 
had  not  done  so.  In  respect  to  the  methods  of  the  Society, 
he  quoted  Judge  Moss's  criticisms  and  his  strongly  ex- 
pressed opinion  that  the  sample  purchased  should  be 
divided  in  the  manner  adopted  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts- 
Mr.  Beldon  said  whatever  force  there  might  be  in  the 
remarks  of  the  Judge  at  Grimsby,  it  did  not  appear  to  be 
material  in  this  case. 

Mr.  Dunn  said  it  was  material  in  this  sense — that  it  might 
be  urged  in  favour  of  reduction  of  penalty — though  he  did 
not  want  to  make  a  point  of  that. 

Mr.  Beldon  replied  that  there  was  no  question  of  the 
amount  of  the  penalty.  If  the  offence  was  found  to  have 
been  committed  the  penalty  was  5/. 

Mr.  Dunn  said  the  words  of  the  Act  were  that  the  defen- 
dants should  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  5/.,  not  that  the 
penalty  should  necessarily  be  5/.  He  suggested  that  on  all 
reasonable  grounds  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  ought  to 
adopt  the  procedure  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Mr.  Beldon  said  there  was  a  very  considerable  distinc- 
tion between  these  Pharmacy  Act  cases  and  cases  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Mr.  Dunn,  continuing,  urged  that  the  fact  that  the  de- 
fendant was  fined  six  years  ago  was  rather  in  his  favour 
in  reference  to  the  present  occasion,  because  it  would  sug- 
gest that  he  knew  enough  now  to  induce  him  to  be  more 
careful. 

His  Honour  said  it  did  seem  to  be  a  little  strange  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  did  not  follow  the  practice  of 
the  food  and  drug  cases. 

Mr.  Beldon  said  that  there  was  an  essential  difference  in 
the  two  classes  of  cases.  In  the  first  place,  he  would  point 
out  that  the  defendants'  solicitor  asked  him  to  accept  the 
unsupported  statement  of  Mr.  Walton  as  against  the  state- 
ments of  the  officers  of  the  Society.  He  practically  asked 
them  to  accept  the  evidence  of  a  man  who  admitted  that 
difficulties  were  imposed  upon  him  in  carrying  on  his  busi- 
ness by  reason  of  these  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  who  had  also 
previously  committed  offences  against  the  Acts,  and  to 
accept  his  evidence  against  that  of  the  officers  appointed 
by  a  Society  which  enjoys  a  Royal  Charter  and  which  is 
specially  commissioned  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  these 
particular  Acts.  Mr.  Foulds  had  been  in  the  employ  of 
the  Society  for  nineteen  years,  and  was  a  trustworthy 
witness.  In  regard  to  the  suggestion  that  laudanum  might 
have  been  introduced  into  the  bottle  while  it  was  at  the 
house  of  the  witness  Foulds,  he  would  suggest  that 
laudanum  was  not  a  thing  which  was  accidentally  thrown 
about,  and  it  was  most  difficult  to  see  how  any  member  of 
Mr.  Foulds's  family  could  be  supposed  to  have  any  interest 
in  putting  in  the  laudanum.  As  to  the  procedure  when 
the  sample  was  taken,  there  was  a  great  difference  between 
the  cases  of  milk  and  poisons.  Milk  was  sold  in  the  open, 
and  water  might  get  into  it  by  reason  of  rain  or  in  other 
ways,  and  it  was  material,  therefore,  that  the  sample  should 
be  divided  on  the  spot  and  retained  so  that  the  circum- 
stances at  the  time  of  taking  the  sample  could  be  known  : 
but  in  a  case  like  the  present  one,  unless  it  was  to  be 
supposed  that  thev  should  suspect  the  credibility  of  a  mnn 
like  Mr.  Foulds,  there  was  no  possible  reason  for  taking  the 
course  adopted  in  the  case  of  a  food  and  drugs  prosecution. 

His  Honour  :  The  procedure  under  the  Margarine  Acts 
is  the  same.  Of  course,  what  we  are  talking  about  now 
has  verv  little  to  do  with  the  case. 

Mr.  Beldon  :  No,  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  case. 

His  Honour  :  I  did  not  ask  the  question  because  I  sup- 
posed it  had,  but  simply  as  a  matter  of  curiosity  to  see  why 
your  people  do  not  adopt  the  same  sort  of  system  as  the 
food  and  drugs  people. 

Mr.  Beldon  :  There  is  this  to  be  taken  into  account  also — 
that  in  the  case  of  prosecutions  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
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Drugs  Acts  inspectors  have  power  to  go  and  demand  a  sample. 
We  cannot  go  and  demand  a  sample.  He  can,  if  he  likes, 
say  that  he  has  not  got  any.  Mr.  Beldon  again  referred 
to  the  provisions  of  the  1908  Act  for  the  purpose  of  saying 
that  if  it  had  been  thought  fair  and  necessary  that  a 
portion  of  the  sample  should  be  given  to  the  seller,  why 
did  not  people  interested  have  that  provision  inserted  in 
the  Act?  It  was  perhaps  a  matter  of  comment,  but  it 
could  not  be  anything  more. 

Mr.  Dunn  :  I  have  never  put  it  higher  than  a  matter  of 
comment,  though  it  is  a  pity  that  a  body  like  your  Society 
should  not  act  with  the  utmost  fairness.  Cajsar's  wife 
should  be  above  suspicion. 

Mr.  Beldon  :  That  is  so,  and  in  our  case  Cassar's  wife  is 
abov^  suspicion. 

His  Honour  :  I  will  reserve  judgment. 

Sale  of  a  Nicotine  Insecticide. 
At  Brentford  Police  Court,  on  July  20,  Ernest  Poupart, 
florist  and  seedsman,  26  London  Road,  Twickenham,  was 
summoned  at  the  instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  for  "unlawfully  selling  to  one  Geo.  Wald'ock, 
at  26  London  Road,  Twickenham,  a  certain  poison — to  wit, 
a  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid  called  nicotine  contained  in  a 
bottle  of  "  XL  all  liquid  insecticide,"  which  poison  so  sold 
contained  no  distinctive  label  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  seller,  contrary  to  Section  17  of  the  Act.  Mr. 
Quarrel  (Fluxman,  Thompson  &  Quarrel)  prosecuted,  and 
Mr.  Wilford  Firth  defended. 

Mr.  Quarrel,  in  opening,  epitomised  the  provisions  of 
Section  17.  An  officer  of  the  Society  bought  at  defend- 
ant's shop  a  bottle  of  insecticide.  It  was  labelled 
"Poison,"  and  bore  the  name  of  "  G.  H.  Richards"  as  the 
manufacturer.  It  was  a  preparation  containing  150  gr.  of 
nicotine  to  the  half-pint.  One  drop  would  kill  an  animal, 
and  m  the  interests  of  the  public  it  was  necessary  that  its 
sale  should  be  very  carefully  regulated. 

Geo.  Waldock  gave  evidence  of  purchasing  on  May  25, 
at  the  defendant's  shop,  a  bottle  of  "  XL  all "  insecticide! 
He  was  served  by  a  young  man  in  the  shop,  and  he  paid 
Is.  2d.  He  made  a  note  of  the  purchase  in  his  book,  and 
made  out  a  report  the  same  day  to  the  Society.  He  would 
swear  it  was  the  defendant  who  served  him.  He  saw  other 
bottles  in  the  window.  He  initialed  the  one  he  bought, 
and  handed  it  to  Mr.  Moon.  Cross-examined  by  Mr. 
Firth,  witness  stated  that  he  is  a  retired  detective  inspec- 
tor of  the  Metropolitan  Police,  and  he  was  employed  by  the 
Society.  His  payment  depended  on  the  distance  he  has  to 
go.  Proceeding,  he  said  that  he  did  not  know  the  reason 
for  the  purchase.  All  he  knew  was  that  he  was  directed 
to  uuy  the  bottle.  He  had  no  one  with  him,  and  there 
was  no  one  to  corroborate  his  statements.  He  made  no 
disclosure  to  the  defendant  who  he  was,  or  what  he 
wanted,  or  what  the  purchase  was  for.  He  gave  no 
warning  to  the  defendant  that  he  might  get  into  trouble. 

Mr.  Harry  Moon  testified  to  receiving  the  bottle  from  the 
last  witness  and  keeping  it  securely  until  he  handed  it  to 
the  Society's  analyst.  Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Firth, 
witness  stated  that  he  did  not  know  of  his  o'wn  knowledge 
where  the  bottle  came  from.  The  cross-examination  was 
continued  as  follows  : 

Are  you  the  gentleman  responsible  for  this  prosecution? 
Have  you  a  special  department  for  prosecuting  people  for 
6elling  poisons  ?— Yes. 

Other  than  chemists  ?— No. 

Your  Society  does  not  like  people  like  my  client  selling 
these  goods?— I  cannot  answer  that  question. 

They  like  prosecuting  ?— No ;  they  do  noi  like  prosecuting, 
but  they  consider  it  their  duty  in  such  cases  as  this  to  do  so. 

You  never  give  any  warning?— No,  it  is  not  usual. 
^You  do  not  give  notice  that  the  Act  has  been  infringed  ?— 

Don't  you  think  it  would  have  been  more  equitable  and 
fair  to  the  person  who  has  to  answer  a  charge  of  this  descrip- 
tion to  have  given  him  some  notification  ?— That  is  a  matter 
of  opinion. 

Your  opinion?— In  this  case  there  were  many  bottles 
standing  there. 

Would  it  not  be  fairer  in  every  instance  to  let  a  man 
know  why  the  bottle  had  been  purchased,  and  the  proceed- 
ings would  be  taken  so  that  he  could  make  his  own  notes 
of  the  facts  '  -1  am  not  prepared  to  answer  that. 

What  is  the  object  of  your  Society  in  this  particular  case? 
— The  protection  of  the  public. 


Is  it  not  for  the  particular  protection  of  chemists  ? — No. 

This  Society  is  composed  of  chemists  ? — Yes. 

The  Chairman  :  We  think  that  the  Society  should  give- 
some  early  notification  of  the  possibility  of  proceedings  so- 
that  the  defendant  may  be  taken  unawares. 

Re-examined  :  The  reports  and  investigations  have  to  go' 
before  the  Council  of  the  Society  before  proceedings  are- 
taken. 

Mr.  Thos.  Tickle,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  Exeter,  proved  his- 
analysis,  which  showed  the  presence  of  150  gr.  of  nicotine- 
in  the  half -pint. 

Mr.  Firth  admitted  that  the  bottle  contained  poison,  but 
he  denied  that  his  client  sold  it.  The  sale  of  that  bottle- 
could  not  be  traced  at  all.  He  (the  speaker)  contended 
that  it  was  very  dangerous  for  the  Court  to  convict  on  the- 
uncorroborated  statement  of  one  man  alone,  who  was  a 
servant  of  the  Society  and  interested  in  the  result.  The- 
Society  was  composed  of  chemists,  who  regarded  them-, 
selves  as  the  only  persons  who  should  sell  poisons. 
Recently  he  took  this  point  before  Mr.  Baggallay,  one  of  the- 
London  magistrates,  and  he  held  that  it  was  very  dangerous 
to  convict  on  the  testimony  of  one  paid  agent  alone. 
Moreover,  the  defendant  was  very  prejudiced  by  the  lapse 
of  time.  The  bottle  was  taken  in  May,  yet  it  was  not  until 
June  25  that  the  summons  was  served,  and  that  was  the- 
first  intimation  he  had  that  there  was  any  trouble  coming. 
There  should  be  notice  given  a  man  under  such  circum- 
stances. The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  required  it,, 
and  even  under  the  new  Motor-car  Act  it  had  to  be  done, 
and  the  reason  was  that  a  defendant  should  not  be  caught 
unawares  and  unprepared  with  opportunities  to  recollect 
all  the  circumstances. 

The  defendant  stated  that  he  did  not  sell  this  article. 
He  kept  it  in  the  shop  because  he  kept  a  number  of  jobbing- 
gardeners  to  send  out,  and  it  was  necessary  for  them  to 
use  it.  He  put  the  bottles  in  the  window  because  he 
thought  that  was  the  safest  place.  He  had  examined  his- 
stock,  and  could  not  trace  the  sale  of  this  bottle.  Cross- 
examined  :  He  had  applied  for  a  licence  to  sell  poisons- 
after  May  25.  He  exposed  the  bottle  in  his  window  before- 
he  was  licensed,  and  after  May  25  he  put  his  name  and. 
address  on  them. 

By  the  Bench  :  He  kept  a  record  of  every  bottle  used. 

Henry  Edward  Robbins,  assistant  to  the  defendant, 
stated  that  he  never  sold  any  insecticide.  His  instructions 
were  to  tell  people  that  it  was  not  for  sale,  but  they  could 
have  gardeners  sent  to  their  homes  to  use  it. 

Mr.  Quarrel,  upon  a  point  of  law,  stated  that  it  had  been 
held  that  if  the  article  complained  of  was  purchased  on 
the  premises,  no  matter  who  sold  it,  an  offence  was  consti- 
tuted. 

The  Chairman,  in  giving  judgment,  said  the  Court  was 
of  opinion  a  sale  had  taken  place,  and  therefore  there  must 
be  a  penalty  imposed  on  the  defendant.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Bench  had  asked  him  to  point  out  that  they  con- 
sidered an  undue  amount  of  time  had  elapsed  between  the 
purchase  and  the  proceedings,  and  they  had  asked  him  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  the  fact 
that  in  other  cases  a  certain  amount  of  intimation  was 
given  to  a  defendant  if  proceedings  were  likely  to  be  taken. 
The  Court  was  of  opinion  that  in  a  case  like  that  it  was 
extremely  difficult  for  a  man  in  business  to  keep  his 
memory  up  to  the  scratch,  if  he  had  no  idea  he  would  be 
required  to  do  so.  In  this  case  it  was  probable  that  the 
defendant  suffered  by  the  delay,  and  had  he  received  an 
earlier  intimation  he  might  have  been  able  to  make  further 
investigation  and  put  the  matter  upon  a  different  footing. 
They  found  that  he  did  not  have  his  name  and  address  on 
the  bottle,  and  they  imposed  a  fine  of  40s.  and  costs. 

The  exports  of  chemicals,  drugs,  etc.,  from  Baltimore 
during  1908  amounted  in  value  to  24,864i?.,  against  20,238Z.  in 
1907,  and  34,4332.  in  1906. 

Dry  Bible  is  a  cattle  disease  which  occurs  in  various  dis- 
tricts, among  others,  on  the  east  coast  of  Tasmania.  The  sug- 
gestion comes  from  America  that  barium  poisoning  may  be  the 
cause.  Certain  weeds  or  plants  which  absorb  barium  from  the 
soil  are  eaten  by  the  cattle,  and,  barium  being  a  cumulative 
poison,  gradually  brings  on  this  troublesome  disease.  Sul- 
phate of  magnesia  is  the  antidote  for  barium  poisoning,  and 
is  also  the  most  beneficial  treatment  for  Dry  Bible.  The 
connection  between  barium  and  the  disease  has  not  yet  been 
definitely  proved.

seventy-two.    Mr.  Currie  was  a  native  of  Rothesay,  and! 

served  his  apprenticeship  there  with  Messrs.    Hicks  & 

Co.,   and   upon  removing  to 

Glasgow  in  the  early  'fifties  he 

acted  for  some  time  as  dis- 
penser to  the  late  Dr.  Stewart, 

of    Maryhill.     At  that  date 

Maryhill,  which  has  long  since 

been       incorporated  with 

Glasgow,  was  a  quaint  old- 
world  village  about  three  miles 

from    the    city,    and  young 

Currie  rode  in  on  horseback  for 

supplies  from  the  drug-ware- 
houses, and  in  the  same  manner 

he  delivered  medicines  to  the 

doctor's     patients     in  the 

country.     His  next  situation 

was  with  a  shipping  druggist 

in  a  street  off  the  Broomielaw. 

Then  he  went  to  the  Glasgow 
Apothecaries'  Co.,  Virginia  Street,  where  he  remained 
until  he  commenced  business  on  his  own  account  in 
Crown  Street.  This  was  in  1857.  He  subsequently 
opened  a  branch  in  Eglinton  Street,  which  eventually 
became  his  principal  shop,  and  established  a  highly 
successful  trade  in  supplying  ships'  medicine-chests. 
Mr.  Currie  passed  the  Major  examination  in  1865. 
There  remain  in  Scotland  only  ten  pharmaceutical  chemists- 
older  than  Mr.  Currie— viz.,  Bruce  Allan,  Edinburgh  (1862)  ; 
W.  Allan,  Dumfries  (1861)  ;  John  Babtie,  Dumbarton 
(1853)  ;  T.  Cochrane,  Falkirk  (1852)  ;  A.  Govan,  Newport- 
on-Tay  (1852)  ;  D.  Hodgeton,  Brechin  (1852)  ;  D.  Murdoch. 
Edinburgh  (1853)  ;  John  Nesbit,  Portobello  (1862)  ; 
A.  Noble,  Edinburgh  (1858)  ;  and  W.  Smith,  Elgin  (1857). 
Mr.  Currie  took  no  part  in  public  life,  but  was  a  director 
of  the  Bute  Benevolent  Society.  In  pharmaceutical 
matters  he  showed  an  interest  as  a  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  of  the  local  Chemists'  Association.  He 
was  endowed  with  a  keen  and  discriminating  sense  of 
humour,  an  uncommon  power  of  observation,  and  a  rare 
memory.  His  mind  was  brimful  of  reminiscences  of  all 
phases  of  the  Glasgow  drug-trade  during  the  past  fifty 
years.  He  was  also  a  masterly  raconteur  of  a  fast  dis- 
appearing type,  and  many  have  been  entertained  and 
instructed  by  his  vivid  word-pictures  of  old  times  and 
traits  of  local  pharmacy.  At  the  funeral,  which  took  place 
in  Rothesay  on  July  19,  pharmacy  was  represented  by 
Messrs.  J.  P.  Gilmour  (Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 
Chemists'  Association)  ;  R.  Brodie ;  R.  McAdam,  and 
J.  Walker  (Glasgow  Apothecaries'  Co.)  ;  J.  Bruce  and 
A.  N.  White  (Harkness,  Beaumont  &  Co.). 

Harwood. — On  July  12,  Mr.  W.  J.  Harwood,  for  many 
year6  a  representative  of  Messrs.  Wilkinson  &  Simpson, 
manufacturing  chemists.  Newgate  Street,  Newcastle-ort-

A  Record  of  Parliamentary  Progress. 


The  Anaesthetics  Bill. 
The  second  reading  of  the  recently  introduced  Anaes- 
thetics Bill,  the  author  of  which  is  Dr.  G.  J.  Cooper, 
was  fixed  provisionally  for  Monday  last,  but  was  not 
reached.  Up  to  the  present  time  four  members  have  given 
notice  of  their  intention  to  move  the  rejection  of  the  Bill 
sin  the  event  of  it  ever  engaging  the  attention  of  the  present 
-Session  of  Parliament.  These  are  Mr.  P.  Snowden,  Mr.  T. 
Wiles,  Mr.  G.  Harwood,  and  Mr.  Joynson-Hicks.  Mr. 
iSnowden  informed  our  Parliamentary  representative  that 
he  is  moving  on  behalf  of  the  body  representing  adaptors 
and  extractors  of  teeth.  He  regarded  it  as  an  attempt  on 
the  part  of  the  medical  profession  to  make  the  administra- 
tion of  anaesthetics  a  close  monopoly.  Another  reason  for 
his  opposition  is  that  the  whole  question  is  at  the  present 
moment  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee on  Coroners'  Law. 

Mr.  T.  Wiles,  M.P.,  who  was  also  seen  by  our  representa- 
tive, said  he  is  opposing  the  Bill,  as  he  regards  the  present 
not  to  be  the  time  to  do  anything  so  drastic.  He  under- 
stood that  under  the  Bill  about  half  the  present  dentists 
would  be  knocked  out,  and  this  would  be  especially  hard 
on  the  poorer  classes  of  the  community.  Opposition  to  the 
Bill  is  not  confined  to  one  quarter  of  the  House.  During 
the  week  the  representatives  of  two  Irish  constituencies — 
Mr.  Hogan  and  Mr.  Kendal  O'Brien — have  given  notice  of 
their  intention  to  move  its  rejection. 

Finance  Bill. 
The  following  are  among  the  subjects  interesting  to 
'  hemists  which  have  come  before  the  House  of  Commons 
in  the  form  of  questions  this  week  : 

Geocehs'  Licences. — Mr.  Hobhouse,  on  behalf  of  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  stated  on  Monday  that  the  Chancellor 
iias  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  desirable  to 
modify  his  proposal  as  embodied  in  the  Finance  Bill  with 
regard  to  the  assessment  of  the  licence-duty  on  what  are 
commonly  known  as  grocers'  licences.  He  is  in  communica- 
tion with  tha  representatives  of  the  holders  of  those  licences, 
in  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and  he  hoped  to  be  able  to 
prepare  a  scheme  which  would  be  acceptable  to  the  general 
body  of  traders.  In  reply  to  a  further  question,  Mr.  Hobhouse 
:>aid  that  the  Chancellor  hopes  to  be  in  a  position  to  put  for- 
ward a  definite  scheme  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

The  Vet.'s  Motor. — The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in- 
timated on  Monday  that  he  is  unable  to  see  his  way  to  give  to 
veterinary  surgeons  the  same  concessions  that  he  had  promised 
to  make  to  medical  practitioners  in  respect  to  the  duty  on 
petrol. 

The  Petrol-tax. — The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has 
intimated  that  the  existing  departmental  records  of  the  duties 
■paid  on  petrol  contain  all  the  necessary  information  upon 
which  to  base  repayments  of  duty. 

Exported  British  Compounds. — In  the  House  of  Commons 
on  July  21,  Sir  F.  Banbury  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  whether  ho  would  state  when  he  proposed  to 
pay  drawback  on  exported  British  compounds  at  the  new 
rate  of  duty.  Mr.  Hobhouse,  who  replied  for  the  Chan- 
•  eellor,  said  that  the  drawback  on  spirits  exported  applies 
only  to  spirits  warehoused  by  a  rectifier,  and  the  rectifier 
was  entitled  under  Sub-section  (11)  of  Section  95  of  the 
Spirits  Act,  1880,  on  giving  three  day's  notice,  to  receive  a 
drawback  on  the  duties  paid  by  him  on  such  spirits. 

Hop-substitutes. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday,  Sir  Edward 
Strachey,  in  reply  to  Sir  W.  J.  Collins,  stated  that  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  had  asked  both  the  Foreign  Office  and  the 
Colonial  Office  to  supply  certain  information  on  this  sub- 
ject, and  arrangements  had  been  made  to  publish  articles 
in  the  Department's  "Journal"  dealing  with  the  cultiva- 
tion and  diseases  of  hops. 

The  Government's  Hops  Bill  passed  through  Committee 
in  the  House  of  Lords  on  Tuesday,  Lord  Carrington  moving 
an  amendment  to  extend  the  prohibition  of  hop-substitutes 
to  the  preservation  as  well  as  the  manufacture  of  beer.  It 
is  understood  that  at  a  later  stage  the  Government  will 
furnish  a  definite  list  of  prohibited  preservatives. 
The  Coroners  Committee. 

Sir  Victor  Horsley  and  Mr.  John  Troutbeck,  the  well- 
known  coroner,   gave  evidence  on  Tuesday  before  the 


Departmental  Committee  on  Coroners'  Law.  The  par- 
ticular point  upon  which  they  were  examined  was  the  hold- 
ing of  inquests  in  cases  where  deaths  had  taken  place  under 
the  influence  of  an  anaesthetic. 

War  Office  Chemists. 
Replying  to  Sir  William  Collins  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Tuesday,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War 
stated  that  no  establishment  has  been  fixed  for  the 
Research  Department  chemists  at  the  Royal  Arsenal 
and  Royal  Gunpowder  Factory,  and  none  are  en- 
titled to  pensions  except  the  superintending  chemist,  to 
whom  his  pension  is  personal  only.  They  are  paid  accord- 
ing to  qualifications  and  the  duties  performed  by  them. 
The  minimum  rate  at  present  paid  is  93/.  per  annum,  and 
the  maximum  5251.  Increments  are  given  according  to 
merit,  and  had  varied  between  51.  and  251.  The  Ordnance 
Factories  chemists  are  paid  on  the  following  scales  : 
Class  2,  260Z.  annually,  with  an  annual  increment  of  101.  to 
350/.  ;  Class  3,  110/.  annually,  with  10/.  annual  increment 
to  250/.  ;  and  in  the  case  of  Class  2  they  are  entitled  to 
pension.  The  chemists  at  both  places  are  engaged  in  in- 
vestigating the  properties  and  manufacture  of  explosives, 
and  it  could  not  be  said  that  the  risk  is  greater  in  one  than 
in  the  other. 

The  Shop-hours  Bill. 
Replying  to  Sir  Charles  Dilke  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Seddon  in 
the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  the  Home  Secretary 
said  he  regretted  that  he  was  not  yet  in  a  position  to  name 
the  exact  date  for  the  introduction  of  the  Shop-hours  Bill. 
Certain  questions  arising  out  of  the  application  of  the 
Bill  to  Scotland  were  still  under  consideration,  but  he  could 
assure  both  hon.  members  that  there  would  be  no  unneces- 
sary delay.  He  would  inform  the  right  hon.  baronet  and 
the  hon.  member  when  the  Bill  was  ready  for  introduction. 

The  Licence  Duties. 

To-day  (Thursday),  in  his  private  room  at  the  House  of 
Commons,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  received  a  small 
deputation  of  London  Liberal  members  of  Parliament  in 
pursuance  of  the  resolution  recently  passed  by  the  com- 
mittee pointing  out  that  the  levying  of  the  licence  duties 
on  the  basis  of  annual  value  places  London  licences  at  a 
great  disadvantage  compared  with  the  rest  of  the  country, 
and  expressing  the  desire  that  some  other  basis  should  be 
adopted,  such  as  a  percentage  on  the  trade  of  each  house, 
under  which  the  incidence  of  the  duty  could  be  more  equally 
distributed  over  the  whole  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

We  understand  that  although  the  question  of  medicinal 
wines  was  not  formally  discussed  at  the  interview  with 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  Mr.  Lloyd  George  inti- 
mated his  willingness  to  consider  the  question,  and  it  seems 
to  be  probable  that  the  next  step  will  be  a  deputation  of 
chemists  to  the  right  hon.  gentleman.  The  proceedings 
were  private,  but  we  learn  that  the  question  of  the  rates 
of  duties  for  grocers'  licences  has  practically  been  settled 
upon  an  amicable  basis.  Mr.  Idris  was  one  of  the 
deputation. 

The  Manufacture  of  Morphine. 

Mr.  R.  Laidlaw,  M.P.,  who,  it  may  be  remembered,  was 
a  member  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  the  opium  ques- 
tion which  recently  returned  from  Shanghai,  asked  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  India,  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
July  21,  if  the  Indian  Government  had  established  or  con- 
templated the  establishment  of  a  factory  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  morphine. — The  Master  of  Elibank,  M.P.,  who 
replied,  stated  that  opium  alkaloids  in  small  quantities  are 
extracted  in  the  Government  opium  factories  from  waste 
opium,  but  the  Indian  Government  has  not  established,  and 
does  not  contemplate  establishing,  a  factory  for  the  manu- 
facture of  morphine.

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Observations  and  Reflections. 

By  "Xrayser." 

The  Cheap  Certificates 

provided  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  serve  as  "certificates  of  qualification"  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  1908  suggest  a  decadence  of  the 
artistic  faculty  at  Bloomsbury  as  the  most  charitable  ex- 
planation of  their  indigent  appearance,  though  the  quite 
recent  attempt  to  force  the  trade  in  guinea  articles  permits 
the  suspicion  of  a  design  to  distinguish  between  the 
righteous  pharmacists  who  contribute  to  the  Society's  funds 
and  the  questionable  characters  who  do  not  thus  show  their 
appreciation  of  its  services.  As  intimated  in  last  week's 
article,  it  is  at  least  possible  that  the  new  form  of  examina- 
tion certificate  does  not  comply  strictly  with  the  law ;  but 
its  legality  cannot  be  tested  under  the  Act  of  1908,  because 
the  offence  of  not  exhibiting  a  proper  certificate  is  one  for 
which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  alone  can  sue.  But 
obviously  whatever  is  exhibited  ought  to  declare  itself  to 
be  a  certificate  of  qualification,  not  merely  of  skill  and  know- 
ledge. That  is  what  the  statute  requires.  It  is  not  certain, 
however,  that  it  is  necessary  to  go  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  at  all  for  this  certificate.  The  Act  does  not  stipu- 
late that  it  is.  It  demands  the  exhibition  of  the  name,  for 
which  it  is  clearly  not  essential  to  apply  to  Bloomsbury,  and 
a  certificate  of  the  qualification  of  the  person  so  named.  The 
earlier  Act  provides  that  the  official  register  in  which  that 
name  occurs  shall  be  evidence  in  any  court  of  law,  and,  as 
registration  implies  qualification,  it  is  difficult  to  see  what 
objection  any  judge  could  have  to  any  certificate  truly 
representing  an  entry  in  the  register. 

A  Member  for  Pharmacy 

is  the  attraction  set  forth  by  the. 
"  Pharmacists'  Parliamentary  Representation  Committee  " 
(hereinafter  termed  the  P.P.R.C.),  whose  Honorary  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow  Woolcock,  may  be  trusted  to  infuse 
into  the  scheme  all  the  enthusiasm  which  can  be  collected, 
and  to  demonstrate  the  good  value  to  be  given  for  the 
guineas,  crowns,  and  shillings  for  which  he  is  now  pleading. 
Mr.  Woolcock  sees  in  prophetic  vision  the  United  Kingdom 
and  about  650  of  its  representatives,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
King,  Lords,  and  Bishops,  on  the  one  side,  criminally  in- 
different to  the  interests  of  pharmacy — an  attitude  which 
may  at  any  time  develop  into  hostility.  Ought  we  not  to 
be  prepared  for  such  a  contingency  and  face  this  phalanx 
with  a  delegate  of  our  own,  who  should  spread  "  an  infor- 
mative atmosphere"  around  himself?  Luckily,  too,  we 
could  all  put  our  fingers  on  the  names  of  men  of  both  parties 
who  we  know  would  watch  and  fight  for  us  with  ability  and 
courage.  But  there  arises  the  first  difficulty,  and  it  is  fair 
to  say  it  has  occurred  to  the  P.P.R.C.  and  has  been  squarely 
met.  It  results  from  those  two  parties.  The  committee 
evidently  realised  that  from  whichsoever  of  the  two  great 
sections  they  might  select  their  candidate,  they  might 
depend  on  alienating  at  least  half  of  their  constituents,  and 
perhaps  of  their  subscribers  ;  for,  a6  Mr.  Gilbert  once  dis- 
covered, "  Nature  wisely  does  contrive  "  that  of  all  these 
each  one  "  is  either  a  little  Liberal  or  else  a  Conservative." 
But  there  was  a  genius  on  that  P.P.R.C.  who  hit  on  the 
Triumphant  Compromise 

of  having  two  candidates,  one  of  each 
colour.  Of  course,  that  doubles  the  expense,  but  there  was 
no  mean  parsimony  on  that  committee,  and  their  still  more 
lavish  Secretary  adopts  the  same  generous  tone,  and,  in- 
deed, improves  on  it,  for,  blowing  economy  to  the  winds, 
he  declares  that  "  we  "  (that  is,  he  and  the  P.P.R.C.)  hope 
to  have  "  representatives  " — note  the  plural — on  both  sides 


of  the  House.  Leaving  the  guinea  and  the  five-shilling 
gontlemen  to  take  care  of  themselves,  may  I  ask  Mr.  Wool- 
cock, on  behalf  of  the  shilling  crowd,  to  give  us  something 
like  definite  figures.  How  much  will  one  candidate  cost 
(a)  if  he  fails,  and  (b)  if  he  succeeds  ?  We  will  do  the  mul- 
tiplication ourselves.  Tho  Pharmaceutical  Council  have 
declared  that  the  fund  i6  not  officially  associated  with  them, 
and  I  notice  that  the  Society  docs  not  head  the  subscription 
out  of  its  corporate  cash.  It  may  be  presumed,  however, 
that  the  Council  would  graciously  burden  itself  with  the 
duty  of  directing  the  policy  of  the  member  for  pharmacy 
if  there  should  be  one.  But  the  question  I  have  asked  is 
not  a  frivolous  one,  nor  is  it  submitted  frivolously  or  anta- 
gonistically. My  estimate  may  be  a  wild  one,  but  it  is  that 
unless  a  total  of  1,000/.  can  be  raised  our  humble  shillings 
will  be  thrown  away.  Does  Mr.  Woolcock  endorse  or 
challenge  that  ? 

The  Italian  Pharmacy  Bill, 

of  which  particulars  were  given  on 
p.  85  of  last  week's  C.  it-  D.,  is  an  interesting  reminder  of 
the  vitality  of  the  long  struggle  between  the  idea6  of  pro- 
tected and  free-trade  pharmacy.  It  happens  to  have 
historic  features  which  make  it  particularly  worthy  of  atten- 
tion, because  it  may  certainly  be  considered  that  the  system 
of  granting  individual  concessions  to  carry  on  the  practice 
of  pharmacy,  and  protecting  the  privileged  persons  from 
promiscuous  competition,  actually  began  in  Italy.  It  was 
the  edict  of  Frederick  II.,  in  the  thirteenth  century,  which 
practically  created  the  profession  of  pharmacy  in  Europe. 
By  this  law  pharmacists  were  placed  directly  under  the 
control  of  the  Medical  School  of  Salerno,  and  became  liable 
to  severe  punishment  if  they  were  convicted  of  fraud.  At 
the  same  time  their  profits  were  fixed  and  their  privileges 
carefully  safeguarded.  There  were  several  good  reasons  for 
such  legislation  at  that  time.  Drugs  were  more  difficult  to- 
obtain  in  a  pure  condition  ;  the  medicines  into  which  they 
entered  were  far  more  complicated  than  they  are  now  ;  there 
was  no  scientific  check  on  the  accuracy  of  the  preparations  : 
and  poisoning  was  acquiring  its  position  as  a  fine  art.  The 
Italian  system  spread  to  Germany,  where  it  still  continues 
in  force,  but  it  never  prevailed  in  France  or  England,  most 
likely  because  of  the  intimate  association  in  those  countries 
between  pharmacy  and  grocery,  or,  as  it  would  be  more- 
correctly  expressed,  between  druggery  and  spicery.  Some- 
thing resembling  the  old  system  was  maintained  in  the 
Papal  States  until  the  Church  lost  its  temporal  powers,  but 
it  was  alleged — perhaps  it  was  a  Protestant  libel— that  it 
was  possible  to  square  a  cardinal  occasionally. 

Pill  and  Draught,  is.  c;d.( 

was  a  specimen  of  the  way  the  old 
apothecaries  got  their  living,  and  "  The  Lancet  "  last  week 
states  that  this  system  of  dispensing  medicine  in  separate 
doses  "endured"  up  to  1860.  What  is  the  authority  for 
fixing  the  date  so  definitely  is  not  explained,  but  it  will 
be  seen  that  it  comes  well  within  the  era  of  chemists  and 
druggists.  It  may  be  doubted,  however,  if  many  of  these- 
attained  to  such  a  professional  fee  a6  Is.  9cl.  The  triumph 
of  the  trade  element  in  pharmacy  is  too  plainly  manifest  now 
when  we  see  a  dozen  doses  of  cascara  sagrada  tablets  sold 
for  The  blue  pill  and  black  draught  which  lived  on 

to  a  much  later  period  than  1860,  and  perhaps  is  not  alto- 
gether defunct  now,  though  it  is  not  quoted  in  chemists' 
price-lists,  was  generally  charged  Is.,  Qd.,  or  6d. ,  the  varia- 
tion marking  the  relative  reputations  of  the  vendors.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  when  and  where  that  colour- 
harmony  originated.  Blue  pill  has  been  a  popular  synonym 
for  pil.  hydrarg.  for  at  least  a  century,  and  I  find  a 
mixture  of  senna,  manna,  and  sulphate  of  magnesia  re- 
ferred to  by  Paris  as  "the  common  black  draught"  in 
1824.  But  who  first  invented  the  phrase  which  so  happily 
associated  them  ?  How  essentially  English  the  two 
synonyms  are  may  bo  judged  from  the  references  to 
them  in  foreign  manuals.  Dorvault  gives  a  "  potion 
noire  Anglaise,"  and  Hager  has  a  formula  for  "  Pilulfe 
hydrargyrosa?  seu  cerulese  Anglorum." 
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Ebttorial  Comments. 


The  New  Minor  Certificate. 

We  referred  last  week  to  the  new  form  of  certificate  which 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  has  prepared 
for  the  Boards  of  Examiners  to  give  to  those  who  pass 
the  Major  and  Minor  examinations.    We  then  pointed 
out  that  the  Minor  certificate  is  not  in  conformity  with  the 
requirements  of  Section  6  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  in 
so  far  as  it  fails  to  certify  that  the  recipient  is  a  person 
of    competent   skill,    knowledge,    and   qualification.  In 
other  words,  the  Council  of  the  Society  have  authorised  - 
the  issue  of  a  certificate  in  which,  apparently  of  set  pur- 
pose, there  is  no  reference  to  qualification.  Unfortunately, 
there  is  an  impression  in  official  circles  that  anything  done 
in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  Society  is  perfectly 
legal,  independent  of  the  specific  provisions  of  the  Acts, 
and   it   is   under   this   delusion   that  the   Council  has 
authorised  the  new  form  of  certificate  without  receiving 
the  approval  of  both  Boards  of  Examiners.    It  is  true  that 
at   the    Council-meeting    in    April   last   the  President 
announced  that  the  new  certificates  had  been  submitted 
to  the  Board  of  Examiners  and  approved  by  them.  The 
Board  referred  to  was  the  one  in  London,  and  we  under- 
stand that  the  Board  in  Scotland  has  not  approved  of 
the    certificate,    but    the    contrary.    This    leaves  the 
Council   in   the   awkward    position   of   over-riding  the 
statutory  powers  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners,  who,  apart 
from  what  the  1868  Act  says,  are  by  Section  8  of  the  1852 
Act  empowered  "  to  grant  or  refuse  to  candidates  certifi- 
cates of  competent  skill,  knowledge,  and  qualification  to 
exercise    the    business    or    calling    of  pharmaceutical 
chemist."    The  terms  of  Section  6  are  the  same  a&  regards 
the  nature  of  the  certificate.    It  is  officially  claimed  that 
the  Council  has  power  under  by-law  to  make  the  form  of 
the  certificate  what  it  thinks  fit,  and  that  this  is  suffi- 
cient justification  for  the  new  form.    But  this  explana- 
tion quite  overlooks  the  statutory  powers  entrusted  to  the 
Examiners,  independently  of  the  Council,  and  it  is  desirable 
that    the    distinction    we    refer    to    should    be  better 
understood.     The  Examiners'  duty  it  is  to  grant  (or 
refuse)  certificates  of  "competent  skill  and  knowledge 
and  qualification."      They  have  no  authority  to  grant 
certificates  of  "  sufficient  skill  and  knowledge,"  such  as 
the  new  one.    There  is  a  general  feeling  throughout  the 
trade  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  never  been  at  all 
generous  in  thi6  matter  of  certificates.    It  ha6  frequently 
been  stated  officially  that  the  Society  is  not  required  by  law 
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to  give  certificates  at  all.  That  may  or  may  not  be,  but  we 
do  say  that  almost  from  the  beginning  of  the  Society  a 
picturesque  diploma  has  been  granted  to  these  who  pass 
the  Major  Examination,  and  during  a  certain  period  of 
its  existence  also  to  perrons  who  became  members  of  the 
Society  without  examination,  in  virtue  of  which  they  have 
been  registered  as  pharmaceutical  chemists.  Why  has  the 
Society  treated  chemists  and  druggists  so  scurvily  ?  11 
has  to  be  remembered  that  in  the  case  of  Major  candidates, 
the  piece  of  whity-brown  paper  will  be  followed  by  the 
Major  diploma,  stamped  with  the  Seal  of  the  Society,  but 
the  Minor  man  gets  nothing  of  the  kind,  although  he  has 
contributed  ten  guineas,  at  least,  as  an  examination  fee, 
while  the  Major  man's  fee  i6  only  three  guineas — an  amount 
which  does  not  pay  for  the  cost  of  examining  him.  Is  it 
not  time  for  the  Council  to  reconsider  its  position  in  this 
matter?  Things  have  changed  very  much  indeed  during 
the  past  thirty  years,  and  in  this  matter  of  certificates  the 
Council  seems  to  live  in  pie-historic  times. 

U.S.A.  Tariff. 

The  revised  rates  of  duties  on  imports  into  the  United 
States  of  America  are  now  practically  agreed  to.  A  few 
items  are  being  discutced  by  a  Joint  Conference  Com- 
mittee of  both  Houses  of  Congress,  and  Mr.  Taft  has  his 
finger  in  the  pie;  but,  so  far  as  chemicals  and  allied  pro- 
ducts are  concerned,  the  new  duties  are  fixed  and 
apparently  final.  The  following  table  shows,  according 
to  the  "Times"  (which  published  on  Tuesday  an  eight- 
page  supplement  on  the  subject),  the  percentage  of  increase 
or  decrease  which  has  been  made  on  the  existing  duties — 
e.g.,  an  alteration  in  an  ad  valorem  duty  of  20  per  cent,  to 
15  per  cent,  would  be  recorded  as  a  reduction  of  25  per 
cent.  ;  an  alteration  from  5c.  to  2c.  per  lb.  would  be 
recorded  as  a  reduction  of  60  per  cent.  In  cases  where 
percentages  do  not  appear,  and  the  duties  are  given,  the 
classification  and  rates  are  new  :

It  is  generally  conceded  by  chemical-manufacturers  in 
this  country  that  the  changes  made  are  on  the  balance 
favourable  to  imports  :  the  figures  show  that ;  but  in  regard 
to  the  things  that  really  matter — those  things  of  which  other 
parts  of  the  world  make  more  than  the  United  States, 
but  which  Americans  want — higher  imposts  have  been 
made  with  the  view  to  "encouraging  home  industries." 
The  150  per  cent,  increase  on  bleaching-powder  and  50  per 
cent,  increase  on  morphine  are  typical  examples,  but  as 
regards  the  latter  the  home  manufacturer  will  be  no  better 
off,  as  he  will  have  to  pay  50  per  cent,  more  for  his  raw 
material,  and  hi6  less  by  it  will  be  50  per  cent,  more — a 
slight  advantage  to  the  foreign  manufacturer. 


Japanese  Trade  in  1908. 

In  our  issue  of  June  12  (p.  925)  were  published  some 
interesting  and  up-to-date  figures  concerning  the  trade  of 
Japan  last  year,  which  details  we  now  supplement  with 
facts  from  the  Report  of  the  Department  of  Finance  (1909). 
This  Report  contains  much  valuable  information  about  the 
general  condition  of  the  country,  with  tables  of  statistics, 
and  it  is  printed  in  English.  The  economic  condition  of 
Japan  in  1908  was  on  the  whole  depressed,  but,  of  course, 
much  of  this  was  a  reflex  of  a  world-wide  condition,  and 
judging  by  the  vein  of  optimism  which  runs  through  the 
Report,  the  present  position  in  Japan  is  not  unsatisfactory. 
In  the  beginning  of  1908  traces  of  the  financial  crisis  in 
America  and  Europe  were  still  left,  and  there  was  prac- 
tically no  sign  of  recovery.  Imports  at  that  period  showed 
an  enormous  excess,  and  this  so  depressed  the  merchants 
that  a  negative  policy  was  generally  adopted.    This  was 
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followed  by  a  further  reduction  in  the  sale  of  goods,  which 
in  turn  brought  about  accumulation  of  stocks  of  all  pro- 
ducts whether  for  home  or  export.  "  Cotton  mills  con- 
tracted their  operations,  textile  manufacturers  also  re- 
duced their  output,  and  there  was  no  trade  in  which  the 
difficulty  of  carrying  on  work  was  not  felt;  and  especially 
those  enterprises  which  had  been  expanded  after  the  war 
were  mostly  fallen  into  a  pitiable  condition."  In  the 
latter  half  of  the  year  the  situation  improved  somewhat, 
and  the  scheme  for  the  readjustment  and  the  redemption 
of  the  national  debt  produced  an  excellent  impression 
both  at  home  and  abroad  and  gave  an  upward  tendency  to 
prices.  The  Presidential  election  in  the  United  States, 
however,  considerably  hindered  business  in  the  autumn, 
and  the  year  ended  with  depression  and  falling  prices. 
Notwithstanding  these  adverse  circumstances,  the  foreign 
trade  of  Japan  shows  up  well,  exports  having  amounted 
to  38,742,000?.  (8.7  per  cent,  less)  and  imports  to 
44,684,000?.  (8.8  per  cent,  less),  the  totals  being  about 
equal  to  those  of  1905.  The  loss  in  exports  was  due  to 
contraction  in  the  Chinese  and  American  markets,  Japan's 
principal  customers  ;  the  fall  in  imports  being  due  to  a 
reduction  of  national  consumption  and  restriction  of  State 
and  private  enterprise.  Harvests  were  unusually  produc- 
tive, especially  rice.  In  framing  the  1908-9  Budget,  the 
Government  did  much  to  ensure  financial  stability  by 
cutting  down  expenditure,  and  it  is  now  anticipated  that 
the  total  actual  revenue  will  exceed  the  estimates  by 
17,413,000?.  This  was  done  by  increasing  the  taxes  on 
liquor,  sugar,  kerosene,  and  monopoly  tobacco.  Looking 
over  the  revenue  figures,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
tax  on  dealers  in  patent  medicines  is  estimated  to  yield  in 
1909-10  214,940  yen  or  22,900?.,  which  is  a  slight  increase 
on  the  previous  year,  but  the  profit  on  the  sale  of 
monopoly  camphor  is  estimated  to  yield  only  1,050  yen  in 
1909-10,  a  decrease  of  61,337  yen  as  compared  with  1908-9. 
This  is  the  least  profitable  of  the  Government  enterprises, 
and  complete  silence  is  maintained  as  to  how  the  decrease 
has  come  about.  As  showing  the  erratic  nature  of  the 
profits  derived  from  monopoly  camphor,  the  following 
revenue  returns  may  be  cited  :

The  monopoly  system  first  came  into  force  in  Formosa 
in  February  1899,  but  the  profits  from  that  time  to  1903 
are  not  shown.  The  salt  monopoly  yielded  over  10^ 
million  yen  and  tobacco  43^  million  yen,  but  the  revenue 
yielded  by  the  opium  monopoly  in  Formosa  is  not  stated. 
Soy  brought  in  four  million  yen.  Among  the  factories  in 
Japan  were  112  manufacturing  medicines,  chemicals,  etc., 
and  seventeen  manufacturing  aerated  watere,  lemonade, 
etc.  In  the  former  industries  4,652  operatives  were  em- 
ployed, of  whom  3,396  were  males,  the  average  daily 
wage  of  adults  being  about  45  sen  (100  sen  =  2.s.).  The 
Report  gives  many  tables  relating  to  the  production  of 
manufactured  goods,  including  crude  camphor  and 
camphor  oil,  from  1898  to  1907,  the  figures  showing  that 
in  1907  1,605  families  were  engaged  in  this  industry.  The 
output  of  crude  in  1907  was  743,509  kwan  (kwan  =  8.2  lb.), 
and  the  value  474,068  yen,  the  output  being  the  largest 
within  the  period  1898-1907,  but  the  value  is  extremely 
low  as  compared  with  the  period  1900  to  1903 — e.g.,  in  1902 
the  quantity  produced  was  407,629  kwan  and  the  value 
1,841,910  yen.  There  was  a  large  decrease  in  the  ex- 
ports of  drugs,  chemicals,  etc.,  the  1908  figures  (6,124,376 
yen)  being  the  lowest  since  1902.  These  do  not  include 
menthol  export,  values  of  which  during  the  past  fourteen 


years  (1895  to  1908)  are  shown,  but,  curiously  enough- 
peppermint  oil  figures  are  not  given.  The  imports  of 
drugs,  chemicals,  and  medicines  were  about  the  same  as- 
in  the  preceding  year,  and,  though  there  was  a  slight, 
decrease  in  natural  indigo  and  aniline  dyes,  that  of 
artificial  indigo  and  alizarine  dyes  showed  an  increase. 
As  regards  foreign  trade  with  various  countries,  we  note 
that  exports  to  Great  Britain  rose  to  2,614,053?.,  an  in- 
crease of  315,272?.,  while  the  imports  from  Great  Britain, 
were  11,041,176?.,  and  although  this  was  a  decrease  of 
865,615?.  on  the  preceding  year,  it  was  the  largest  volume 
of  import  trade  with  any  single  country  for  the  year.  The 
total  amount  of  export  and  import  trade  with  Great 
Britain  was  equivalent  to  16  per  cent,  of  the  total  foreign 
trade  of  Japan,  but,  when  the  Colonies  are  added,  the 
total  is  brought  up  to  29  per  cent.,  which  shows  how  in- 
timate are  the  commercial  relations  between  Japan  and. 
ourselves.  Exports  to  the  United  States  amounted  to- 
12,496,000?.,  and,  although  932,000?.  less,  they  show  the 
largest  volume  of  export  trade  with  any  single  country. 
Imports  from  the  U.S.A.  were  7,952,166?.,  while  there 
is  an  all-round  falling-off  in  imports  from  European 
countries,  with  the  exception  of  Russia.  Indications  have- 
not  been  wanting  that  this  current  year  will  prove  a 
better  one  for  Japan. 


Sea-hued  Fishing-nets. 

The  discovery  by  the  owners  of  a  St.  Abbs'  fishing-boat 
that  an  increased  catch  of  fish  is  obtained  by  using  nets  of 
the  same  colour  as  the  sea  is  going  the  rounds  of  the  Press 
and  naturally  creating  great  interest  among  fishermen.  Id 
a  fleet  of  sixty-five  boats  the  one  using  the  sea-green  nets- 
secured  by  far  the  greatest  haul  of  fish.  The  matter  con- 
cerns chemists  from  two  points  of  view.  Firstly,  the  dye- 
used  is  stated  to  be  bluestone,  but  is  more  likely  to  be 
ammonio-sulphate  of  copper  solution  used  in  producing  the 
Willesden  cloth  now  so  familiar  in  the  light-green  outside- 
blinds  and  cart-covers.  Secondly,  wholesalers  and 
retailers  in  fishing  ports  have  done  a  large  trade  in  cutch, 
to  which  the  usual  brown  colour  of  sails  and  fishing-nets  is 
due.  It  will  be  interesting  to  note  how  the  discovery  bears 
the  test  of  time. 

Exhibition  Organisation. 

The  outcome  of  the  appointment  of  the  Royal  Com- 
mission of  International  Exhibitions  is  that  a  new  depart- 
ment has  been  created  at  the  Board  of  Trade,  the- 
permanent  machinery  of  which  will  in  future  take  care  of 
British  interests  at  International  Exhibitions.  The  de- 
partment is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Wintour.  The 
first  exhibition  to  be  taken  in  hand  is  that  which  is  to 
be  held  at  Brussels  next  year.  Already  particulars  are 
obtainable  of  the  arrangements  that  have  been  made 
for  making  the  British  section  representative  of  this 
country.  A  uniform  scheme  of  decoration  has  been 
adopted,  and  manufacturers  can  already  obtain  the  tariff 
of  charges  for  space,  motive  power,  water,  and  freight. 
In  regard  to  the  representatives  on  the  Royal  Commission 
of  Chemical  Industry,  Sir  Boverton  Redwood  has  charge  of 
the  section,  and  with  him  there  are  associated  as  a 
Chemical  Industries  Committee  the  following  co-opted 
members  of  the  Commission  :  Mr.  J.  F.  L.  Brunner,  M.P., 
Dr.  George  Beilby,  Mr.  C.  P.  Gosnell,  Professor  Vivian 
B.  Lewes,  Mr.  Thomas  D.  Morson,  Dr.  F.  Mollwo  Perkin, 
Mr.  Walter  F.  Reid,  Mr.  A.  Gordon  Salamon,  Mr.  Thomas 
Tyrer,  Mr.  Charles  Wightman,  and  Mr.  Corbet  Woodall. 
Administration  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  received  two  strong  hints 
from  the  Bench  this  week  in  regard  to  its  methods  of  pre- 
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secuting  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.    The  Bradford  County 
Court  Judge  supported  the  recommendation  of  his  Grimsby 
confrere  that  when  a  poison  is  bought  for  the  purpose 
of  prosecution  the  purchase  should  be  divided  in  the  manner 
provided  by  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.    At  Brent- 
ford, where  a  seedsman  was  fined  for  selling  nicotine  insec- 
ticide without  registering  the  salo  and  labelling  the  article 
with  his  name  and  address,  the  Magistrate  considered  that 
the  Society  should  warn  offenders  before  prosecuting.  A 
decision  has  not  been  given  in  the  Bradford  case,  but  the 
[recommendation  is  not  material  to  the  judgment  and  we 
may,  therefore,  say  that  the  principle  of  the  division  of  the 
purchase  scarcely  enters  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  where 
the  fact  to  be  determined  is  the  sale  of  a  poison  as  an  element 
in  the  offence  charged — viz. ,  keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale 
of  poisons.    The  composition  of  the  purchase  is  rarely  in 
•question,  and  the  analytical  evidence  is  more  rarely  dis- 
puted.   We  do  not  see  that  justice  would  be  furthered  in 
the  least  by  division  of  the  purchase,  an  act  not  called  for 
by  the  statute.      The  Brentford  hint  is  more  worthy  of 
consideration,  especially  in  view  of  the  1908  Act,  and  some 
means  might  be  devised  for  giving  effect  to  the  hint. 
Nevertheless,  we  see  no  cause  for  sympathy  in  such  a  case 
as  the  Brentford  one.      This  seller  appears  to  have  been 
well  aware  of  the  new  provisions,  and  his  conviction  proves 
that  he  neglected  the  precautions  which  are  one  of  the 
objects  of  the  1908  Act.      Parliament  has  reindorsed  the 
necessity  for  the  public  safety  of  certain  formalities  being 
observed  when  nicotine  insecticide  is  sold.    They  were  not 
observed  in  the  present  case,  and  it  appears  to  us  that  there 
was  occasion  here  for  magisterial  disapprobation  rather 
than  veiled  sympathy. 

"Specially  Qualified." 

The  legal  meaning  of  these  two  words  in  Section  3  of 
the  Dentists  Act  has  varied  during  the  past  year.  The 
case  of  Barnes  v.  Brown,  in  which  the  announcement 
"Painless  extractions"  was  held  to  bring  unregistered 
persons  within  the  penalties  of  the  Act,  had  emboldened 
the  British  Dental  Association  and  the  Society  of  British 
Dentists  to  institute  proceedings  against  persons  who  held 
out  that  they  were  "  specially  qualified,"  and  the  stage 
was  fast  being  reached  when  the  bare  announcement  of 
"  Teeth  extracted  "  would  have  been  held  to  be  an  infringe- 
ment of  the  Dentists  Act.  Then  came  the  decision  of  the 
Court  of  Appeal  in  Bellerby  v.  Heyworth  &  Bowen 
(C.  &  D.,  May  29,  p.  820),  the  full  effect  of  which  is  becom- 
ing evident.  The  case  which  we  reported  last  week  (p.  76) 
is  on  this  account  of  considerable  interest.  Mr.  Garrett, 
the  Magistrate  who  decided  the  case,  pointed  out  that  the 
qualification  referred  to  in  the  Dentists  Act  is 

qualification  by  registration  under  the  Act ;  it  means  that 
he  has  some  qualification  special  in  kind  above  that  which 
ordinary  people  would  have.  A  man  if  he  is  entitled  to 
pull  teeth,  as  has  been  pointed  out  by  the  Court  of  Appeal, 
must  equally  be  entitled  to  say  he  can  pull  them  well.  That 
is  merely  puffing  his  own  business.  To  say  merely  that  he 
•can  pull  teeth  well  or  pull  them  painlessly,  or  anything  of 
that  sort,  is  merely  a  putt'  of  the  way  in  which  he  does  his 
work,  and  is  certainly  not  in  my  opinion  representing  that 
he  has  a  special  qualification  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Dentists  Act. 

We  quote  these  words  from  the  verbatim  report  of  the 
case,  which  is  given  in  the  "  British  Dental  Journal."  The 
conviction  of  the  defendant  Newman  was  due  to  the  evi- 
dence of  two  witnesses  that  he  had  told  a  patient  that  he 
''had  walked  the  hospital  for  three  years,"  this,  according 
to  the  Magistrate,  leading  the  patient  "  to  believe,  and 
•deliberately  to  believe,  that  he  was  specially  qualified." 
This,  it  will  be  noted,  is  a  long  way  removed  from  the 
stage  when  the   announcement   "  Painless  extractions  " 


secured  the  conviction  and  resulted  in  heavy  fines  to  tooth- 
extractors. 

The  Toxicity  of  Coal-tar  Antipyretics. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a  paper  entitled  "  The 
Toxicity  of  Acetanilide  Mixtures  "  was  contributed  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Chemistry  Section  of  the  International 
Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry  (C.  <fc  D.,  June  5,  p.  880). 
This  paper  gave  the  results  of  experiments  undertaken  at 
the  Hygienic  Laboratory  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Public  Health  to  determine  the  extent  to  which  the 
toxicity  of  acetanilide  is  affected  by  other  drugs.  Another 
contribution  to  the  subject  just  published  is  Bulletin 
No.  126  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  entitled  "  The  Harmful  Effects 
of  Acetanilid,  Antipyrin,  and  Phenacetin."    This  is  by 
Dr.  L.  F.  Kebler,  with  the  collaboration  of  Drs.  F.  P. 
Morgan  and  Philip  Rupp.    The  Bulletin  sets  out  the  reason 
for  undertaking  this  work — to  obtain  trustworthy  data  in 
regard  to  the  harmful  effects  of  acetanilide,  antipyrin,  and 
phenacetin — and  the  methods  adopted.  Data  were  collected 
by  means  of  a  circular  letter  to  medical  practitioners  in  the 
United  States.     In  regard  to  the  employment  of  these 
synthetic  remedies,  phenacetin  appears  to  be  most  used 
by  physicians,  with  acetanilide  second  and  antipyrin  third, 
phenacetin  being  generally  regarded  as  the  least  harmful 
of  these  agents.    The  doses  given  by  physicians  were  found 
to  be  smaller  than  were  formerly  customary.    The  favourite 
dose  of  acetanilide  is  3  to  5  grains,  the  maximum  and  mini- 
mum being    grain  and  10  grains  respectively.    In  the  case 
of  antipyrin  the  favourite  dose  is  stated  to  be  from  5  to 
10  grains,  with  £  grain  and  20  grains  as  the  maximum  and 
minimum.    The  doses  of  phenacetin  are  shown  to  be  similar 
to  those  for  antipyrin.    The  inquiry  in  regard  to  cases  of 
poisoning  which  had  been  observed  by  medical  practitioners 
gave  614  for  acetanilide,  105  for  antipyrin,  and  25  for 
phenacetin  ;  the  fatal  cases  in  adults  and  children  being 
acetanilide  17,  antipyrin  5,  phenacetin  7.    It  should  be  men- 
tioned that  seven  of  the  acetanilide  deaths  occurred  in 
children.     Poisonous  effects  occurred  in  four  cases  from 
the  external  application  of  acetanilide,  all  the  other  cases 
being  internal  administrations.    The  powder  form  is  the 
most  popular  method  of  giving  the  three  drugs.  Acetani- 
lide habit  is  reported  in  112  instances,  and  in  the  case  of 
antipyrin  and  phenacetin  a  habit  had  been  contracted  in 
seven  and  seventeen  cases  respectively.  Nervous  depression 
is  the  chief  ill-effect  observed  from  the  drug-habit  referred 
to  above.    A  classified  list,  with  brief  particulars,  is  given 
of  the  cases  that  have  been  reported  in  medical  journals 
where    ill-effects   have    followed    the   administration  of 
acetanilide,  antipyrin,  and  phenacetin.    The  total  number 
of  fatal  cases  recorded  in  medical  literature  and  reported 
by  physicians  is  acetanilide  29,  antipyrin  15,  phenacetin  10. 

U.S. P.  Comments. 

The  Hygienic  Laboratory  of  the  United  States  has 
published  as  Bulletin  No.  49  a  "Digest  of  Comments  on 
the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United  States  of  America."  It 
is  edited  by  Mr.  M.  G.  Motter  and  Mr.  M.  I.  Wilbert, 
and  is  a  book  of  nearly  300  pages.  The  volume  contains  a 
number  of  general  comments  (doses,  synonyms,  nomen- 
clature, etc.)  with  notes  on  the  scope  of  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
analytical  data,  and  International  standards,  but  the  greater 
part  is  taken  up  with  comments  on  official  articles  taken 
from  published  information.  The  paragraphs  are 
arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  and  cover  a  wide  field, 
any  reference  that  has  been  made  to  the  substance  being 
noted.  It  is  a  useful  compilation,  not  only  for  the 
Revision  Committee  but  for  all  pharmacists  who  are 
enthusiasts  in  pharmacy. 
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Organic  Arsenic  Compounds. 

A  Communication  to  the  International  Congress  of 
Applied  Chemistry,  1909.

NORMai.  PROPYL  ARSON1C  ACID.1- 

CaH,AsO.(OH)2. 
To  arsenious  oxide  (1  molecular  proportion)  and 
potassium  hydroxide  (6  molecular  weights)  water  q.s.  is 
added  to  dissolve.  After  cooling  add  alcohol  q.s.  to  in- 
cipient precipitation,  then  2  molecular  proportions  n- 
propyl  iodide  and  shake.  Either  some  propyl  iodide  or  some 
potassium  arsenite  is  precipitated,  but  the  mixture  is  made 
homogeneous  by  adding  either  water  or  alcohol,  or  both. 
Keep  in  a  tight  stoppered  bottle  for  a  number  of  days. 
As(OK)3  is  first  formed,  leading  to  production  of 
(C,H;) AsO(OK),  and  KI,  and  the  unavoidable  side  re- 
action 

CiHsOK+C3H,I  =  C!H,OC3H,+KI 
also  takes  place.  Distil  to  remove  alcohol  and  the  ethyl 
propyl  ether.  Add  hydrochloric  acid  to  incipient  pre- 
cipitation, then  pass  chlorine  into  the  liquid  until  the  pure 
white  double  salt  As,03.2KI  first  formed  is  dissolved  and 
all  the  iodine  precipitated.  The  filtrate  is  then  heated  with 
magnesia  mixture  to  precipitate  the  arsenate;  on  boiling 
the  filtrate  from  the  ammonium  magnesium  arsenate  with 
more  magnesia  mixture,  the  magnesium  salt  of  normal 
propyl  arsonic  acid  precipitates  as  pearly  white  soapy 
crystals.  The  yield  is  stated  to  be  42  per  cent.  The  salt 
lias  the  composition  C3H7AsO.OOMg.  It  contains,  like 
magnesium  ammonium  arsenate  dried  over  100°,  1  molecule 
H,0  to  2  of  the  anhydrous  salt. 

The  free  acid  (ft-propyl  arsonic) ,  in  acicular  crystals,  is 
made  by  treating  the  magnesium  body  in  the  cold  with  a 
calculated  quantity  of  concentrated  sulphuric  acid  and 
extracting  with  alcohol. 

The  same  remarks  regarding  the  possible,  formation  of 
potassium  propyl  arsenite,  etc.,  apply  as  under  Magnesium 
Ethyl  Arsonate. 

ISO-A.MYI.  AKSO.'ilC  ACID. 
CJI,,AsO(OH)2. 

The  preparation  of  this  acid  is  analogous  with  that  for 
normal  propyl  arsonic  acid  by  treatment  of  arsenious  acid 
150  parts  (2  molecules)  with  potassium  hydroxide  254  parts 
(6  molecules)  and  iso-amyl  iodide  300  parts  (2  molecules)  in 
presence  of  alcohol.  After  two  to  three  days  distil  off  the 
alcohol,  carefully  neutralise  the  liquid,  and  filter  from  the 
double  salt  As_.6v2KI.  Upon  acidifying  after  some  time 
shining  crystals  form  of  the  composition  C.H^AsOfOH).. 

The  same  remarks  apply  here  as  under  the  corresponding 
ethyl  and  propyl  bodies. 

Up  to  the  present  only  a  few  of  the  arsonic  acids  in  the 
aliphatic  series  have  been  prepared  and  examined ;  ob- 
viously of  each  acid  innumerable  salts  suggest  themselves 
as  worthy  of  experimental  trial.  In  the  aromatic  seiies, 
however,  experimentation  has  been  more  prolific. 


(ii)  AROMATIC  SERIES. 

POTASSIUM   PHENYL- ARSENATE. 

CUI5.As(OK),. 

Arsenious  chloride  and  mercury  diphenyl  combine  13  by 
heating  one  hour  at  water-bath  temperature  with  a  reflux 
condenser,  forming  phenyl-arsenious  chloride  and  corrosive 
sublimate  : 

2AsCl3+Hg(CJT,)2  =  2AsCl5.CJI5+HgCL. 

The  organic  body  is  separated  from  the  arsenious  tri- 
chloride employed  in  excess,  by  fractionating  (boiling- 
point  252°-255°  C).  It  is  very  caustic  to  the  skin — this  I 
most  certainly  verified.  Another  way  of  making  is  to  heat 
triphenylarsine  with  arsenic  trichloride.11  Phenyl  ar- 
senious chloride  is  not  affected  by  water,  but  can  be  con- 
verted by  alcoholic  potash  into  potassium  phenyl-arsenite, 
potassium  chloride  separating  out.   Though  at  first  obtained

in  yellow  (impure)  crystals  it  was  ultimately  purified  to 
white  from  absolute  alcohol.  It  is  a  very  poisonous  sub- 
stance. Its  arsenic  content  is  theoretically  28.6  per  cent. 
It  is  soluble  in  absolute  alcohol  in  practically  any  proportion. 

SODIUIW  PHESTYL-ARSEHITE, 

C6H»As(0Na)2, 
was  also  prepared  by  neutralising  the  acid. 

0.120  gram  lost  0.004  gram.  0.110  gram  treated  with  mag- 
ne™  nitrate  solution  required  6  c.c.  uranium  solution 
=  28.9  per  cent.  As  (theory  32.6  per  cent.). 

Note— The  necessary  diphenyl  mercury  for  the  above- 
mentioned  method  of  manufacture  is  prepared  by  mixing 
benzol  monobromide  with  an  equal  volume  of  xylene  and 
excess  of  sodium  amalgam  containing  not  too  much  sodium. 
A  little  acetic  ether  is  a  useful  addition.  The  reaction— 
2(aHsBr)+Xa,Hg=  (C6Hs)!Hg+2NaBr 

—is  complete  after  a  few  hours'  boiling.  A  little  benzol  is 
added  to  the  flask  containing  the  diphenyl  body,  sodium 
bromide  and  metal  mercury,  the  liquor  is  filtered  off  in  a 
hot-water  funnel,  and  the  substance  recrystallised  from 
benzol  Melting-point,  120°.  It  may  be  pointed  out  this 
method  is  equally  applicable  for  producing  the  dihalogen 
derivative  of  a  primary  arsine  in  the  fatty  series,15  e.g. : 

2AsCl3+IIg(CJIs)J  =  HgCl2+2As(aH5)Cl2

On  saturating  phenyl  arsenious  chloride  with  chlorine. 
phenyl-arsenic tetrachloride,  C6H5AsCl,,is  formed— a  yellow 
solid  substance.  This  decomposes  violently  with  water  or 
moist  air,  forming  a  solid  oxychloride,  Cf,H5AsOCL,17 
at  first  (probably).  On  further  addition  of  water  the 
dibasic  phenyl-arsonic  acid  as  above  is  produced,  forming 
long  white  needles  soluble  in  cold  water  to  some  extent, 
very  soluble  in  hot.    Melting-point  168°. 

In  my  experiments  a  few  drops  of  water  added  rendered 
the  chlorination  more  vigorous.  A  shorter  method  of 
manufacture  is  to  pass  chlorine  into  a  mixture  of  25  parts 
phenyl-arsenious  chloride,  CsH5AsCL,  with  100  parts  of 
water  until  the  oily  globules  have  disappeared.  One  then 
warms  to  the  point  at  which  on  cooling  the  liquid  remains 
clear,  evaporates  to  dryness  to  drive  off  hydrochloric  acid, 
and  then  purifies  by  recrystallisation  from  warm  water. 18 

0.12  gram  lost  nil  at  100°  C,  and  yielded  0.08  gram 
MgaAs207  =  0.038704  gram  As,  to  which  0.006  gram  had  to 
be  added  as  found  in  the  mother-liquor  =  37.55  per  cent. 
Theory  for  CJLAsO(OH)2  =  37  per  cent. 

DI PHENYL- ARSINXC  ACID. 

(Phenyl-Cacodylic  Acid)  (CsHsKAsO.OH. 

To  produce  this  acid  one  may  start  from  diphenyl- 
arsenious  chloride,  (C6H5).,AsCl.  This  body  is  left  behind 
as  a  much  less  volatile  fraction  (333°)  on  fractionating 
mono-phenyl-arsenious  chloride  from  the  arsenious  tri- 
chloride as  previously  described.  The  best  method  of 
procedure  is  to  pass  chlorine  rapidly  through  diphenyl- 
arsenious  chloride,  (C6H5),AsCl,  in  the  presence  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  water,  then  warm  to  60°-70°,  not  ex- 
ceeding this  temperature.  When  chlorination  is  completed 
with  formation  of  the  trichloride  (C0H5)2AsCl;,,  evaporate 
on  a  water-bath  to  dryness,  and  take  up  the  residue  with 
hot  water,  from  which  the  acid  throws  out.19 

In  my  experiments  ether  was  used  as  solvent ;  otherwise 
the  whole  mass,  I  found,  was  likely  to  go  solid. 

Diphenyl-arsinic  acid  is  obtainable  in  long  needles.

Another  way  of  making  phenyl-cacodylic  acid  would 
be  by  oxidising  diphenyl-arsen  oxide,  (CcH,),As,0  (phenyl- 
cacodyl  oxide),  produced  by  the  action  of  magnesium  phenyl- 
bromide  on  arsenious  acid  in  ethereal  solution.21'  Approxi- 
mately the  reaction  may  be  represented  by  the  following 
equation  : 

4Mg+4C.H.Br+AsI0.=  (C.H»)4As.O+2[MgBr1+MgO]. 

The  magnesium  in  finely  powdered  condition  is  dissolved 
in  the  benzol  monobromide  in  absolute  ether,  and  the 
arsenious  oxide  is  added  ;  it  dissolves  with  heat  evolution. 
After  a  little  time  the  brown  magnesium  body  separates  in 
an  apparently  crystalline  condition.  The  mixture  is  heated 
on  the  water-bath  half  an  hour  (diphenyl  body  is  formed 
in  this  period  and  triphenyl  arsine  after  three  hours' 
heating).  Distil  off  part  of  the  ether,  then  add  carefully 
water  and  acetic  acid.  The  ether  layer  is  removed,  dried 
with  sodium  sulphate,  filtered,  and  evaporated  ;  an  oily 
body  is  obtained  which  becomes  solid  in  a  few  days.  It  is 
dried  on  porous  clay  and  then  has  melting-point  90°-91°. 
The  "tip"  in  this  reaction  is  to  dehydrate  the  ether  with 
sodium  and  to  use  a  little  methyl  or  ethyl  iodide  to  promote 
interaction.  The  compound  is  to  be  recrystallised  from 
ether.    Arsenic  content  31.45  per  cent,  (theory). 

I  have  oxidised  this  diphenyl   arsenious  oxide  with 
hydrogen  peroxide.

(There  was  more  reaction  in  the  presence  of  alkali.) 
Ultimately  effervescence  ceased  and  the  substance  (sodium 
phenyl-cacodylate)  became  practically  solid. 

Although  Bunsen  originally  stated  that  cacodylic  acid 
was  non-poisonous,  it  was  proved  later  by  Schulz2'  that 
0.5  gram  of  (pure)  acid  neutralised  with  alkali  sufficed  to 
kill  a  rabbit.  Similarly  a  rabbit  weighing  2,340  grams, 
which  received  0.2  gram  diphenyl-arsinic  acid,  died  in 
eighteen  hours;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  a  rabbit  which 
received  0.2  gram  (mono)  phenyl-arsonic  acid  subcutan- 
eously  lived  to  the  third  day,  received  then  0.3  gram,  and 
died  next  day.  Schulz  advanced  the  following  as  the 
possible  explanation  of  what  occurs  in  the  body  : 
(a)  Mono  acid —

This  body  is  of  theoretical  interest  principally.  A 
method  of  manufacture  23  is  to  act  on  dichlorphenyl-arsine 
with  caustic  or  carbonated  soda — 

C6H5AsCL+2NaOH=2NaCl+H20+C6H,AsO 
Phenyl-arsenious  oxide  is  insoluble  in  water.     It  melts 
at  119°-120°.     Warmed  with  hydrochloric  acid,  phenyl- 
arsenous  chloride  is  again  produced — 

CsH,AsO+2HCl  =  C,HsAsCls+ILO 
BENZYL-ARSOKIC  ACID. 
This  body  is  stated  to  be  easily  prepared  according  to  the 
following  reaction  : 

2C.H5CHJ+Asa03+6KOH=2aH5.CH2AsO(OK)2+2KI+3H20 
Dissolve  the  substances  in  alcohol  and  water  as  under 
iso-amylar6onic  acid,  free  from  alcohol  by  distillation  ;  first 
neutralise,  then  carefully  acidify  the  residue  with  hydro- 
chloric acid.  A  precipitation  of  benzyl-arsonic  acid  to  the 
extent  of  60  per  cent,  is  stated  to  occur.  The  acid  has 
melting-point  167°.  Soluble  with  difficulty  in  cold  water, 
but  easily  in  hot.

Practical  Notes  and  Formulae. 


Grey  Oil. 

Zieler  and  Rumpel  ("Munch.  Med.  Woch.")  replac* 
heavy  paraffin  oil  in  mercurial  oil  for  injection  purposes  by 
castor  oil.  For  a  40-per-cent.  (w/v)  oil  the  following  formula 
has  been  devised  by  these  authors  : 

Pure  mercury    4  grams 

Lanoline    2.6  grams 

Castor  oil    6.5  grams 

This  gives  10.3  c.c.  of  grey  oil.  These  investigator* 
employ  camphorated  lanoline  and  castor  oil  in  making 
"  white  precipitate  oil." 

Pyroiodone. 

M.  Cousin,  in  a  paper  presented  to  the  Paris  Society  of 
Pharmacy,  gives  the  following  formula  for  this  compound, 
which  is  used  as  a  substitute  for  iodides.  It  is  free  from 
metallic  flavour  and  does  not  cause  intestinal  or  gastric 
troubles  : 

Pyramidon    23.03  gram* 

Solution  of  hydriodic  acid  (0.691 

HI  in  1  cm.)    12.5  grams 

Boiling  distilled  water    100  grains 

The  solution  must  be  kept  from  light  and  air.  M.  Cousin 
hae  since  made  a  study  of  the  compounds  of  pyramidon 
with  hydriodic  acid. 

Sublimate  Ampoule?* 

M.  R.  Abry,  Montpellier.  gives  in  the  "  Bulletin  de 
Pharmacia  du  Sud-est  "  the  following  formula  for  prepar- 
ing ampoules  of  mercury  perchloride,  in  which  form,  he 
contends,  surgeons  will  find  it  much  more  satisfactory  than 
when  tablets  or  powders  are  used  for  making  up  an  anti- 
septic solution  for  surgical  work.  The  contents  of  each 
ampoule  are  added  to  a  litre  of  water,  the  quantity  of 
mercury  perchloride  in  each  ampoule  being  0.5  gram  : 
Mercury  perchloride        ...       ...    12  grams 

Sodium  chloride    12  grams 

Copper  sulphate    2.40  grams 

Hydrochloric  acid  ...    2.40  grams 

Indigo  carmine       ...       ...       ...    a  sufficiency 

Water    a  sufficiency 

For  24  ampoules  of  2  c.c.  each. 
The  object  of  the  copper  sulphate  is  to  furnish  a  consti- 
tuent which   will  combine   to  form  an   inodorous  and 
innocuous  compound  with  the  sulphur  compounds  given  off 
during  the  healing  of  wounds.

Consideration  of  Applications. 

[The  dates  in  parentheses  refer  to  issues  containing  reports 
under  the  above  and  subsequent  headings.] 

Cambridge. — The  motion  to  grant  applications  (C.  it-  D., 
July  17)  was  withdrawn  upon  the  Town  Clerk  explaining  that, 
■  iwing  to  the  Council's  refusal  to  issue  licences,  the  formalities 
.in  connection  therewith  would  have  to  be  gone  through  again 
before  the  motion  would  be  in  order.  The  two  applicants  had 
■written  stating  that  the  circular  of  the  Cambridge  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  to  the  members  of  the  Council  was  mis- 
leading and  contrary  to  fact,  and  that  they  had  no  opportunity 
■;jf  replying  previous  to  the  Council-meeting  on  the  day  follow- 
ing that  on  which  it  came  to  their  notice.  The  applicants 
accordingly  asked  the  Council  to  reconsider  its  decision.  Con- 
siderable discussion  ensued,  with  the  above  conclusion. 

Dunfermline.— The  applications  of  Messrs.  A.  Kay,  lron- 
imonger,  Douglas  Street,  and  C.  E.  Livingstone,  seedsman, 
High  Street,  were  considered  by  the  Town  Council  on  July  13. 
V  deputation  of  local  chemists,  headed  by  Mr.  D.  Gilmour  and 
accompanied  bv  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill,  appeared  in  opposi- 
tion  to  the  applications. — Mr.  Gilmour  said  the  chemists  had 
aio  desire  to  crush  legitimate  trading,  and  there  were  plenty 
of  non-poisonous  dips  and  weed-killers  available  which  some 
authorities  held  were  better  than  the  poisonous  varieties.  The 
•cry  got  up  bv  the  makers  of  the  poisonous  preparations  that 
they  could  riot  find  an  outlet  in  certain  sparsely  populated 
districts,  although  greatly  disproved  in  the  Departmental 
Committee's  hearing,  was  embodied  in  the  Act,  but  he  main- 
tained that  the  verv  Act  safeguarded  chemists  by  Sub- 
action  2  of  Section  2.— The  Provost  remarked  that  the  Act 
<loes  not  say  that  even  if  the  Town  Council  consider 
the  "  reasonable  requirements  "  satisfied  that  licences 
should  not.  be  granted.  Certain  discretionary  powers  were 
given  to  the  local  authority  without  making  them  obligatory. 
—Mr.  Gilmour.  however,  contended  that  such  a  view  was 
more  than  met  by  the  wav  in  which  the  Act  was  amplified  bv 
the  regulations.  '  Further,  the  point  was  that  even  although 
•ohemists  had  not  been  supplying  the  particular  poisonous 
preparations  hitherto  their  qualification  entitled  them  to  the 
preference.  Dunfermline  was  in  the  unique  position  of  the 
•chemists  being  also  seedsmen.  There  were  no  seedsmen  in  the 
-town  prior  to  1880.  Within  a  hundred  yards  of  the  applicants 
six  chemists  actually  sold  the  articles  now  referred  to,  while 
■there  were  nine  within  gunshot.  In  reply  to  questions  regard- 
ing the  supnly  of  poisons  by  seedsmen  in  sealed  tins.  Mr.  Gil- 
mour said  the  crucial  point  was  the  selling  of  the  poison,  and 
that  the  seedsmen  caution  the  purchaser  as  is  done  by  the 
chemist.— Mr.  Hill  exhibited  specimens  of  proprietary  ant- 
k^llers  etc.,  sold  under  fancy  names,  and  gave  particulars  of 


I  their  composition,  cost,  and  toxicity.  If  the  licence  did  not 
allow  the  licensee  to  open  preparations  he  sold,  how  was  he  to 
know  whether  the  articles  he  sold  came  under  his  licence  or 
not  ?  One  chemist  in  Dunfermline  could  supply  all  the  agri- 
horticultural  poisons  required,  and  the  question  was  not  one  of 
money  but  of  public  policy.  Regarding  sealed  packages,  he 
said  they  might  as  well  have  a  sealed  package  of  laudanum  for 
toothache  as  a  sealed  package  of  arsenic  as  an  insecticide. — 
Mr.  Gilmour  also  added  that  when  he  told  the  seedsmen  that 
they  were  liable  to  prosecution  they  had  taken  their  poisons 
from  the  window  and  sold  them  at  the  back  door. — The  matter 
was  remitted  to  the  Magistrates  for  a  report. 

Hertfordshire.— The  Weights  and  Measures  Committee  of 
the  County  Council  has  recommended  the  grant  of  the  follow- 
ing applications:  Beeson  &  Sons,  Rickmansworth  ;  Willis 
Bros.  (Harpenden),  Ltd.,  Harpenden;  Radlett  Industrial 
Society,  Ltd.,  Radlett;  Rogers  &  Gowlett,  Ltd.,  Watford;  A. 
McMullen  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Hertford:  E.  &  E.  Sprigings  (D. 
Sprigings  &  Co.),  St.  Albans ;  Paul  &  Son,  The  Old  Nurseries, 
Cheshunt. 

Radnorshire. — The  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the 
County  Council  have  "  granted  "  the  applications  of  Messrs. 
D.  H.  B.  Campbell,  Maesy  Gelly,  Rhayader,  and  Wm. 
Williams,  Hundred  House,  Bu^th.  (The  Chairman  of  the 
committee,  the  District  Councillor,  and  the  Clerk  are  autho- 
rised to  grant  licences  in  case  of  urgency,  see  C.  &  D.,  May  1.) 

Torquay. — The  applications  of  Alderman  Smale  and  Mr. 
Mayne — both  seedsmen — came  before  the  General  Purposes 
Committee  on  July  10.  A  deputation  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Knight,  Newlyn  Cocks,  Ness,  Horner,  and  Young  awaited 
upon  the  committee. — Mr.  Knight  urged  the  chemists'  claims 
in  a  clear  and  exhaustive  resume,  of  the  Act.  He  pointed  out 
that  the  seventeen  chemists  in  Torquay  who  sold  weed-killer 
already  satisfied  the  public  requirements.  He  contended  that 
the  chemist  with  special  knowledge  regarding  poisons  was 
the  only  person  entitled  to  handle  the  deadly  poisons  used  in 
agriculture  and  horticulture. — Councillor  Young  combated 
several  arguments  raised  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  others. 
The  committee  eventually  decided  to  recommend  that  both 
applications  be  granted. 

Applications  Granted. 

Ayr. — Thos.  Bryden,  nurseryman. 

Barnstaple. — The  application  of  Mr.  John  Trump,  87  High 
Street,  came  before  the  Town  Council  on  July  17.  The 
Council  in  committee  recommended  that  the  application  be 
granted,  and  also  that  the  letter  drafted  in  reply  to  a  com- 
munication from  the  Privy  Council  re  a  licence  already  issued 
(C.  &  D.,  July  10,  p.  61)  be  forwarded. — Mr.  A.  Perrin,  in 
moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said,  although  there  was  no 
need  to  issue  the  first  licence,  it  would  be  an  injustice  to  the 
applicant  and  others  who  might  follow  his  example  if  their 
applications  were  refused,  as  it  would  be  giving  a  monopoly 
to  the  first  licensee. — The  Town  Clerk  (Mr.  J.  Bosson)  read  a 
letter  from  six  local  chemists  wherein  the  attention  of  the 
Council  was  drawn  to  the  necessity  for  careful  consideration 
of  the  regulations  of  the  Act  before  granting  further  licences. 
The  Council  had  overlooked  the  most  important  point — 
namely,  that  they  were  not  "  enjoined  "  to  issue  licences,  but 
only  "  empowered  "  to  do  so,  which  consideration  had  to  be 
modified  by  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Samuel,  the  Minister 
in  charge  of  the  Bill,  that,  where  the  chemists  were  willing 
and  ready  to  supply  the  public  requirements  it  was  not  in- 
tended that  licences  should  be  issued.  The  letter  continued 
that,  as  the  Act  was  one  to  meet  public  commerce  and  not  to 
interfere  with  the  rights  of  existing  sellers,  it  was  necessary 
to  consider  what  their  claims  were  before  granting  a  licence  to 
each  and  every  applicant.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the 
local  requirements  would  be  ultimately  satisfied,  and  that 
finality  would  be  reached.  The  letter  submitted  that  there 
was  no  necessity  to  issue  fresh  licences. — Mr.  J.  T.  White  said 
Mr.  Perrin  apparently  desired  free  trade  in  poisons.  He 
understood  that  the  question  of  issuing  licences  in  towns 
where  there  were  chemists  to  supnlv  the  demand  was  going  to 
be  fought  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Suppose  that  the 
Secretary  selected  Barnstaple  for  a  test  case  !  Such  a  con- 
tingency would  involve  the  town  in  great  expense,  and  what 
councillor  was  willing  to  go  into  the  witness-bov  and  swear 
that  the  local  requirements  were  not  now  met?  No  evidence 
had  been  given  that  local  requirements  were  not  already 
met.  A  motion  to  defer  the  matter  until  after  November 
next  was  lost,  only  two  members  voting  for  it.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

Folkestone. — L.  G.  A.  Uden  (G.  &  A.  Clarke,  Ltd.),  nursery- 
man, Cheriton  Road. 

Haddington. — The  County  Council  has  issued  a  licence  to 
Mr.  Wm.  Ferguson,  merchant,  Garvald. 

Melrose. — R.  McCraw.  seedsman,  Abbey  Street.  The  grant, 
is  conditional  to  the  applicant's  satisfying  the  Provost  and 
Bailie  Curie  that  the  regulations  are  complied  with.  The 
Clerk  said,    regarding   the  jwcaposal  to  appoint  Sergeant 
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Robertson  as  officer  under  the  Act,  the  Chief  Constable  had 
written  stating  that  ho  could  not  see  his  way  to  let  the  ser- 
geant act,  as  the  matter  was  not  a  police  duty. 

Stranraer. — Andrew  Sloss,  ironmonger,  Hanover  Street. 

Applications  Refused. 

Hastings. — An  attempt  was  made  on  July  16  to  reverse  the 
Council's  decision  to  refuse  four  applications  [C.  &D.,  July  10), 
but  proved  futile. 

Innerleithen. — The  Town  Council,  on  further  considera- 
tion, upheld  its  decision  to  refuse  the  application  of  Mr.  John 
Ferguson,  grocer  and  ironmonger  (C.  &  D.,  April  24). 

Interesting  Items. 

The  Provost  of  Montrose,  referring  to  an  ironmonger's 
application  for  a  poison-licence,  said  there  was  no  question,  so 
far  as  Montrose  was  concerned,  but  that  there  were  plenty  of 
facilities  for  the  supplying  of  these  substances  by  chemists. 
The  question,  however,  was  whether  farmers  and  others  would 
bo  inconvenienced.    Yet  the  licence  was  granted  unanimously. 

A  Midland  Chemist  (119/ 37).  who  successfully,  and  prac- 
tically single-handed,  opposed  a  seedsman's  application  for 
a  poison-licence,  writes  : 

My  advertising-methods  and  cultivation  of  the  agricul- 
tural side  of  the  business  had  stood  me  in  good  stead.  .  .  . 
I  was  in  the  strong  position  of  being  able  to  produce  price- 
lists  and  advertising-matter  dating  some  years  back  to 
show  that  I  had  always  met  the  demand  for  these  poisons, 
and  not,  like  chemists  up  and  down  the  country,  playing 
into  the  seedsman's  hands  by  getting  in  a  few  of  XL-All 
and  other  preparations,  now  that  it  is  too  late,  and  telling 
the  authorities  that  they  are  prepared  to  stock  them. 

The  applicant  got  a  solicitor  on  the  Council  to  move  that 
the  matter  be  referred  back  to  the  committee,  and  he  also 
memorialised  each  member  of  the  Council,  saying  that  ho 
had  vended  weed-killer,  etc.,  for  many  years,  and  that  few 
chemists  stocked  them,  and  then  only  in  small  quantities. 
The  seedsman  said  it  would  seriously  injure  his  business  if 
the  licence  were  not  granted. — The  chemist,  immediately  on 
hearing  of  the  seedsman's  circular,  prepared  a  counterblast, 
and,  with  the  aid  of  a  confrere  in  business,  interviewed  or 
distributed  his  memorial  to  each  councillor.  It  was  found  the 
majority  of  the  councillors  were  under  the  impression  that 
the  applicant  was  legally  entitled  to  a  licence.  The  moral 
enclosed  is  as  follows  : 

Always  rely  on  yourself;  don't  sit  still  waiting  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  or  the  local  Association  to  help 
you.  If  I  had  done  so,  I  should  have  lost  part  of  the  busi- 
ness that  I  have  made  a  point  of  developing  for  years 
past,  for  neither  helped  me  one  iota. 

The  list  enclosed  refers  mainly  to  "  Eureka  "  weed-killer  and 
"  Eurekatine "  fumigant,  but  other  fumigants,  dips,  and 
veterinary  medicines  are  also  mentioned.  The  chemist's 
circular  quotes  Regulation  5,  and  states  that  he  has  stocked 
nicotine  fumigants  since  their  introduction,  and  arsenical 
weed-killers  and  dips  for  a  generation  past;  also  that  he  had 
circularised  gardeners  and  farmers  for  some  years  past,  and 
devoted  much  study  to  tho  sale  of  these  poisons.  An  appeal 
is  then  made  to  the  committee  not  to  increase  the  existing 
facilities.  The  committee  recommended  tho  refusal  of  the 
application. 

A  Torquay  pharmacist,  writing  concerning  the  deputation 
to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  local  Town  Council 
(see  above),  states  that  it  was  evident  that  the  Town  Clerk  and 
Assistant  Clerk  were  against  the  chemists.  The  fact  that  the 
Act  mentioned  that  the  authority  in  towns  with  a  population 
of  over  10,000  was  to  be  the  Town  Council  was  used  as  an  argu- 
ment by  the  latter  to  show  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Act  to 
restrict  licences  to  remote  districts,  but  the  error  of  such  an 
assumption  was  explained.  The  principal  reason  for  the  com- 
mittee's decision  is  understood  to  be  a  statement  by  Mr.  H. 
Samuel  that  it  might  be  desirable  to  license  persons,  other 
than  chemists,  who  had  special  knowledge  of  horticultural 
requirements,  and  that  even  in  Torquay  it  might  be  necessary 
to  grant  the  applications  of  several  horticultural  "  experts." 
The  greatest  influence  of  all  seemed  to  be  the  fact  that 
numerous  towns  had  already  issued  licences,  and  the  com- 
mittee was  safe  in  voting  with  the  majority.  More  of  the 
subject  will  be  heard  when  the  Council  is  asked  to  confirm 
the  recommendation. 


According  to  a  report  by  the  French  Consul  at  Benghazi 
(the  second  most  important  port  in  the  Regency  of  Tripoli)  1 
there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  drugs  and  pharmaceutical 
preparations  in  that  country.  The  import  is  mostly  in  the. 
hands  of  Germany  at  present,  and  amounted  to  about  6,5007. 
in  1907,  no  later  statistics  being  available.  The  principal 
import  firms  interesting  themselves  in  drugs  are  Natan  Giuili 
and  Joseph  J.  Tsciuba.

Association  Affairs. 

Exeter  Association  of  Pharmacists. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  July  15,  the- 
President  (Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd)  in  the  chair.  There 
were  present.  Messrs.  T.  C.  Milton,  J.  Hinton  Lake,  David 
Reid,  P.  F.  Rowsell,  and  F.  W.  Vinden  (Hon.  Secretary). 
The  Secretary  submitted  letters  which  he  had  received' 
from  local  members  of  Parliament  in  regard  to  the  increased 
duty  on  spirit  as  it  affects  medicines. — In  regard  to  the 
Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations  it  was- 
resolved,  as  the  Federation  no  longer  performs  any  useful 
functions,  to  discontinue  affiliation. —  A  letter  was  read 
from  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  with  reference  to  the  Pharma- 
cists' Representation  Committee,  and  it  was  resolved  to- 
guarantee  a  subscription  of  5/.  for  the  year.  Members  are 
to  be  asked  for  subscriptions  of  not  less  than  5s. — The 
President  was  appointed  a  delegate  to  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference. 

West  Riding  Federation. 

A  Special  Meeting  of  this  Federation  was  held  on  July  2C 
at  Leeds,  the  President  (Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant)  ir.' 
the  chair.  There  were  alto  present  Messrs.  J.  H.  Beacock 
(Leeds),  R.  W.  Walshaw  and  Broadbent  (fluddersfield), 
W.  H.  Smithies  (Halifax).  G.  W.  Worfolk  (Ilkley),  S.  N. 
Pickard  (Ossett),  R.  Bromfield  and  Gutteridge  (Dews- 
bury). 

The  Situation. — The  President,  in  the  course  of  his- 
address,  referred  to  the  difficulties  which  were  harassing  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  Federation  was  anxious  and 
willing  to  help  the  Society.  The  President  suggested  that 
similar  organisations  to  that  of  the  Federation  should  be 
arranged  to  cover  County  Council  districts.  The  West- 
Riding  Federation  was  the  only  body  which  had  any  locus 
standi  in  dealing  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council  in 
the  matter  of  poison-licences.  Referring  to  the  Pharmacists' 
Representation  Committee  he  said  that  whatever  fund& 
were  obtained  should  be  equally  divided  between  the  two 
political  parties. 

Poison-licences. — The  Secretary  reported  that  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  had  agreed  to  give  the  divisional 
secretaries  notice  of  application  for  poison-licences,  and  that 
so  far  no  licences  had  been  granted  within  the  jurisdiction^ 
of  the  County  Council,  although  some  applications  are  still 
being  considered.  Other  speakers  referred  approvingly 
to  the  action  of  the  Leeds  Association,  which  has  determined 
to  oppose  the  granting  of  licences  to  small  shopkeepers,  but 
not  in  the  case  of  horticultural  dealers. 

B.P.C. — The  question  of  inviting  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  to  Leeds  next  year  was  then  discussed, 
and  it  was  decided  that  the  present  wTas  not  an  opportune 
moment  for  such  an  invitation. 

Formulary. — Mr.  Beacock  then  gave  his  ideas  on  the 
Formulary,  which  it  is  proposed  should  be  issued  by  the 
Federation.  The  President  said  that  he  hoped  a  complete 
plan  for  the  Formulary  would  be  ready  for  the  next  meeting. 

Chinese  Musk. — The  exports  of  musk  from  Chung-king 
(through  the  Imperial  Maritime  Customs)  during  1908  were 
47  catties,  valued  at  12,690  taels,  or  1.692?.  This  shows  a  con- 
siderable falling-off  as  compared  with  previous  years,  values- 
in  1907  being  45^230  taels ;  1906,  37,744  taels  ;  1905  37,392  taels  ; 
1904,  53,792" taels;  and  1903,  43.696  taels  (Haikwan  tael  ir; 
1908  equalled  2s.  8d.).

The  photographic  printing  process  known  as  the  bromoil 
process — collotype  on  paper — is  dealt  with  in  this  book. 
The  method  dates  from  1855,  when  it  was  invented  by 
Poitevin,  but  the  modern  revival  and  extension  of  the 
process  is  due  to  Rawlins,  an  outline  of  whose  work  has 
been  given  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  The  process  is 
very  popular  with  photographers  who  have  leanings  on  the 
pictorial  side  of  their  art. 

The  Hat  Problem.  By  W.  R.  Boelter.  8^x6^.  Illustrated. 
2s.  6d.  (London:  Bale,  Sons  &  Danielsson,  Ltd.,  Great 
Titchfield  Street,  W.) 

The  book  is  evidently  written  for  the  masses,  technicali- 
ties and  the  deeper  coneiderations  being  avoided.  It 
is  well  illustrated,  and  throws  much  interesting  light  on 
the  "  rat  problem."  In  the  first  portion  the  rat  is  con- 
demned on  account  of  its  enormous  destructive  powers,  and 
its  part  in  the  spread  of  disease  is  considered  next.  Tho 
chemist  will  be  naturally  interested  in  the  devices  for  rat- 
destruction.  The  portion  on  poisonous  vermin-killers  is 
short,  and  they  are  classed  as  uncertain  and  dangerous  ; 
while  of  the  bacterial  preparations,  only  Neumann's 
bacillus  is  considered  to  have  proved  its  utility.  The  use 
of  traps  obtains  the  highest  opinion,  and  concerted 
action,  using  all  available  means,  are  stated  to  be  the  only 
effective  remedies.  To  all  interested  in  the  "  rat  problem  " 
the  book  affords  much  useful  information. 

The  Manufacture  of  Varnishes  and  Kindred  Industries, 
based  on  and  including  the  "Drying  Oils  and 
Varnishes"  of  Ach.  Liuache.  Vol.  II.  :  Varnish 
Materials  and  Oil- varnish  Making.  Bv  J.  G. 
McIntosh.  8|x5g.  Pp.209.  lO.s.  6d.  net.  "(London: 
Scott,  Greenwood  &  Son,  8  Broadway,  E.C.) 

The  introductory  chapter  deals  with  the  general 
principles  of  the  uses  and  physical  properties  of  varnish. 
Consideration  is  then  given  to  the  materials  and  recipes 
employed  in  varnish-making,  beginning  with  amber. 
There  is  a  good  chapter  on  copal,  occupying  nearly  fifty 
pages.  A  good  deal  of  space  is  devoted  to  the  processes 
of  assorting,  cleaning,  and  fusing  resins,  and  this  is  fol- 
lowed by  instructions  in  oil-varnish  making,  in  which 
recipes  are  given  for  the  various  varnishes.  Tho  remain- 
ing chapters  deal  with  black  varnishes,  testing  varnish, 
and  the  utilisation  of  residues.  The  book  is  the  best 
modern  work  on  this  subject  with  which  we  are  acquainted. 
Spirit-varnishes  are  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  next  volume. 

Wood  Products,  Distillates,  and  Extracts,  Part  I.  The 
Chemical  Products  of   Wood  Distillation,  Part  II. 
Dyeing  and  Tanning  Extracts  from  Wood.    By  P. 
Dumesny  and  J.  Noter.    Translated  from  the  French 
by  Donald  Grant.     9}  x  6.     Pp.  320.     107  Illustra- 
tions.  10s.  6d.  net.  (London  :  Scott,  Greenwood  &  Son, 
8  Broadway,  E.C.) 
Treats  of  the  following  subjects  :  Carbonising  wood, 
acetic  acid  making,  secondary  products  of  wood  distilla- 
tion (includes  chloroform,  methyl  nitrate,  ethyl  acetate, 
and  amyl  acetate,  acetone,  creosote,  oxalic  acid,  briquetter, 
and  potashes),  analysis  of  raw  materials  and  finished  pro- 
ducts, and  distillation  of  olive  oil  residuals.      The  fore- 
going comprise  Part  I.  of  the  book  and  occupy  127  pages. 
Part  II.  deals  with  tan  wood  extracts  (chestnut,  oak, 
quebracho,  sumac,  etc.),  and  there  are  chapters  on  log- 
wood extract  and  the  analysis  of  tanning  substances.  Tho 
illustrations  show  the  plant  employed   in  the  various 
operations  dealt  with  in  the  book.    To  many  of  our  readers 
in  the  British  Possessions  this  book  will  be  of  special 
interest,  the  subjects  dealt  with  are  those  on  which  wo 
frequently  receive  inquiries  from  over  the  Beas.  The 
Afforestation  Committee's  report  may  lead  to  more  interest 
being  taken  in  this  matter  in  the  United  Kingdom.

Amidol  ( Diamidophenol)  Develorer. 

The  following  will  be  found  an  excellent  developer  for 
bromide-paper  or  lantern-slides  : 

Neutral  sulphito  solution         ...     1  oz. 

Water   ...       ...     3  oz. 

Amidol  or  diamidophenol  (added 

dry)  _  ...    8  grains 

Potassium  bromide  (10-per-cent. 
solution)    ...    10  minims 

Thi6  solution  contains  2  grains  amidol  and  £  grain  bromide 
to  every  ounce  of  developer,  but  for  negatives  the  quantity 
of  amidol  can  be  doubled  with  advantage. 

Decomposition  of  the  Sulphide  Bath. 

It  is  well  known  that  sodium  sulphide  solution  which  has 
been  kept  for  some  time  not  only  fails  to  tone  bromide 
prints  satisfactorily,  but  actually  destroys  the  bleached 
print  entirely.  It  lias  been  suggested  that  this  is  the  result 
of  the  formation  of  sodium  thiosulphate,  and  that  the 
destruction  of  the  print  is  due  to  the  fact  that  nearly  all  the 
sulphide  has  been  decomposed  with  the  formation  of 
"  hypo."  On  the  other  hand,  it  has  been  pointed  out  that 
it  is  not  possible  to  obtain  the  same  result  by  adding  "  hypo  " 
to  the  sulphide  bath.  The  matter  is  worth  looking  into,  and 
presents  an  opportunity  for  some  chemist  with  time  for 
research  work  to  make  some  experiments  with  a  view  to 
ascertaining  precisely  what  change  takes  place  when  a 
sulphide  bath  gets  "  weak." 

Modified  Pyro-soda  Ce /eloper. 

In  regard  to  this  developer,  recommended  some  time  ago 
by  Mr.  John  H.  Gear,  I  have  recently  used  it  in  order  to 
get  the  best  possible  results  with  some  very  short  exposures. 
I  was  surprised  at  the  readiness  with  which  quite  printable 
negatives  are  turned  out  from  some  almost  hopeless  under- 
exposures. Three  solutions  are  made  according  to  the  sub- 
joined formulae  : 

No.  1. 

Pyrogallic  acid    1  oz. 

Citric  acid   30  grains 

Sodium  sulphite  (cryst.)   3  oz. 

Water  to    9  oz. 

No.  2. 

Potassium  bromide    1  oz. 

Water  to    9  oz. 

No.  3. 

Sodium  sulphite  (cryst.)   5  oz. 

Sodium  carbonate  (cryst.)       ...     5  oz. 

Water  to   20  oz. 

Under-exposed  plates  are  treated  by  soaking  them  for  about 
five  minutes  in  a  solution  No.  3  40  minims  and  water  1  oz. 
Twenty  minims  of  No.  1  is  then  added,  and  development 
proceeded  with  until  no  further  detail  appears  in  the 
shadows.  Using  this  method  of  development,  even  the 
worst  cases  are  more  often  than  not  sufficiently  full  of 
detail  for  printing,  and,  providing  development  is  not 
carried  too  far.  the  gradation,  though  naturally  not  all  one 
would  desire,  is  better  than  the  usual  "  soo't-and-white- 
waeh  "  effect  produced  by  gross  under-exposure. 

Development  of  X-ray  Plates. 

A  method  of  physical  development  for  .r-ray  plates  has 
been  worked  out  by  Dr.  Lippo  Cramer.  After  exposure  the 
plate  is  fixed  in  a  25-per-cent.  solution  of  sodium  thiosul- 
phate and  washed  for  half  an  hour  in  running  water.  The 
developer  is  that  of  Neuhauss  and  is  made  by  dissolving — 
Ammonium  sulphocyanide        ...    24  grams 

Sodium  sulphite  (xtal)    24  grams 

Sodium  thiosulphate    5  grams 

Water   80  c.c. 

To  this  solution  4  grams  of  silver  nitrate  dissolved  in  20  c.c. 
of  distilled  water  is  added  slowly  and  with  continual  shak- 
ing. _  Ihe  developer  is  made  by  mixing  1  part  of  the  finished 
solution  with  9  parts  of  water  and  adding  2  parts  of  rodinal 
or  an  equivalent  quantity  of  another  alkaline  developer. 

The  exports  of  scammony-root  and  alkanet-root  from 
Alexandretta  during  1908  amounted  to  27  tons  (688/.),  against 
36  tons  (900/.)  in  1907  and  27 'tons  (675/.)  in  1906. 


Optical  Observations. 

(By  A  Chemist-Optician.) 


When  to  Correct  Squint. 

There  is  a  considerable  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  whether 
the  optician  should  take  any  steps  in  cases  of  squint  which 
may  come  under  his  care  or  whether  he  should  refer  the 
customers  to  the  oculist.  I  think  that  the  optician  should 
use  his  knowledge  to  find  out  the  actual  state  and  amount 
of  the  trouble,  if  only  to  be  able  to  give  his  customer  the  best 
advice  as  to  what  should  be  done  under  the  circumstances. 

The  chief  point  to  remember  is  the  distinction  between 
heterophoria,  or  muscular  imbalance,  and  real  strabismus,  or 
squint.  The  first  of  these  is  really  a  latent  defect,  which 
shows  itself  by  symptoms,  while  the  other  is  the  manifest 
defect  which  is  plainly  visible  in  the  direction  of  the  eyes 
themselves. 

J  n  cases  of  heterophoria  the  refractionist  can  achieve  very 
good  results  by  careful  correction,  but  in  manifest  cases 
where  the  deviation  runs  to  10°  or  12°,  or  where  there  is,  say, 
a  paralytic  condition,  it  is  necessary  to  tell  the  customer 
that  he  will  have  to  seek  medical  advice.  In  other  cases, 
where  the  deviation  is  of  a  low  degree,  proper  lenses  con- 
stantly used  will  frequently  overcome  the  defect. 

Some  Pitfalls  for  the  Optician. 

Here  and  there  among  the  cases  which  come  before  the 
chemist-optician  in  everyday  practice,  one  is  met  with  which 
seems  a  contradiction  to  the  usual  theories  of  refraction  and 
defies  all  efforts  to  correct  it  with  comfort.  Such  an  instance 
is  especially  trying  to  beginners,  and  tends  to  shake  the 
confidence  which  the  refractionist  ought  to  have  in  his 
ability  to  correct  errors  of  vision.  The  following  is  the 
history  of  such  a  case  which  I  have  had  sent  me  recently, 
and  will  illustrate  the  point  in  question.  The  customer  was 
a  man  of  forty  years  of  age.  He  complained  that  his  eyes 
ached  and  watered  a  good  deal,  and  were  especially  tired  in 
the  evenings.  After  the  usual  questions  and  examination 
with  the  retinoscope,  which  indicated  hyperopia,  he  was 
taken  on  to  the  test  types,  which  gave  the  same  results.  He 
was  eventually  fitted  with  +2.0  D.  sph.  in  both  eyes  for 
constant  wear.  The  ophthalmoscope  showed  a  normal 
fundus,  and  there  w7as  no  history  of  illness  or  disease.  At 
the  end  of  a  fortnight  he  came  back  with  a  complaint  that 
the  glasses  tried  his  eyes  very  much  and  were  not  comfort- 
able, so  he  was  very  carefully  re-tested,  with  precisely  the 
same  results.  No  astigmatism  was  found,  although  espe- 
cially looked  for  as  a  probable  cause  of  the  trouble.  The 
glasses  were  reduced  to  +1.50  D.  sph.  with  the  idea  that 
perhaps  they  were  too  strong  to  be  comfortable  for  constant 
wear.  The  customer  was  instructed  to  return  and  report 
progress,  which  he  did  with  no  better  result.  He  then  went 
to  one  of  the  leading  ophthalmic  hospitals,  and  was  given  a 
tonic  mixture  and  ordered  to  wear  plain  smoked  glasses. 
This  treatment  was  continued  for  two  months  with  no  effect 
on  the  general  asthenopia.  This  is,  I  consider,  a  heart- 
breaking case  for  an  optician,  as  the  details  gave 
no  clue  whatever,  and  in  the  course  of  testing  there  has  been 
no  detail  left  out  which  would  afford  an  indication  of  tho 
trouble. 

Other  Points. 

I  remember  an  instance  of  a  boy  who  had  been  corrected 
in  this  way  by  an  optician.  His  parents  were  afterwards 
persuaded  that  an  optician  was  not  a  safe  man  for  such 
cases,  and  they  took  him  first  to  a  London  specialist  and 
then  over  to  Germany  to  see  a  well-known  oculist.  The 
result  was  a  prescription  for  +1.0  D.  sph.  both  eyes  for 
constant  wear — exactly  what  had  been  fitted  in  the  first 
instance.  When  using  the  terms  to  describe  heterophoria 
always  remember  that  the  words  exophoria,  esophoria, 
etc.,  refer  to  the  actual  movements  of  the  eye,  and  not 
to  the  image.  The  misunderstanding  of  this  gives  rise 
to  a  good  deal  of  trouble  to  students  when  testing.  Another 
thing  which  should  be  made  a  note  of  is  that  when  testing 
with  a  Maddox  rod  if  the  subject  says  that  the  streak  of 
light  has  moved  to  the  right  then  the  eye  has  turned  to  the 
left,  and  vice  versa.  These  details  should  be  thoroughly- 
grasped,  as  the  knowledge  tends  to  much  greater  facility 
in  recognising  the  defects. 
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Scientific  Progress. 

Temperatures  und»r  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Vitality  at  low  Temperatures.— Paul  Becquerel,  in  a 
communication  to  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences,  on  April  19, 
stated  that  seeds  of  lucerne,  mustard,  and  wheat  retained 
their  vitality  and  germinated  (except  one  out  of  five  wheat 
grains)  after  being  exposed  to  a  temperature  of  boiling  liquid 
air  for  three  weeks  and  afterwards  cooled  to  that  of  boiling 
ihydrogen  (-253°)  for  seventy-seven  hours. 

Chloroxylonine  from  East  Indian  Satin-wood. — 
■S.  J.  Manson  Auld  has  separated  from  East  Indian  satin- 
wood  (derived  from  Chloroxylon  Stoietenia)  an  alkaloid  of 
the  formula  C2!Hs,0,N  which  cannot  be  identified  with  any 
[known  base,  two  inert  resins,  a  peculiar  protein  compound, 
fixed  oil,  and  calcium  oxalate  ("  Proc.  Chern.  Soc,"  No.  356, 
p.  148).  It  is  proposed  to  name  the  alkaloid  chloroxylonine . 
The  alkaloid  is  a  weak  monacidic  base.  It  melts  at  182°-183°, 
■contains  tour  methuxyl  groups,  and  is  lasvorotatory,  \a  DH 
-9°  18'.  Professor  Cash,  of  Aberdeen,  is  investigating  the 
physiological  properties  of  the  alkaloid.  It  appears  to  bo 
capable  of  inducing  dermatitis  similar  to  that  caused  by  the 
wood. 

Sicilian  Aloes.— Dr.  G  Condo-Vissicchio  communicates  to 
•the  "  Archiv  der  Pharmazie,"  April  3,  1909,  p.  81,  a  paper 
on  the  aloes  that  grows  in  Sicily,  which  is  Aloe  vulgaris, 
Lamarck.  The  paper  gives  a  very  full  account  of  tho  col- 
lection of  the  juice,  which,  when  fresh,  was  found  to  have 
a  specific  gravity  of  1.06  to  1.08,  and  the  behaviour  towards 
reagents  is  fully  described  ;  also  the  preparation  of  the  solid 
■aloes.  The  juice  obtained  at  different  dates  from  March  13 
to  May  10  yielded  dry  matter  amounting  to  8.20  per  cent,  on 
'the  former  date,  and  gradually  increased  to  25,55  per  cent,  on 
May  10.  An  aloin  was  prepared  from  it.  to  which  the  name 
"  sicaloin  "  is  given,  and  it  is  compared  with  five  other  known 
aloins.  It  differs  from  all  in  giving  a  colourless  watery 
solution,  and  no  colour  with  iodic  acid,  a  colourless  solution 
with  cupro-reagent  in  the  cold  and  green  when-  warmed. 
"Klunge's.  Schonteten's,  and  Borntriiger's  reagent  gave  nega- 
tive results.  The  crystallised  sicaloin  gave  figures  on  analysis 
corresponding  with  CisHaoOr. 

A  Radium  Substitu  e.  —  Mr.  Frederick  Soddy 
has  recently  in  "  Nature  "  compared  radio-thorium  with 
vadium.  Tho  comparison  arises  in  connection  with  ;'  a  new 
cival  to  radium"  in  "  thor-rad-x,  discovered  by  Dr.  Skillman 
Bailey,  of  Chicago"  (C.  <£•  Z>.,  March  6,  p.  361),  which  bears 
an  obvious  resemblance  to  radio-thorium,  one  of  the  most 
interesting  and  promising  members  of  the  radio-active 
hierarchy.  In  the  glowing  accounts  of  the  "new  body," 
•it  is  stated  to  possess  all  the  curative  properties  of  radium 
without  the  baneful  after-elt'ects,  while  the  apparently  un- 
limited supply  is  to  bring  it  within  the  reach  of  persons  with 
•moderate  means.  When  placed  in  contact  with  the  negative 
pole  of  a  magnet  it  becomes  luminous  (  !  ).  It  colours  glass, 
and  is  of  immenso  value  commercially.  According  to 
accounts,  Dr.  Bailey  has  found  a  positive  remedy  for  looo- 
motor-ataxy,  cancer,  and  other  maladies  that  have  long 
baffled  the  medical  profession.  The  cure  of  all  ills  and  the 
■prolongation  of  life  are  also  airily  referred  to.  Turning  from 
what  he  describes  as  "  the  monotonously  familiar  exploitation 
of  knowledge,"  Mr.  Soddy  states  that  thorium  x,  a  decomposi- 
tion-product of  radio-thorium,  was  the  first  product  of 
thorium  to  be  recognised  and  separated  by  Rutherford  and 
Soddy,  who  found  it  in  tho  solution  left  after  precipitating 
thorium  with  ammonia.  The  thorium  x  is  now  known  to  be 
a  product  of  radio-thorium,  which  is  precipitated  with  the 
thorium,  while  another  intermediate  product  has  been  found 
oetween  radio-thorium  and  thorium — namely,  meso-thorium. 
which  produces j3  rays  only.  In  all  probability  the  whole  of 
"the  radio-thorium  yet  prepared  is  re-formed  from  the  easily 
separated  meso-thorium  which  is  left  in  the  ammonia  pre- 
cipitation with  the  thorium  x,  and  not  ready  made  radio- 
thorium  separated  from  thorium,  as  investigators  first  thought. 
Rutherford  suggested  that  the  easily  separable  meso-thorium 
and  its  spontaneous  decomposition-products  might  serve  as  a 
cheap  and  effective  substitute  for  radium  in  many  purposes. 
It  could  bo  obtained  from  the  thorium-salts  used  by  the  ton 
in  the  Welsbach  industry  without  any  injury  to  the  incan- 
descent properties  of  the  commercial  product.  At  first  the 
meso-thorium  would  only  yiold  /3  rays,  but  in  the  course  of 
a  few  years  the  x  radiation  would  develop  as  radio-thorium 
and  its  products  were  formed.  The  substance  would  then 
comprise  the  radio-activity  of  large  amounts  of  thorium  in 
a.  small  compass,  and  for  most  purposes  Euch  a  body  would 
'be  as  valuable  as  radium,  while  its  comparative  lack  of 
permanence  would  be  counteracted  by  its  cheapness.  Mr. 
Soddy  hopes  the  thorium  manufacturers  are  following  up  the 
suggestion.

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

MVE  misadventures  are  included  in  the  twelve  fatalities 


that  have  been  recorded  from  poisoning  this  week. 
Charles  Constable  (43)  injected  an  excessive  amount  of  mor- 
phino  solution,  with  fatal  consequences.  The  chemist  who 
supplied  the  injection  was  under  the  impression  that  de- 
ceased was  still  under  the  physician's  care. — An  inquiry  was 
held  at  Richmond  into  the  death  of  Nusserwang  D.  Fracis, 
an  East  Indian  merchant  residing  in  the  locality,  who  died 
from  an  overdose  of  sleeping-mixture.  Dr.  Wilson  deposed 
that  the  mixture  contained  42  grains  of  chloral  hydrate  and 
30  min.  of  morphine  solution  in  each  dose.  Deceased  obtained 
a  copy  of  the  prescription,  which  was  prescribed  for  a  lady 
he  met  at  Torquay,  by  writing  to  a  chemist  in  Bury,  Lanes. 
The  latter  demurred  at  first,  but  supplied  a  copy  on  a  fee 
being  forthcoming.  Mr.  Fracis,  who  did  not  use  a  medicine 
glass,  was  warned  that  such  doses  were  attended  with  grave 
risks.  The  Coroner  said,  ho  probably  drank  from  the  bottle. 
It  was  appalling  that  such  medicines  could  be  obtained  witli 
ease.  In  reply  to  a  question,  Dr.  Wilson  said  that  there  was 
nothing  on  the  bottle  to  indicate  that  a  chemist  dispensed,  tho 
mixture.  II©  would  not  give  such  a  medicine.  A  verdict  of 
death  by  misadventure  was  returned,  the  jury  suggesting  that 
the  chemist  who  supplied  the  copy  of  the  prescription  be 
communicated  with.  The  coroner  concurred. — Harold  S. 
Ruddell  (33),  solicitor,  who  was  found  dead  from  poisoning 
in  a  photographic  dark-room  at  Greenwich.  It  is  supposed 
that  some  form  of  opium  was  the  lethal  agent  used. — A  Cardiff 
servant  named  Mary  Ellen  Evans  died  from  the  effects  of 
taking  carbolic  acid  to  cure  her  toothache. — A  fisherman 
named  Benjamin  J.  Carrington  (58),  who  suffered  from  cancer, 
ended  his  existence  by  taking  6  oz.  of  crude  carbolic  acid. 
The  local  sanitary  authority  supplied  the  lethal  agent,  and 
tho  surveyor,  who  stated  that  he  did  not  know  it  was  poison, 
undertook  to  put  a  poison  label  on  the  bottle  in  future. — An 
unknown  man  died  in  the  Hammersmith  Hospital  from  the 
effects  of  taking  poison.  An  empty  packet  labelled  oxalic 
acid  was  found  in  his  pocket. — Martha  Robinson  (53),  weaver, 
poisoned  herself  at  Nelson  by  taking  salt  of  lemon. — The  same 
poison  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by  Bessie  Ayres  (38) 
at  Newport  (Mon.). — Mary  E.^Peter  died  at  Anerley  from  an 
accidental  overdose  of  veronal.  Deceased  had  apparently 
taken  it  in  five  tablets.  Dr.  Enraght  said  it  was  a  shame  the 
drug  should  be  sold  openly  in  bottles  of  twenty-five  tablets. — 
The  two-year-old  child  of  Henry  Fitzgerald,  of  Hull,  obtained 
a  bottle  containing  tincture  of  iodine  and  swallowed  a  quan- 
tity, with  fatal  results.  The  mother  neglected  to  call  in  a 
doctor  because  she  thought,  the  child  "  would  be  all  right." — 
Agnes  Violet  Finnis  (65)  died  in  the  Teddington  Cottage  Hos- 
pital from  the  effects  of  taking  spirits  of  salts.  She  obtained 
3  oz.  of  the  poison  from  two  Teddington  chemists. — Thomas 
Bayes  Crowe  (44).  labourer,  committed  suicide  at  Norwich  by 
taking  a  "  corrosive  poison."

Lead  salts  brisk  and 
prices  well  maintained.  Coal-tar  products  dull,  with  little 
change  in  prices  on  the  week. 

Continental  Herb  and  Drug  Market. 

Alcohol. — The  Gorman  Spirit  "  Central  "  has  raised  the 
price  of  refined  spirit  by  10  marks  per  hectolitre  to  66  marks. 
This  is  in  view  of  the  increased  taxation.  Denatured  spirits 
are  not  affected  by  the  increased  tax,  and  remain  unaltered. 
The  "  Central  "  has  turned  to  its  own  account  the  difference 
between  the  future  spirit  tax,  which  will  be  raised  to  125  marks 
from  October  1,  and  the  supplemental  tax,  which  will  amount 
to  35  marks  per  hectolitre.  As  tho  Excise  duty  has  up  to 
the  present  amounted  to  70  marks  and  the  supplemental  duty 
to  35  marks  (together  105  marks),  and  the  new  duty  will 
amount  to  125  marks,  the  difference  between  the  taxation  of 
spirit  under  the  former  and  the  new  order  amounts  to  20m.. 
so  that  the  central  is  making  a  profit  of  10m.,  or  half  tho 
tax  difference. 

Balsam  of  Peru. — Holders  are  making  every  effort  to  keep 
up  high  quotations  owing  to  the  fact  that  Peru  has  no  more 
cheap  stuff  for  exportation.  Nevertheless  cheap  offers  are 
being  made  so  as  to  clear  stocks  in  view  of  larger  arrivals, 
13.25m.  to  13.50m.  per  kilo,  being  the  latest  quotations. 

Cascara  Sagrada. — Supplies  in  Hamburg  are  getting  low, 
and  as  the  demand  is  as  high  as  ever,  quotations  have  ad- 
vanced to  80m.  per  100  kilos. 

Citric  Acid. — Though  with  the  warmer  weather  demand  is 
more  active,  manufacturers  are  obliged  to  reduce  their  prices 
to  create  demand,  and  for  the  present  there  is  no  prospect  of 
an  improvement  in  the  general  situation. 

Insect  Flowers. — From  Trieste  it  is  reported  that  this 
season's  crop  is  poor.  In  Dalmatia,  where  the  flowers  used 
to  be  cultivated,  the  peasants  now  find  the  cultivation  of 
tobacco  more  profitable.  This  season's  crop  is  about  two- 
thirds  smaller  than  last  year's  one,  and  all  lots  placed  upon  the 
market  find  immediate  buyers  at  steadily  rising  prices.  There 
lias  been  an  advance  of  50  per  cent,  since  the  beginning  of  the 
harvest,  and  a  further  rise  in  prices  may  be  anticipated.  Tho 
harvest  of  wild  flowers  is  also  poor. 

Neroli  Oil. — The  growers  of  orange-flowers  have  once  more 
dictated  prices  to  the  distillers,  who  were  compelled  to  ask 
higher  initial  prices  than  were  asked  last  year.  This  sudden 
rise  was  followed  by  a  corresponding  falling-off  in  buying,  so 
that  a  reduction  took  place,  and  the  low  prices  ruling  at  this 
period  last  year  have  again  been  reached.  It  is  thought  that 
a  further  reduction  will  take  place. 

Santonin  is  scarce  on  the  spot,  as  the  Russian  manufactory 
is  said  to  be  so  busy  that  their  deliveries  only  suffice  to  fulfil 
old-standing  obligations.  Holders  on  spot  are  therefore  ask- 
ing considerably  higher  prices,  though  no  official  rise  in  price 
has  taken  place. 

Tartaric  Acid. — The  demand  is  confined  to  quite  normal 
limits,  and  neither  the  warmer  season  nor  lower  prices  have 
contributed  to  further  the  demand.  A  further  reduction  is 
anticipated  on  the  part  of  the  German  makers,  as  it  is  consi- 
dered that  further  measures  will  not  fail  to  be  taken  against 
the  sale  of  foreign  acid. 

Thymol.-- ;Manufacturers  having  agreed  to  a  uniform  quo- 
tation, an  improvement  in  the  market  is  noticeable,  the 
present  quotations  being  12m.  per  kilo. 

American  Drug-market. 

New  York,  July  13. 

Business  in  drugs  has  improved  somewhat  since  my  last 
letter,  and  the  turnover  is  now  almost  normal  for  the  season. 
A  few  price  changes  have  occurred.  Opium,  cascara,  spear- 
mint oil,  and  menthol  are  easier. 

Aloes. — Case  Curacao  is  in  moderate  demand,  and  quota- 
tions are  unaltered  at  63c.  to  7c.  but  with  a  tendency  towards 
easier  prices  on  firm  orders.  Values  of  other  varieties  are 
steady. 

Asafetida. — Under  the  influences  previously  noted,  prices 
continue  to  harden.  55c.  being  now  considered  the  best  terms 
available  for  U.S. P.  goods. 

Canada  Balsam. — There  is  no  relief  to  the  scarcity  in  sight, 
and  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  new  crop  prices  continue  firm 
at  $7  per  gal.  Oregon  is  steady  at  former  prices  of  $1.25  to 
$1.30. 

Cascara  Sagrada  continues  in  very  quiet  demand,  dealers 
and  consumers  operating  conservatively  pending  the  receipt 


of  more  definite  information  regarding  the  new  peel.  Tho 
combination  formed  at  the  coast  lor  the  purpose  of  exploiting 
cascara  is  reported  to  have  split  up,  owing  to  inability  to  con- 
trol either  the  now  or  the  old  bank,  the  latter  especially  being 
in  largo  supply  and  widely  distributed.  The  current  spot 
prices  of  8c.  to  9c.  are  rather  nominal  in  the  present  un- 
developed state  at  the  primary  market. 

Copaiba  is  moving  freely,  but  with  supplies  fully  equal  to 
the  demand.  Prices  for  C.  <fc  S.  American  remain  steady  at 
45c.  to  50c.  Para  is  worth  52^0.  to  55c,  according  to  grade 
and  seller. 

GuARANA  is  in  quiet  demand,  and  $1.65  will  buy. 

Hydrastis. — Little  business  has  been  done  in  this  market, 
and,  while  country  holders  are  steady  in  their  views,  spot 
dealers  find  it  necessary  to  shade  in  order  to  induce  sales. 
Open  quotations  are  2c.  lower  at  $1.78  for  prime  fall-dug. 

IPECAC. — Rio  continues  in  upward  tendency,  $1.50  being 
now  usually  asked,  although  in  some  quarters  $1.45  is  still 
accept  able.    Cartagena  is  quoted  at  95c.  to  $1.05. 

Jalap  is  slow  but  firm  at  45c. 

Mandrake  continues  in  light  supply  on  spot,  and  prices 
for  desirable  grades  are  firm  at  8c. 

Menthol. — Consumers  are  now  pretty  well  supplied,  and 
with  a  falling-off  in  the  demand  prices  aro  lower  bv  10c.  at 
$2.40. 

Opium. — Tho  trend  of  prices  continues  downward,  _  $4.15 
being  now  quoted  for  case  lots.  An  increase  to  $1.50  in  the 
tariff  is  now  pretty  cortain,  but  the  favourable  crop  news 
from  primary  sources  more  than  offsets  that  factor  in  in- 
fluencing prices. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American)  is  in  quiet  demand  at  $1.45  to 
$1.50  for  "  tin  "  oil  in  a  moderate  way.  Primary  markets  aro 
reported  steady  but  quiet,  in  anticipation  of  a  fair-sized  crop. 

Peru  Balsam  is  in  good  supply  and  easy  at  $1.65  for  U.S. P. 

Serpentary  is  scarce  on  spot,  and  with  doubt  regarding  tho 
primary  situation  some  holders  refuse  to  shade  55c.  The 
reported  shortage  in  the  gathering  districts  is  denied  by  other 
dealers,  who  consider  5Cc.  a  fair  market  basis. 


German  Customs  Regulations. 

The  Board  of  Trade  desire  to  draw  the  attention  of  British 
traders  to  the  German  regulations  under  which  firms  who 
export  goods  to  Germany  may  address  to  the  Central  Customs 
Office  of  tho  district  in  which  the  final  clearance  of  the  goods 
is  to  be  effected  an  application  for  an  authoritative  decision 
as  to  tho  rate  of  Customs  duty  leviable  thereon.  It  is  thought 
that  if  British  exporters  sending  goods  to  Germany  for  the 
first  time  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  provided  by 
these  regulations,  many  disputes  with  the  German  Customs 
officials  at  the  time  of  the  actual  importation  of  the  goods, 
with  the  resulting  expense  and  inconvenience,  might  be 
avoided. 

Formosan  Camphor 

According  to  the  "Oriental  Druggist"  the  proceeds  of  the 
Formosan  Government  monopolies  for  the  1907-8  fiscal  year 
amounted  to  9,616,770  yen,  against  13,851,411  yen  for  the 
1906-7  fiscal  year.  Such  a  decline  in  the  proceeds  is  partly  due 
to  tobacco  and  salt,  but  principally  to  camphor.  The  dulne?s 
of  the  celluloid  business,  consequent  on  the  inactivity  in 
Europe  and  America,  had  greatly  affected  the  camphor 
business,  taken  in  conjunction  with  an  increasing  production 
thereof  in  China.  The  Government  have  decided  not  to  lay 
importance  on  the  camphor  revenue  in  future,  and  estimato 
2,748,125  yen  only  as  tho  profit  for  the  1909-10  fiscal  vear, 
against  over  5,369,000  yen  estimated  for  1908-9. 

Copper  Sulphate  in  France. 

In  his  report  for  1903  tho  British  Consul  at  Bordeaux  states 
that  tho  imports  of  copper  sulphate  into  that  port  amounted 
to  11,071  m.  tons,  or  4,635  tons  more  than  in  1907,  this  being 
practically  all  from  tho  United  Kingdom.  The  total  importa- 
tion into  France  was  about  18,143  tons.  The  great  improve- 
ment in  business  was  the  more  marked  in  that  French  makers, 
whose  output  increases  in  importance  every  year,  turned  out  ■ 
their  maximum  production.  It  is  difficult  to  estimato  the 
amount  of  the  latter,  which  may  range  from  20,000  tons  to 
25,000  tons,  or  more.  The  Cornubia  Works  at  Bordeaux, 
erected  in  1907,  brought  only  some  4,000  tons  on  the  market, 
although  it  is  asserted  they  can  turn  out  double  that  quantity. 
This  was  due  to  the  company's  acid-plant  not  being  completed, 
but  this  important  works  must,  the  Consul  remarks,  hence- 
forth exert  a  considerable  influence  and  curtail  the  future 
importation  of  copper  sulphate  into  Bordeaux,  since  its  situa- 
tion will  enable  it  to  reach  profitably  other  French  ports  and 
the  interior.  Prices  ran  from  48s.  per  100  kilos._  at  tho 
beginning  of  1908,  fell  gradually,  reaching  21.  Is.  M.  in  June, 
and  remained  between  that  figure  and  21.  during  the  rest  of 
the  year. 

Formosan  Peppermint  Oil. 

Tho  production  of  peppermint  oil  at  Bokusekikakau,  in 
Taito,  Formosa,  is  a  new  industry,  which  appears  to  be 
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attended  with  success,  though  the  undertaking  is  in  the  experi- 
mental stage,  and  the  first  year's  crop  was  reaped  in  1908. 
There  were  three  crops  in  the  year,  the  first  showing  990  lb. 
per  acre,  the  second  3,200  lb.,  and  the  third  2,310  lb.  ;  in  all 
6,500  lb.  of  leaf.  This  produced  about  105  lb.  of  peppermint 
oil,  which,  valued  at  6s.  per  lb.,  the  average  price  in  Kobe, 
realised  31?.  10s.  per  acre.  The  cost  of  production  was  about 
20?.  per  acre,  leaving  a  profit  of  about  11?.  to  12?.  per  acre. 

Java  Government  Cinchona. 

The  Director  of  the  Government  cinchona  plantations  in 
Java  states  that  the  temperature  throughout  the  first  quarter 
of  1909  was  normal,  and  the  rainfall  up  to  the  average  of  the 
last  five  years.  In  January  and  February  there  were  the 
usual  violent  winds,  degenerating  into  actual  storms  from 
January  6  to  8  and  February  5  to  6,  which  caused  some 
damage  to  young  plants.  At  Tjinjiroewan,  owing  to  the 
collapse  of  a  bridge,  half  an  acre  of  young  plants  was 
destroyed.  The  exports  consisted  of  120,344  half-kilos,  of 
Succirubra  bark  and  32,069  half-kilos,  of  Ledgeriana,  mainly 
of  druggists'  quality,  which  is  best  gathered  in  the  rainy 
season.  At  Poontjak  Gedeh  a  start  was  made  in  thinning 
the  Mengsel  Riocng-Goenoeng  plantation,  formed  in  1904,  the 
trees  being  placed  3  ft.  by  3  ft.  From  this  in  1907  the  yield  of 
bark  was  150  kilos,  per  acre,  rising  to  250  in  1908  and  500  in 
1909.  In  some  parts  650  kilos,  per  acre  was  obtained  this 
vear.  The  percentage  of  alkaloid  in  the  bark  harvested  was 
7.5  and  7.6  for  1907  and  1908  respectively,  and  in  1909  11.25 
for  stem  and  7.05  for  branch  bark.  These  results  indicate  that 
thick  planting  is  remunerative,  provided  that  proper  working 
of  the  ground  to  encourage  the  development  of  a  good  root 
system  is  arranged  for.  Very  little  trouble  was  experienced 
with  disease  during  the  quarter.  The  total  harvest  in  1908 
amounted  to  1,840,173  half-kilos.,  as  compared  with  1,795,431 
in  the  previous  year,  and  the  net  profit  was  212.000(1. 
During  the  year  a  quantity  of  poor  Robusta  bark  in  quills 
and  chips  was  marketed.  The  chips,  containing  the  equivalent 
<>f  2.65  per  cent,  of  quinine  sulphate,  sold  at  22c.  per  half- 
kilo,  and  the  quills,  containing  1.9  per  cent,  of  quinine  sul- 
phate, brought  163c.  per  half-kilo. 

Microchemical  researches  on  the  function  of  alkaloids  in  the 
cinchona  plant  are  being  continued,  and  it  is  shown  that 
while  the  actual  percentage  of  alkaloids  in  the  leaves 
diminishes  with  ago  the  total  amount  in  the  same  number  of 
leaves  increases,  thus  confirming  du  Pasquier's  results  with 
the  alkaloids  of  the  tea  plant.  The  usual  table  of  the  distribu- 
tion of  varieties  in  the  nurseries  and  plantations  at  the  different, 
gardens  is  given,  from  which  it  appears  that  there  are  2.765.000 
plants  in  the  nurseries.  The  trees  in  the  plantations  number 
5,825,000,  made  un  as  follows:  Ledgoriana  3,837.000.  Succi- 
rubra 318,800.  "  hybrid  "  384,000,  and  Robusta  1.286,000.

Sudan  Gums. 

A  Router  message  from  Khartoum  states  that  the  extension 
of  the  Sudan  Government  railway  line  south  of  Khar- 
toum, which  forms  another  stage  in  the  Cape-to-Cairo 
railway,  is  now  being  rapidly  proceeded  with.  The  line  will 
eventually  cross  the  desert  from  the  Blue  Nile  to  the  White 
Nile,  whore  a  bridge  is  already  under  construction  at  Kosti 
to  carry  it  up  to  El  Obeid  in  Kordofan.  There  it  will  tap 
the  centre  of  the  gum  trade.  At  present  gums  are  brought 
down  by  camel  to  the  river  and  thence  by  boat  to  Omdurman, 
which  has  always  been  the  great  centre  for  sorting  and  selling. 
From  there  it  has  to  be  reloaded  into  boats  to  cross  the  river, 
and  loaded  on  to  the  railway  on  the  other  side  for  Port 
Sudan.  When  it  is  possible  to  place  the  gum  on  trucks  at 
El  Obeid  for  direct  transport  bv  rail  to  Port  Sudan,  most 
of  the  merchants  will  move  from  Omdurman  to  El  Obeid. 


Japanese  Camphor. 

The  result  of  the  Formosa  camphor-industry  during  190S 
shows  a  decrease  in  exports  of  one  million  kin  as  compared! 
with  1907,  while  the  price  has  dropped  about  9  sen  per  kin  in 
comparison  with  the  previous  year.  The  total  quantity 
exported  in  1908  was  2,073.000  kin,  valued  at  2.212.706  yen, 
as  compared  with  3,090,950  kin,  valued  at  3.567,449  yen  in 
1907.  The  following  table  shows  the  destination,  quantity, 
and  values  of  exports  :

Ceylon  Cardamoms. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Planters'  Association  of  Ceylon 
for  1908  states  that,  owing  to  the  prolonged  drought,  the 
cardamon  crops  were  generally  irregular,  the  fruit  smaller,- 
and  the  bulk  of  the  crop  gathered  from  the  top  fields.  Prieeo- 
were  lower  than  in  the  previous  year,  ranging  from  60c. 
per  lb.  for  green  dried  to  Rs.  1.35  per  lb.  for  bleached  in 
the  local  market,  and  the  top  price  for  bleached  in  London 
was  equal  to  Rs.  2.8  per  lb.  Prospects  for  1909  are  pro- 
mising, as  there  is  a  good  show  of  fruit  for  the  first  quarter, 
but  at  present  750.000  lb.  is  the  estimated  crop  for  the  yoa*v 
A  further  sum  of  Rs.  2.531  was  spent  during  the  year  in 
advertising  Ceylon  cardamoms. 

Afghanistan  Opium. 

It  may  be  noted  as  a  curious  fact  that  just  when  the 
cultivation  of  opium  is  being  reduced  in  India  the  poppy  has. 
sprung  into  favour  in  Afghanistan.  It  is  officially  stated 
that  in  1906-7  Afghan  opium  was  for  the  first  time  imported? 
into  the  Punjab.  It  came  through  Peshawar,  and  125  cwt. 
were  received  during  the  year.  The  explanation  given  is 
that  the  opium  is  of  good  quality,  pure,  moro  liked  by 
smokers  than  excise  opium,  and  likely  to  take  the  place  of 
Malwa  opium  in  the  public  taste.  The  Excise  Commissioner 
of  the  Punjab  stated  that:  "Not  improbably  dealers,  who- 
will  lose  the  profits  they  have  been  making  on"Malwa  opium, 
have  found  in  Afghan  opium  a  good  paying  article  of  which 
they  can  push  the  sal'1.  The  imposition  of  adequate  taxa- 
tion upon  it  is,  therefore,  a  matter  of  importance  before  the 
situation  is  complicated  by  the  development  of  a  large  trade." 
It  would  be  interesting  to  learn  how  the  cultivation  of  the 
poppy  has  suddenly  extended  in  Afghanistan  so  as  to  admit 
of  the  exportation  of  opium  to  Northern  India. 

Cottonseed  Oil  in  Trieste. 

The  British  Consul  at  Trieste  reports  that  the  prohibition, 
duty  on  cottonseed  oil  has  reduced  a  thriving  trade  to  nothing- 
The  American,  which  from  its  colour  and  taste  was  generally 
used  for  blending  with  olive  oil,  especially  with  the  Greek, 
Albanian,  Dalmatian,  and  Istrian  qualities  on  account  of  their 
strong  taste,  has  no  chance  of  entering  Austria-Hungary 
with  a  duty  of  48  crowns  (2?.)  per  quintal,  and  as  Austria- 
Hungary  does  not  produce  edible  oils  beyond  strongly 
flavoured  olive  oil,  the  consequence  has  been  to  double  the- 
prioes  of  all  the  commoner  edible  oils.  The  Spremitura  di  Olii 
Vegetali  has  succeeded  in  making  cotton-seed  oil  from 
Egyptian  seed,  but  the  prices  are  prohibitive  for  use  as  blend- 
ing oil.  At  the  beginning  of  1907  the  price  of  cottonseed  oil, 
thanks  to  the  enormous  stocks  warehoused  by  Trieste  mer- 
chants before  the  duty  was  raised,  varied  from  62  to  74' 
crowns  (2?.  lis.  8d.  to  "3?.  Is.  Sd.)  per  100  kilos.,  duty  paid, 
but  rose  towards  the  middle  of  the  year  to  103  to  110  crowns, 
and  has  remained  at  that  level  since  then.  All  the  protests- 
of  the  merchants,  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  federations- 
have  been  of  no  avail.  Efforts  are  now  being  made  to  purify 
linseed  oil  for  blending  purposes. 

Sierra  Leone  Ginger. 

The  Colonial  Office  report  for  1907  on  Sierra  Leone  remarks 
that  hitherto  the  cultivation  of  ginger  has  been  con- 
fined to  the  Colony,  but  that  the  introduction  of 
improved  methods  of  preparation,  resulting  in  better  prices 
being  obtained  in  the  European  markets,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Farmers'  Association,  have  done  much 
to  improve  the  output,  and  its  cultivation  has  now  been  ex- 
tended to  the  Ronietta  district  of  the  Protectorate.  The  crop 
which  was  obtained  in  that  district  proved  to  be  of  better 
quality  than  that  grown  in  the  Colony.

The  New  Certificate. 
Sir, — You  say  the  new  certificate  has  been  explained  as 
"  a  kind  of  modified  compulsion  on  the  successful  Minor 
candidates  to  become  members  of  the  Society."  Would 
it  not  be  more  charitable  to  regard  it  as  an  act  of  kindness, 
intended  to  save  the  newly  fledged  pharmacist  a  shilling 
on  the  cost  of  framing  ?  To  one  who  has  had  to  pay  the 
examination-fees  three  or  four  times  over — which,  I  believe, 
a  good  many  have  to  do — even  so  small  a  saving  might  bo 
acceptable.  As  regards  the  wording  of  the  certificate, 
I  do  not  see  any  essential  difference  between  it  and  tho 
one  it  supersedes.  Surely  the  possession  of  "  sufficient 
skill  and  knowledge  "  implies  "  qualification  "  in  the  sense 
in  which  that  word  is  used  in  the  Act '!  The  essential  fact 
is  left  out  of  both  certificates.  The  Act  says  not  only  that 
the  successful  candidate  shall  obtain  a  certificate  of  qualifi- 
cation, but  that  he  shall  be  "entitled  to  registration"; 
which  means,  if  it  means  anything,  that  not  only  shall  ho 
be  declared  legally  capable  of  registration,  but  shall  have 
a  legal  right  to  it.  This,  apparently,  has  never  beenstated 
in  the  Minor  certificate :  but  probably  the  omission  is  due. 
not  to  any  sinister  design,  but  to  sheer  stupidity  on  the 
part  of  the  officers  of  the  Society.  English  is  not,  and  never 
has  been,  their  strong  point.

Deputation  to  Mr.  Birrell. 
Sir,— In  your  last  issue  (p.  98)  Mr.  Richard  Blair  tries 
to  make  a  point  by  asking  if  Mr.  Birrell  would  allow  a 
body  of  traders  to  act  as  lawyers  if  they  registered  them- 
selves as  a  limited  company  and  employed  an  attorney 
to  act  for  them.  I  think  this  kind  of  thing  is  too  far- 
fetched to  be  seriously  brought  forward  by  a  responsible 
person  like  Mr.  Blair.  '  If  it  suits  me,  for  personal  or  family 
reasons,  to  carry  on  business  as  a  limited  company  (tho 
public  not  being  in  any  way  affected  or  in  the  remotest 
degree  prejudiced),  is  that  any  reason  why  I,  a  fellow- 
member  of  the  Society  with  Mr.  Blair,  should  be  debarred 
of  the  right  which  he  possesses  to  give  certificates  to  his 
apprentices?  Mr.  Blair  advises  the  limited  companies  to 
"  stir  themselves"  and  become  qualified  by  examination. 
He  forgot  to  add  that,  in  the  case  of  Hayes.  Conynghnm  & 
Robinson,  Ltd..  who  stirred  themselves  accordingly,  all  the 
power,  influence,  and  resources  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  were  employed  in  a  bitter  but  vain 
struggle  to  prevent  that  company  from  the  exercise  of  its 
undoubted  rights.  In  these  circumstances  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  Sir  Thomas  Robinson  is  not  a  prime  favourite 
at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  But  Sir  Thomas,  besides  being 
a  keen  and  practical  business  man.  is  liberal  and  broad- 
minded,  and  does  not  take  the  narrow  and  selfish  view  that, 
because  he  and  his  company  are  in  a  safe  position,  he  does 
not  care  about  anv  other  company.  Therefore,  although 
he  "has  no  grievance."  it  was  perfectly  justifiable  for  him 
to  aid  his  less  fortunate  brethren  in  their  struggle  for  that 
legal  recognition  and  standing  for  which  they  have  so  long 
contended,  and  which    the  companies  in  England  have 
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enjoyed  for  many  years  past.  Mr.  Blair  may  make  up 
his  mind  that  this  is  a  question  which  has  got  to  be  faced, 
and  that  the  old  policy  of  evasion  has  had  its  day.  The 
rights  of  the  companies  are  about  to  be  recognised,  and 
if  there  is  one  thing  more  than  another  that  will  be  scouted 
by  Parliament,  it  is  petty  privilege  and  monopoly.  The 
spirit  of  the  age,  the  trend  of  the  times,  is  in  favour  of 
progress,  and  the  reasonable  concessions  asked  for  by  the 
Irish  limited  companies  cannot  be  much  longer  delayed.

Italian  Pharmacy  Law . 

Sir, — I  was  pleased  to  observe  in  the  C.  <£■  D.  last  week 
notes  on  the  Italian  Pharmacy  Bill.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  measure  will  ultimately  become  law,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  all  parties  in  the  advancement  of  Italian 
pharmacy.  There  was  one  point  in  the  old  Bill  which 
caused  considerable  disturbance  amongst  exporters  in 
England,  and  as  to  which  representations  were  made  to 
the  Foreign  Office.  I  now  learn  from  the  President  of  the 
National  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations 
that  the  present  Bill — 

1.  Does  not  interfere  with  pharmacies  belonging  to 
foreigners  (six  or  seven  are  English  pharmacies)  and  they 
are  considered  exactly  the  same  as  those  owned  by  Italians. 
The  actual  proprietors  will  be  able  to  carry  on  their  busi- 
nesses as  before,  but  after  their  death  the  pharmacies  will 
be  disposed  of  in  the  same  way  as  the  Italian.  The  English 
pharmacies  will  not  be  closed. 

2.  The  new  law  will  make  no  difference  as  regards  the  sale 
of  foreign  products  and  patent-medicines,  and  will  not  affect 
the  international  treaties  or  the  conditions  upon  which 
foreign  products  are  admitted  into  Italy.  But  once  the 
foreign  products  (in  this  case  foreign  patents)  have  passed 
the  frontier,  they  will  be  submitted  to  the  same  treatment  as 
Italian  patents — viz.,  labelled  with  the  name  and  ingredients 
and  will  be  sold  to  the  public  only  (?)  through  chemists' 
shops.  This  will  make  no  difference  to  English  firms,  as 
it  is  what  they  are  doing  now. 

The  relations  of  the  Italian  firms  with  their  foreign 
confreres  are  excellent,  and  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that 
incorrect  information  should  have  caused  foreign  resent- 
ment.

Is  the  Goodwill  of  the  Chemist  "Worth  Having? 

Sir, — I  believe  that  the  above  question  will  be  readily 
answered  in  the  affirmative  by  all  those  proprietors  who 
have  placed  their  goods  on  the  protected  list  of  the 
P.A.T.A.,  and  I  think  that  those  whose  goods  are  not  pro- 
tected will  do  well  to  ask  themselves  the  same  question. 
I  rarely  recommend  a  patent  medicine  to  my  customers, 
but  when  asked,  as  I  frequently  am,  for  my  opinion  of  one 
that  is  being  inquired  for,  I  always  try  to  speak  favourably 
of  it  if  the  maker  of  it  has  studied  my  interest  as  well 
as  his  own  by  protecting  the  price  of  his  product.  But  if 
the  article  has  no  fixed  price,  how  different  are  one's  feel- 
ings when  asked  about  it !  How  can  we  be  expected  to 
say  a  good  word  for  it  ?  How  often  a  Is.  bottle  of  saline 
is  sold  instead  of  one  nearly  double  the  price,  but  sold  at 
a  price  which  makes  it  not  worth  handling.  I  should  think- 
that  thousands  of  things  are  not  sold  daily  because  chemists 
have  no  interest  in  the  matter.

What  of  the 
assistants — and  they  comprise  the  majority — who  are 
employed  in  the  one-man  shops?  Does  "  Pot.  Sulphurata  " 
appreciate  the  slave-like  conditions  of  their  daily  round  ?  I 
can  assure  him  that  the  change  from  private  trade  to  store 
trade  to  the  assistant  is  almost  as  pronounced  as  the  change 
from  slavery  to  freedom.  I  fail  to  see  the  comparison 
between  the  store-man  and  automatic  machines.  It  would 
seem  rather  that  whereas  the  one  has  a  large  part  in  a  small 
concern,  the  other  has  a  small  part  in  a  large  concern.  In 
the  former  there  is  no  scope  for  improvement,  in  the 
latter  there  is  ;  and  readers  may  judge  whether  a  good  man 
will  let  his  light  be  hid  under  a  bushel,  even  though  the 


credit  of  displayed  merit  may  at  first  be  taken  by  someone 
in  authority.  Such  a  state  of  affairs  could  not  continue, 
and  ultimately  the  best  men  must  and  do  get  to  the  front.

Sir, — It  is  all  very  well  for  Mr.  Jesse  Boot  to  talk  about 
his  qualified  men  being  the  finest  and  best  educated,  but 
1  fail  to  see  it  where  branch  managers  are  concerned. 
For  instance,  all  proprietary  articles  corrfe  in  ready  put 
up ;  all  galenicals  are  sent  from  the  central  laboratory ; 
window-dressing  is  at  a  discount,  only  one  style  being 
adopted.  Of  dispensing  there  is  not  much  in  many  cases ; 
no  buying,  therefore,  or  knowledge  of  cost  of  drugs  is 
necessary;  this  leaves  the  packing  of  salts,  linseed,  borax, 
and  the  like  for  sale  over  the  counter  to  be  done,  which 
invariably  is  done  by  apprentices  learning  the  trade — i.e., 
Boots'  trade.  What  is  left  for  the  best  educated  man  to 
do  I  fail  to  see;  to  my  mind  it  is  an  easy  berth,  requiring 
little  individual  skill  or  scientific  attainments.

Apothecaries'  Assistants'  Claims. 

Sir, — May  I  crave  a  short  space  in  your  columns  to  say 
a  few  words  in  defence  of  apothecaries'  assistants  ?  By 
the  letters  published  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  last  week,  your  readers 
seem  to  have  an  idea  that  the  men  holding  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  certificate  are  entirely  ignorant  of  dispensing  and  the 
routine  of  shop-work.  It  appears  that  they  do  not  under- 
stand that  these  men  have  worked  in  dispensaries  and 
chemists'  shops,  and  the  majority  have  worked  for  the 
Minor  with  the  intention  of  passing,  but  in  the  interim  have 
accepted  public  appointments  with  reasonable  salaries  and 
settled  down  in  life.  You  can  fully  understand  how  these 
men  feel  when  they  find  they  have  to  fight  such  a  body  as 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  by  themselves  in  order  that 
they  may  hold  their  present  appointments.  The  chief 
thorn  in  the  chemist's  side  seems  to  be  the  length  of  time 
required  to  be  served  before  examination  by  the  different 
examining  Boards.  In  one  case  it  says  that  he  shall  serve 
three  years  with  a  qualified  chemist,  but  it  does  not  state 
what  knowledge  he  shall  acquire  in  that  time ;  it  does  not 
state  that  he  should  spend  any  portion  of  that  time  in 
practical  dispensing,  or  even  know  the  poison  law.  And 
how  many  apprentices,  having  served  their  time,  can  dis- 
pense a  prescription  correctly  ?  In  the  other  case,  that  of 
the  Apothecaries'  Society,  they  say  that  a  candidate  before 
presenting  himself  for  examination  shall  be  for  six  months 
practically  engaged  in  dispensing  medicines,  without 
reference  to  the  time  in  which  he  shall  have  acquired  the 
knowledge.  One  correspondent  of  last  week  gives  rather 
a  vague  idea  of  his  examination  at  the  Apothecaries'  Hall 
in  1884.  He  says,  "  I  was  asked  to  describe  a  flower 
and  give  a  N.O."  Now,  as  botany  does  not  figure  in  the 
subjects  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  examination,  and  as 
he  does  not  give  a  description  of  the  Minor  examination  of 
the  same  period,  I  take  it  he  has  by  mistake  related  his 
experience  of  the  Minor  examination.  The  same  gentleman 
states  that  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  certificate  he  holds 
says  he  is  not  allowed  to  practise  as  an  apothecary.  Surely 
he  must  know  nothing  about  the  examination  which  he 
is  supposed  to  have  passed,  or  he  would  have  known  that 
there  are  two  examinations — one  for  an  apothecary,  and 
the  other  for  an  assistant,  the  former  of  which  entitles  the 
holder  to  registration  as  a  medical  practitioner.  How 
many  men  in  business  to-day  have  passed  an  equivalent  to 
the  present  Minor  examination?

The  Pharmacist  and  State  Insurance  against  Sickness. 

Sir, — One  of  the  proposals  advanced  by  the  Government 
with  the  object  of  improving  the  position  of  those  dependent 
upon  their  "daily  wage  may  to  a  great  extent  affect  the 
interests  of  the  medical  as  well  as  pharmaceutical  pro- 
fession. I  refer  to  the  proposed  compulsory  insurance 
against  sickness.  The  benefits  resulting  from  a  measure 
of  this  nature  cannot  be  denied,  and  even  the  greatest 
opponent  of  anything  compulsory  must  acknowledge  that 
to  the  worker  dependent  upon  his  daily  wage  the  know- 
ledge that  in  the  event  of  incapacity  due  to  sickness  not 
only  himself  but  his  family  are  assured  of  an  assistance 
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to  which  he  has  a  rightful  claim,  and  not  bearing  the 
character  of  charity,  endows  him  with  a  certain  feeling 
of  satisfaction  that  is  sure  to  be  reflected  in  his  work.  I 
do  not  wish,  however,  to  deal  with  the  moral  aspect  of  the 
question,  but  rather  to  touch  upon  some  points  that  the 
introduction  of  such  a  measure  must  necessarily  raise  in  so 
far  as  the  pharmacist  is  hereby  affected. 

Undertakings  of  a  private  nature  already  exist  conferring 
the  same  benefits  to  their  members  as  foreshadowed  by  the 
State  scheme;  but  yet  a  fundamental  difference  exists 
between  the  manner  of  the  working  of  both  towards  attain- 
ing the  same  end.  A  sick-club  or  similar  institution  is  at 
liberty  to  make  its  own  arrangements  regarding  medical 
treatment  and  the  supply  of  drugs,  etc.,  but  when  the  State 
assumes  this  duty,  as  the  embodiment  of  the  whole  nation, 
it  must  also  consider  the  interests  of  all  members  of  the 
community,  and  this  is  where  the  medical  practitioner 
and  the  pharmacist  will  have  to  be  considered  from  a 
different  point  of  view.  When  the  State  enforces  com- 
pulsory insurance  against  sickness  and  undertakes  to 
provide  both  medical  attendance  and  the  supply  of 
medicine,  the  question  arises  :  How  will  both  be  provided 
in  an  equitable  mmner?  As  regards  the  former,  either  a 
special  staff  of  State  medical  officers  must  be  created — i.e., 
an  extension  of  the  existing  medical  officer  of  health 
system — or  arrangements  will  have  to  be  made  to  enable 
the  insured  citizen  to  call  in  the  services  of  one  of  a  certain 
number  of  physicians  who  have  agreed  to  recognise  the 
conditions  regulating  their  participation  in  the  scheme. 

In  this  connection  it  is  perhaps  interesting  to  note  that 
the  greatest  controversy  in  the  German  insurance  system 
still  rages  round  this  vexed  question.  The  various  insurance 
hoards  have  repeatedly  attempted  to  introduce  the  "  tied 
doctor  system";  yet  this  has  hitherto  failed  owing  to  the 
determined  and  organised  opposition  offered  by  the  medical 
profession.  The  nationalisa'ion  of  the  whole  art  of  heal- 
ing and  the  supply  of  medicine  is  indeed  on  the  programme 
of  the  German  Social-Democratic  party,  and  has  even  under- 
gone parliamentary  discussion.  Leaving  this  part  of  the 
scheme  aside,  we  will  consider  the  position  of  the  pharma- 
cist. With  regard  to  the  supply  of  medicine  and  other 
auxiliaries  to  medical  treatment,  three  courses  are  open  : 

1.  The  Government  takes  this  into  its  own  hands. 

2.  Contracts  are  entered  into  with  a  limited  number  of 
businesses. 

3.  The  insured  person  is  at  liberty  to  obtain  the  prescribed 
medicine  or  article  in  any  pharmacy. 

The  first  mode  of  procedure  would  entail  the  Government 
embarking  into  a  new  business  undertaking  in  competition 
with  an  existing  profession,  and  this  is  a  proposal  that 
the  average  Britisher  is  not  favourably  disposed  towards. 
Government  undertakings  are  notorious  for  working  with 
a  more  costly  and  cumbersome  apparatus  than  private  con- 
cerns, and,  curiously  enough,  State  pharmacy,  wherever 
tried,  has  proved  a  fiasco.  For  the  best  example  we  must 
go  back  some  two  centuries  to  the  attempt  made  on  a  large 
scale  in  Brunswick.  The  second  is  not  compatible  with  a 
scheme  directly  affecting  the  interests  of  a  large  body  of 
the  community,  for  a  national  undertaking  of  this  nature 
should  not  bring  in  its  train  material  benefits  to  a  restricted 
number  of  individuals,  or  otherwise  it  is  at  variance  with 
its  avowed  general  beneficial  object.  To  introduce  the  third 
course — viz.,  that  the  insured  person  can  call  upon  any 
pharmacy  to  fill  his  prescription — would  entail  a  change, 
if  not  an  entire  departure,  in  the  existing  lines  on  which 
pharmacy  is  conducted  in  Great  Britain.  In  Continental 
countries,  where  the  price  of  medicine  is  regulated  by  a 
Government  tariff,  and  a  certain  amount  of  profit  is  thus 
assured  to  the  retailer,  it  is  consequently  immaterial  in 
which  pharmacy  the  prescription  of  the  insured  is  filled. 
If  the  State,  as  in  some  cases,  decreed  that  a  fixed  rebate 
was  to  be  made  on  the  price  of  all  prescriptions  of  this 
class,  the  measure  was  justified  on  the  grounds  that  com- 
pulsory insurance  would  necessarilv  mean  an  increased 
number  of  prescriptions,  which  would  not  only  balance  the 
loss  of  profit  due  to  the  rebate,  but  in  reality  prove  a  net 
gain  from  increased  business,  as  now  there  would  be  no 
reason  for  the  working  man  to  postpone  applying  for 
medical  aid  on  the  grounds  of  the  expense  entailed. 

If  the  pharmaceutical  profession  is  to  co-operate  in  the 
national  scheme  of  insurance  against  sickness,  the  neces- 
sity at  once  arises  for  the  establishment  of  a  recognised 


uniform  scale  of  charges  for  supplies  in  this  connection. 
An  innovation  of  this  kind,  whether  elaborated  by  a  repre- 
sentative body  of  the  profession  or  dictated  by  the  Govern- 
ment, would  seem  at  the  first  glance  a  surrender  of  the 
Englishman's  proud  title  to  personal  freedom  in  business — 
in  spite  of  existing  in  that  country  where  trade-unionism 
exerts  an  iron  rule — but  it  is  for  the  pharmacist  to  decide 
where  his  interests  lie.  The  introduction  of  a  pharma- 
ceutical tariff  must  necessarily  entail  a  differentiation  in 
the  treatment  of  the  two  classes  of  customers,  the  insured 
and  the  non-insured. 

The  insurance  system  demands  the  practice  of  rigid 
economy  by  the  avoidance  of  any  presumed  unnecessary 
expenditure.  In  Germany  certain  rules  have  been  laid  down 
in  this  connection.  For  instance,  the  cheapest  kind  of  oint- 
ment-pots are  to  be  used  for  sick-club  patients ;  powders 
are  not  put  up  in  boxes ;  drop-bottles  are  only  to  be  given 
when  distinctly  required  by  the  prescriber.  In  many  cases 
the  doctors  are  furnished  with  a  list  of  specially  cheap 
prescriptions  for  general  use.  This  has  even  gone  so  far 
that  often,  instead  of  prescribing  divided  powders,  the 
whole  amount  is  to  be  dispensed  and  the  patient  instructed 
to  take  "  as  much  as  will  go  on  the  point  of  a  knife"  ;  or 
instead  of  a  solution  the  salt  is  dispensed  with  directions 
to  dissolve  it  in  a  bottle  of  known  content  and  take  a  certain 
amount  as  a  dose.  Certain  manufacturers  of  largely  used 
specialities  even  put  up  their  preparations  in  a  cheaper 
kind  of  package  specially  for  sick-club  practice,  and  for 
many  appliances  cheaper  lines  known  as  "  sick-club  quality  " 
are  put  on  the  market.  A  consequence  of  this  enforced 
observance  of  economy  in  dealing  with  a  distinct  class  of 
his  patients  naturally'  in  time  leads  the  practitioner  to 
extend  it  to  all,  and  this  is  one  of  the  complaints  of  German 
pharmacists,  as  it  explains  the  reduction  in  profit  accruing 
from  prescription  work,  the  most  profitable  part  of  his 
business.

Careful  (114/32).— Solid  preparations  of  carbolic  acid  are 
not  scheduled  poisons.  Please  read  carefully  the  entry  111 
Part  2  of  the  Schedule. 

F.  C.  D.  (108/15)  asks  if  grocers  in  Ireland,  who  have  no 
poison-licences,  are  allowed  to  sell  poisonous  paints,  such  as 
Brunswick  green,  vermilion,  drop  black,  Prussian  blue,  leads, 
etc.  Are  not  these  agricultural  poisons?  [None  of  theso 
articles  is  scheduled  as  a  poison.  If  they  were,  the  sale  of  them 
as  paints  would  not  be  covered  by  a  licence  under  Sec+:on  2 
of  the  1908  Act.] 

/.  J.  C.  (105/13).— (1)  Please  refer  to  the  reply  to  another 
correspondent  (last  week,  p.  99)  respecting  the  use  of 
tho  title  pharmacist.  The  exact  words  of  the  Act  are:  A 
registered  chemist  or  druggist  may,  notwithstanding  anything 
infection  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  take,  use,  or  exhibit 
the  name  or  title  of  pharmacist."  (2)  It  is  equally  a  mistake 
to  sav  that  "  jrenerallv  you  will  find  tho  Codex  a.  more  trust- 
worthy- sruido  than  tho  '  Extra  Pharmacopoeia.'  "  The  reputa- 
tion of  the  former  for  corrigenda  is  unique  in  pharmaceutical 
literature. 

Fairplav  (106/42)  tells  us  that  a  registered  chemist  who  is 
director  of  a  company  owning  several  shops  has  copied  his 
Minor  certificate  in  such  a  wav  that  the  copies  exactly 
resemble  the  original,  and  one  of  these  is  exhibited  in  each 
shop  in  addition,  however,  to  tho  manager's  certificates. 
"  Fairplav  "  thinks  that  this  is  done  in  order  to  indicate  that 
tho  directors  of  the  company  are  qualified,  and  remarks,  Is  it 
legal  that  the  Minor  certificate  should  be  reproduced  in  this 
wav?  fTho  reproduction  of  Minor  certificates  for  advertise- 
ment purposes  is  an  old  not  illegal  practice.  _  The  use  of  the 
copies  in  tho  manner  indicated  is  not  an  infringement  of 
Section  3  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  seeincr  that 
the  requirements  of  the  section  as  regards  qualified  manage- 
ment and  exhibition  of  manager's  certificates  are  complied 
with.]

The  first  thing 
that  it  is  advisable  to  do  is  to  pass  a  recognised  Preliminary 
examination  in  Latin,  English,  another  modern  language, 
algebra,  Eucl  id,  and  arithmetic.  The  College  of  Preceptors  has 
a  special  examination  for  the  purpose,  particulars  of  which  can 
he  obtained  on  application  to  the  College  ofiices,  Bloomsbury 
Square,  W.C.  The  person  may  at  any  time  register  as  a 
student  of  pharmacy  by  payment  of  the  fee  of  21.  2s.  to  the 
Registrar,  17  Bloomsbury  Squaw,  W.C.  He  (or  she)  lias  to 
be  engaged  three  years  in  compounding  and  dispensing  phy- 
sicians' prescriptions  a  condition  preferably  fulfilled  by  ap- 
prenticeship to  a chemisl  and  (li  nguist.  On  reaching  th©  age  of 
twenty-one,  and  having  registered  as  a  student  of  pharmacy, 
th<'  person  may  enter  for  the  Minor  examination  in  botany, 
chemistry,  dispensing,  materia  medica,  pharmacy,  and  pre- 
scription-reading, the  fee  for  which  is  10/.  10s.  On  passing 
this  the  person  is  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist.

In 
California  the  Irish  licence  is  recognised  for  practice  as  a 
clerk  to  a  registered  pharmacist,  which  will  suffice  to  keep  you 
going  until  von  pass  the  State  Hoard  of  Pharmacy  examina- 
tion for  practice  on  your  own  account.  The  salaries  of 
druggists'  clerks  in  the  United  States  vary  according  to 
experience;  $10  a  week  is  about  all  a  newcomer  would  get. 
The  best  way  to  obtain  a  situation  in  New  Zealand  or  the 
United  States  is  to  go  there.

Triturate  the  soluble  essence  of  lemon  with  the  sugar  and 
allow  the  solvent  to  evaporate,  then  mix  with  the  citric  acid. 
The  powder  i -,  packed  in  tinfoil  packets  containing  from  %  oz. 
to  1  oz.  The  contents  of  the  packet  added  to  from  1  pint  to 
1  quart  of  cold  or  aerated  water  forms  lemonade. 

Siipo  (104/15). — As  the  clothing  becomes  contaminated  by 
reason  of  the  occupation  of  the  soap-maker,  the  best,  plan  is  to 
change  clothes  before  leaving  the  works,  reserving  special 
overalls  for  use  during  employment  in  the  works.  Your  in- 
quiry lacks  details  as  to  the  source  of  the  objectionable  smell 
on  the  clothes,  but  the  suggestion  given  above  is  the  one  that 
is  acted  upon  in  all  large  soap-works.

Juber  (98/19). — Rapid  drying  in  hot  sand  is  the  best  method 
of  preserving  the  colour  of  flowers.  The  sand  is  first  well  dried 
by  heat,  ami  while  still  warm  is  run  round  the  botanical 
specimen  in  a  box  and  the  whole  submitted  to  a  dry  heat  for 
some  time. 

P.  H.  O.  (97/73).— Lump  Starch.— Large  masses  of  starch, 
when  dried,  fall  into  more  or  less  irregular  rod-like  pieces, 
the  size,  shape,  and  smoothness  of  surface  depending  on  the 
rapidity  of  drying  and  the  solidity  of  the  blocks  before  dry- 
ing. Information  on  the  manufacture  of  starch  is  given  in 
Thorpe's  "  Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry."  vol.  iii.

P.  H.  O.  (88/72).— Metal-polishes.— See  C.  <{■  D.,  March  7, 
1908,  p.  386 ;  March  14,  1908,  p.  433 :  and  July  3,  1909,  p.  35.  We 
cannot  ropeat  these  recipes  yet  awhile. 

Beeswax  (89/60). — We  gave  a  series  of  articles  on  skin- 
creams  in  Ths  Chemist  and  Druggist  during  April,  to  which 
please  refer. 

J.  If.  (89/41). — We  gave  a  formula,  for  sweetmeat  caramel 
in  the  C.  <(•  /?.,  November  2,  1907,  p.  705,  and  it  is  too  soon  to 
repeat  the  information. 

Humus  (101/36).—  Drying  Eggs  for  Bird  Food.— Exposing 
the  shredded  egg  to  a  current  of  warm  air  soon  deprives  it  oi 
moisture.  On  a  small  scale  you  would  probably  find  the 
electric  fan  of  use  for  this  purpose. 

Saloon  (89/47). — We  do  not  know  the  American  shaving- 
liquid  to  which  you  refer. 

Indian  Ink  (90/15). — Indian  or  Chinese  Ink  consists  of  lamp- 
black held  together  with  animal  or  fish  glue  and  dried  in 
the  form  of  cakes  or  sticks.  That  used  in  this  country  is 
imported  from  the  Far  East,  little,  if  any,  being  made  in 
Britain.  Various  processes  have  been  given,  that  in  JamelePs 
"  L'Encre  de  Chine  "  being  looked  upon  as  authoritative. 
This  book  gives  the  following  as  the  best  proportions  for  an 
ink  that  will  become  blacker  with  age  : 

Lamp-black  from  dryandra  oil,  10  catties;  old  ox-hide 
glue,  4g  catties:  old  fish  glue,  J,  catty;  extract  of  sou-mou 
and  another  Chinese  aromatic  plant,  1  catty. 

The  method  of  preparing  the  ink  is  also  given,  but  this  is  not 
likely  to  aid  you  much,  as  the  initial  difficulty  is  to  obtain  the 
proper  kind  of  lamp-black. 

A.  W.  P.  (95/50). — We  are  not  acquainted  with  the  wound- 
lotion  to  which  you  refer. 

T).  F.  A.  (91/14). —  Tincture  of  Green  Soap.— By  this  is 
intended  a  spirituous  solution  of  potash  (or  soft)  soap.  There 
ai'e  many  formulae,  from  which  we  select  the  following  : 

Spiritus  Saponatus,  Ph. O.— Saponify  olive  oil  6  with  liquor 
potassse  (15-per-cent.)  7,  and  alconol  l\  in  a  stoppered  bottle 
by  frequent  agitation.  Then  add  alcohol  22£,  water  17,  and 
filter. 

Spiritus  Saponis,  Ph.~B.elv. — Saponify  olive  oil  100  with 
liquor  potasssB  (33-per-cent.)  52.  alcohol  100,  and  add  alcohol 
400,  rose-water  348. 

Spiritus  Saponatus  Kalinus,  Hebra. — Dissolve  caustic  potash 
5  dr.  in  water  5  dr.  and  add  to  alcohol  3  oz.  6  dr.  and  linseed 
oil  3i  oz. ;  when  clear  add  spirit  of  lavender  8^  oz.,  alcohol 
5  oz.,  water  3  oz.,  and  filter.
